In the future, when the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS) changes prices, the price codes on the file 
will remain the same and only the table that translates them will change.

Women’s opportunities for employment will be di- 
rectly related to their level of skill and experience but 
also to the labor market demands through the remain- 
der of the decade. The number of workers needed for 
all major occupational categories is expected to in- 
crease by about one-fifth between 1970 and 1980, but 
the growth rate will vary by occupational group. Pro- 
fessional and technical workers are expected to have 
the highest predicted rate (39 percent), followed by 
service workers (35 percent), clerical workers (26 
percent), sales workers (24 percent), craftsmen and 
foremen (20 percent), managers and administrators 
(15 percent), and operatives (11 percent). This publi- 
cation contains a brief discussion and employment 
information concerning occupations for professional 
and technical workers, managers and administrators, 
skilled trades, sales workers, clerical workers, and 
service workers. In order for women to take advantage 
of increased labor market demands, employer at- 
titudes toward working women need to change and 
women must: (1) receive better career planning and 
counseling, (2) change their career aspirations, and (3) 
fully utilize the sources of legal protection and assist- 
ance which are available to them.

To test the economic theory of job search and the 

rationality of job search behavior by unemployed 
married women, the importance of reservation 
wages (or wages requested for employment) was 
studied for its effect on the duration of unemploy- 
ment and its relationship to the subsequent rate of 
pay upon reemployment. Models were established 
to explain these two interactions, and were sup- 
ported by analysis of data from the National Lon- 
gitudinal Survey of women aged 35 to 49 in 1972 
who met the study criteria of being married, unem- 
ployed but with recent work experience, and then 
reemployed. It was concluded that (1) women with 
higher reservation wages experience a longer period 
of unemployment but are rewarded with higher pay- 
ing jobs; (2) women who lost their jobs are unem- 
ployed longer than those who left their jobs 
voluntarily; (3) racial differences do not influence 
the length of unemployment when adjustment is 
made for the asking and offered wages for black 
women; (4) the duration of unemployment of mar- 
ried women is affected by overall economic condi- 
tions and the local labor market; and (5) married 
women would benefit from investing more time in 
job search by receiving higher wages. Married 
women appeared to reenter employment so quickly 
because of their aversion to risk, their experience of 
financial-capital constraints which preclude ex- 
tended job search, and their expectation of short 
tenure at their new jobs. (ELG)

and development priorities for Minnesota as per- 

ceived by vocational educators and selected groups 
of industrial personnel trainers and to determine to 
what extent research and development priorities 
have changed during the past seven years.

The purpose of this project was to develop and 
validate guidelines which will ensure that vocational 
materials developed under Bureau of Occupational 
and Adult Education (BOAE) auspices are free of 
sex bias.

The disproportionate focus of sociologists on 
professional and managerial occupations distorts 
many generalizations about gender, employment, 
and family. Concentration on this occupational 
minority has led to such assumptions as the follow- 
ing: paid employment is the major life priority for 
men, and family is the major life priority for women; 
women lack high commitment to enter and succeed 
in higher level occupations while men have such 
commitment; men’s work is more prestigious than 
women’s work; and women are excluded from more 
desirable “men’s jobs” while men avoid “women’s 
jobs.” The overemphasis on highly prestigious occu- 
pations has also probably led to less intensive study 
of the labor force in general. For example, we know 
very little about the reasons for the declining male 
employment. Much attention has been given to the 
question of why women work while little has been 
given to the parallel question for men. More re- 
search is needed on blue collar women and on men 
in traditionally female fields. By incorporating data 
based on the entire labor force, we can avoid the 
distortions based on studying high status occupa- 
tions and strengthen the sociology of gender and the 
sociology of occupations.

As the first phase of a three-phase process to im- 

plement a CBTE (Competency Based Teacher Edu- 

cation) program in vocational industrial teacher 

education at the Pennsylvania State University, a 

study was undertaken to identify and verify teach- 

ing competencies for industrial education teacher 
education. After developing a list of 173 competen- 
cies, a survey was conducted of 448 in-service voca- 

tional industrial education teachers and 780 





in-service industrial arts education teachers to es- 
tablish the relationship of the competencies to the 
two groups of teachers. It was found that both 
groups perceive the relative importance of teacher 
competencies in the same manner. In regard to 
competencies unique to either group, it was found 
that the statements so identified are along the di- 
mensions by which the two types normally differ. 
Thus, the teachers perceive common needs in 
teacher preparation and performance. The study 
also examined the usefulness of eight CBTE 
modules developed at the Ohio State University 
Center for Vocational Education by incorporating 
them into three courses at the Pennsylvania school. 
Based on an evaluation in one of the courses by the 
students, it was concluded that student attitude im- 
proved significantly due to the modules’ use and 
that the modules were successfully infused into the 
course.

Identifying issues that confront the nation con- 

cerning older Americans as an untapped resource of 
workers, this book is divided into eight chapters. 
The first chapter discusses the need to change nega- 
tive attitudes toward older Americans and the sec- 
ond defines older Americans and their relationship 
to the entire population. The third chapter points 
out the impact of emerging demographic factors on 
employment. Chapter 4 suggests developments that 
could lead to longer involvement of older Ameri- 
cans in the workplace. The fifth chapter presents 
older workers as an asset and discusses the need to 
evaluate individual capacities without regard to age. 
Chapter 6 suggests that older workers are an un- 
tapped resource of potential paid, self-employed, 
and volunteer workers. Identifying action programs 
and ideas for utilizing services of older people, chap- 
ter 7 discusses the involvement of organizations and 
opportunities in small business. The final chapter 
analyzes how educational and other cultural institu- 
tions can help older people become involved in the 
social and economic life of the nation. Recommen- 
dations are given for (1) action by both the public 
and private sectors, (2) business organizations and 
organized labor, (3) self-employment and participa- 
tion in small businesses, (4) organizations that uti- 
lize services of volunteers, (5) policy changes and 
government action, and (6) educational and other 
cultural institutions. (LRA) 
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The adult advocates study attempted to deter- 


mine what counseling services for out-of-school 
youth and adults are available nationally in opera- 
tional centers and to observe the practices of the 
centers in order to ascertain the degree to which 
individuals are helped through transition periods. 
The main components of the counseling centers are 
(1) to present labor market information; (2) to help 
interpret information; (3) to help the person exam- 
ine attitudes, interests, and values; and (4) to pro- 
vide information regarding education and training. 
Among the counseling centers discovered were 
those in community colleges, libraries, self-help 
groups, community based organizations, computer 
programs, and network organizations. Funding, 
marketing, and evaluation were consistantly re- 
ported to be the main problems encountered by the 
counseling centers. In addition, the findings indi- 
cate that the adult advocate will have to be a com- 
posite of the learning consultant, labor market 
intermediary, and personal counselor. (The various 
components of the advocate function including new 
professional roles, functions, information required, 
and specific tasks are presented in chart form. An 
annotated list of exemplary programs is also prov- 
ided.) (LRA) 
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An evaluation was conducted of the second year 

of Project REAL (Relevant Experiences for Alter- 

native Learning), which provides high school stu- 
dents in Newark, Delaware, with community-based 
career development experiences and relates these 
learning activities to the curriculum of life skills, 
basic skills, and career development. In the area of 
student outcomes it was found that students did not 
improve in basic skills or career decision-making 
and employment-seeking skills after participating in 
the project. Nevertheless, learning managers and 
community instructors rated the students high in 
personal employment and career-related dimen- 
sions. In the category of student process goals and 
objectives, the project has been successful in its 
placement of students in diverse community work 
sites, implementation of a comprehensive student 
assessment system, instruction in dealing with sex 
bias and discrimination, and award of credit for pro- 
ject participation. The project has also fulfilled its 
proposed management process tasks: developing 
and implementing management and staff develop- 
ment plans, obtaining parental permission for stu- 
dent participation, providing insurance for 
participants, and establishing a project advisory 
board. Recommendations were made for improve- 
ments in the three evaluated areas. (The appendixes 
contain the evaluation plan and a checklist of essen- 
tial characteristics for implementation sites.) (ELG) 
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Designed for instructors or students who will be 
instructors in health-related occupations, this 
manual provides basic instruction in writing behav- 
ioral objectives. While there is no table of contents, 
a list of nine objectives on page 4 is a guide to the 
manual’s contents. The objectives state that upon 
completion of the manual the reader should be able 
to state the value(s) of using well-defined objectives; 
differentiate between “teacher-centered” and 
“Jearner-centered” objectives; identify the three 
commonly accepted components of objectives; de- 
scribe selected formats for stating objectives in a 
given situation; categorize cognitive behaviors into 
knowledge, application, and problem-solving levels; 
identify affective behaviors; identify behaviors 
which require psychomotor skills; write educational 
objectives in behavioral terms; and describe how 
objectives are used in educational programs. The 
manual contains pre- and post-assessments, ques- 
tions, and other written exercises the user is ex- 
pected to complete. A reference list and verb lists 
for writing educational objectives in the cognitive, 
psychomotor, and affective domains are included.

A project was conducted to adapt and apply a 

model to train counselors in techniques that com- 
bine the principles of peer counseling and career 
counseling. The effectiveness of this model was 
studied by monitoring the applications of those 
techniques by the participating counselors in their 
counseling settings. Thirty counselors participated 
in a sixteen-week, two-phase training program. The 
first phase consisted of a series of workshops in 
which counselors actively experienced the counsel- 
ing training model with an emphasis on employ- 
ment skills. The second phase provided staff 
assistance to counselors as they implemented pro- 
gram concepts into counseling activities. Research 
focused on the effectiveness of the model on the 
self-perceptions and the job-seeking skill of clients 
in the counselors’ home setting. Significant out- 
comes included (1) a training program in peer-coun- 
seling and employment-skills servicing to the needs 
of adult counselors and community-based agencies 
such as CETA (Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act), OIC (Occupational Information 
Centers), public employment service, etc.; (2) better 
equipped counselors able to deal with clients in 
group settings; (3) a peer-counseling model based in 
community agencies that effectively meets the cli- 
ents’ employment-related needs; and (4) an effec- 
tive peer counseling handbook containing 
approaches and activities pertinent to the clients’ 
needs. (Pre-test instruments, evaluation forms, and 
other related project forms are appended.) (Au-

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Proceedings are presented of the first World Con- 

ference on Continuing Engineering Education held 

in Mexico City, Mexico, which featured speakers 
from twenty-eight countries on five continents mak- 
ing presentations before several hundred people.

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Identifiers—*Supplantation Theory 
A U.S. Air Force study was designed to develop 
instruction based on the supplantation theory, in 
which tasks are performed (supplanted) for in- 
dividuals who are unable to perform them due to 
their cognitive style. The study examined the effects 
of linear and multiple imagery in presenting a task 
requiring visual comparison and location to in- 
dividuals of the visual and haptic perceptual types. 
(Visual type was defined as persons who react to 
their environment as spectators and whose main 
sensory intermediaries are their eyes. Haptic type 
was defined as normally sighted persons who react 
to their environment subjectively and who use their 
eyes as primary sensory intermediaries only when 
compelled to do so, preferring to rely on muscular 
sensations, kinesthetic experiences, and tactile im- 
pressions.) Subjects were drawn from 200 volun- 
teers currently enrolled in undergraduate education 
courses. A battery of three instruments was used to 
classify subjects’ cognitive styles. From the visual 
ind haptic groups, forty visuals and forty haptics 
were selected at random and randomly split into 
two groups of :wenty. One group of twenty visuals 
and one group of twenty haptics received a linear- 
image presentation of the experimental task. The 
other two groups received a multiple-image presen- 
tation of the experimental task. Results indicated 
that in this investigation, the haptic-cognitive-style 
individual’s performance was improved by instruc- 
tion based on the supplantation theory. The results 


of this preliminary investigation hold promise for 

instructional research with Air Force technical 

training personnel. (Author/BM) 
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A US. Air Force study was designed to investi- 

gate simultaneously four cognitive styles-field de- 
pendence-independence, _reflectivity-impulsivity, 
leveling-sharpening, and visual-haptics. A sample of 
206 undergraduate volunteers at the University of 
Oklahoma were tested with the Successive Percep- 
tual Test I (SPT-I), the Hidden Figures Test (HFT), 
Matching Familiar Figures (MFF), and the Leve- 
ling/Sharpening House Test (LSHT) in order to as- 
sess their cognitive styles. The obtained data were 
analyzed in three stages: (1) chi-square tests were 
used to compare obtained distributions of visual and 
haptic perceptual types in the field independent, 
field dependent, reflective, impulsive, leveling and 
sharpening groups with Lowenfeld’s theoretical dis- 
tribution of 50% visuals, 25% indefinites, and 25% 
haptics; (2) four variables of score on HFT, errors on 
MFF, mean latency on MFF, and leveling-sharpen- 
ing ratio on LSHT were tested in a step-wise dis- 
criminant analysis to determine if they could predict 
or discriminate between visual and haptic percep- 
tual types; and (3) finally, the relationships among 
the variables of the study were further explored with 
a factor analysis. Results indicated that although the 
constructs overlapped somewhat, each cognitive 
style has enough unique characteristics that each 
must be considered individually. It was suggested 
that when using cognitive styles as a variable in 
future research with Air Force Technical training, 
perhaps requirements of specific tasks involved in 
the training will dictate which of these cognitive 
styles holds the most promise. (BM) 
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The 1980 proposed budget for education is exam- 

ined in hearings before a subcommittee of the House 

of Representatives’ appropriations committee. Wit- 


nesses include Dr. Mary F. Berry, Assistant Secre- 
tary for Education, Dr. Ernest L. Boyer, 
Commissioner in the Office of Education, and oth- 
ers. The report begins with an education division 
overview. In this overview Dr. Berry reveals that 
the education budget is $12.2 billion, consisting of 
$6.8 billion for elementary and secondary level pro- 
rams, $5 billion for postsecondary education, and 
434 million for research, innovation, and other 
support activities. Dr. Boyer in his overview state- 
ment identifies four budget priorities: improving 
educational quality for disadvantaged students, pro- 
moting school desegregation, expanding access to 
postsecondary education, and promoting national 
concerns, such as basic skills and education-work 
relationships. The hearings address the following 
facets of the budget: elementary and secondary edu- 
cation; school assistance in federally affected areas; 
emergency school aid; library resources; special pro- 
jects and training; occupational, vocational, and 
adult education; education of the handicapped; 
higher and continuing education; higher education 
facilities loan and insurance fund; educational ac- 
tivities overseas; student assistance; student loan in- 
surance fund; health professions graduate student 
loan insurance fund; salaries and expenses; National 
Institute of Education; and Office of the Assistant 
Secretary for Education. (CSS) 
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Designed for colleges and universities desiring to 

serve adult students, this booklet presents new prac- 
tices that have been effective on campuses through- 
out the U.S. Listed are 350 practices reported in a 
telephone survey of approximately fifty represen- 
tive institutions. The first of nine sections lists prac- 
tices for assessing needs. Section 2, developing 
better programs and courses, presents practices for 
repackaged programs, novel courses and programs, 
and new learning formats.

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Identifiers—*School to Work Transition 
A study of high school work experience programs 
was designed to explore the work environment in 
regard to employer policies, practices, processes 
and program ingredients to gauge their impact on 
high school student workers during the school-to- 
work transition. Two work experience programs 
were analyzed (North Terrytown, New York, and in 
Newark, Delaware) and data was gathered directly 
from student and employer participants and gradu- 
ates. Findings indicate that the majority of students 
and employers perceived the most valuable out- 
comes of the work experience program to be contri- 
butions to (1) the development of interpersonal 
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skills and wider ranging socialization; (2) the oppor- 
tunity for career exploration, career education, and 
skill development; (3) the provision of initial expo- 
sure to the world of work; and (4) the personal 
growth of the student. Employers and students 
shared a high regard for the value of paternalism in 
training and supervision. Two of the six policy 
recommendations are that the school should assume 
greater responsibility in screening student and em- 
ployer participants to assess and better understand 
their motives for participation and their expecta- 
tions and that the school should assume an active 
role in educating employers and supervisors to the 
potential impacts and outcomes of the program.

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A study was conducted to develop and examine 

an alternative to the traditional occupational experi- 

ence method of the development of professional vo- 

cational teacher education competencies. A 

professional competence examination was deve- 

loped to measure effectiveness of varying types and 
amounts of occupational experiences in developing 
vocational teacher competencies. A modular cur- 
riculum was written and implemented along with an 
occupational experience at four university sites. 

Pre- and posttests were administered to a laboratory 

group consisting of preservice business and distribu- 

tive education teachers. Two reference groups, 
which had occupational experience without the 
modules, were also examined to provide a control. 

Results indicated that professional vocational edu- 

cation competence can be engendered through a 

directed occupational experience program strategy. 

(The professional Competencies Battery with scor- 

ing instructions, and copies of the twenty directed 

occupational experience modules are appended. 

The modules focus on the areas of program plan- 

ning, instruction, cooperative education, com- 

munity relationships, technical development, 
laboratory plan, guidance, advisory committee, and 
program evaluation.) (JH) 
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Identifiers—United States 
Surveying over 6,000 vocational schools and all 

state directors of education, this study attempted to 

(1) describe the organization and governance of 

state and local agencies and delivery systems for 

vocational education; (2) describe the basic provi- 


sions by which the costs of vocational education are 
funded; and (3) describe the status and condition of 
the nation’s vocational education system. Data for 
the study was collected through personal interviews 
with state directors and a mail survey with a tele- 
phone follow-up of 6,693 public secondary and two- 
year postsecondary institutions having facilities for 
five or more different vocational education pro- 
grams. Findings indicate that state governance 
structures for vocational education are character- 
ized by a multitude of different board structures 
having different compositions and levels of au- 
thority over the state agencies responsible for voca- 
tional education. In addition, at the local level there 
are seven types of institutions, thirteen different 
types of program administration structures, and four 
different types of single and multi-district services. 
Findings also indicate that the location of institu- 
tions having facilities for five or more different vo- 
cational education programs does not reflect the 
distribution of the population and that funds under 
the direct control of the state agency generally do 
not represent the major source of vocational educa- 
tion support. (LRA) 
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Identifiers—Michigan 
Three hundred and fifty nine career and voca- 

tional resources were reviewed to determine if male 

and female students in Michigan secondary schools 
were exposed to sex-role stereotyping in instruc- 
tional materials. The review was conducted as part 
of a site visitation to twenty secondary and area 
vocational skill centers. A twenty-two item instru- 
ment was designed to yield data which would deter- 
mine the frequency of specific stereotypic patterns. 

Each questionnaire item was applied to three areas: 

(1) language, (2) illustrations, and (3) context. 

Among the findings was that in an average of 53% 

of the learning resources, gender was associated 

with job titles, objects, interests, activities, or occu- 
pations through context and language. In addition, 

6.1% of the materials had cliches, innuendoes, sen- 

tences, and/or questions that connote or denote 

sex-role stereotyping. Thirty-nine percent of the 
materials through context, 33% through illustra- 
tions, and 30% through language were directed to 
males predominantly. Stereotyping was more evi- 
dent in interactions among persons in a work setting 
than in interactions among family and peers. Also it 
was found that an intention to reflect minority 
populations was evident in an average of 28% of the 
three categories. (The instrument for assessing sex- 
role stereotyping in learning resources is appended.)

A planning model is presented which was used 
throughout the development of state and local and 
vocational guidance models and plans for West Vir- 
ginia. The general planning model upon which the 
state model is based is also included. The planning 
model used is outlined in eighteen steps: (1) identify 
the problem; (2) decision makers awareness; (3) as- 
sign resources; (4) identify and involve community 
task force members; (5) identify and review infor- 
mation; (6) develop and/or select needs assessment

Conference participants were persons from a 
variety of business and industry contexts who had 
experience in personnel administration and a good 
understanding of their firms’ personnel policies and 
policy rationale. Each conference centered around 
four topics: (1) personal occupational experiences 
and skills, (2) patterns of occupational mobility, (3) 
assessment of transferable skills, and (4) usefulness 
of the transferable skills concept. Results of the con- 
ferences indicated that communicating, working 
with others, problem solving, analyzing/assessing, 
planning/layout, organizing, managing others, deci- 
sion making, and positive work attitudes were men- 
tioned most frequently as transferable skills. It was 
also found that possession of transferable skills is 
more essential for job openings with long term po- 
tential as opposed to immediate job openings. While 
opinions differed concerning vocational education’s 
role, it was suggested that skills that assist em- 
ployees to be independent should be emphasized by 
schools.

The Coordinators’ qualifi- 
cations and their job descriptions generally appear 
to be congruent with the functions listed in Section

component that will affect the employability skills, 
the work attitudes, and habits of the rural learner in 
an industrial setting.

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Traditionally, “masculine” males and “feminine” 





females are seen as being the most mentally healthy 
individuals. Recently this view has been challenged 
by Sandra Bem and other researchers in the area of 
sex role identity. Bem (1975) maintains that those 
individuals whose behavioral and emotional reper- 
toires incorporate aspects of both masculine and 
feminine behaviors are more likely to display adap- 
tive behaviors across a variety of situations. How- 
ever, Block (1973) has posited that sex role 
development proceeds in an invariant sequence 
through the stages of gender identity and self- 
enhancement, to stages of conformity to external 
sex role standards and eventually internalized sex 
role standards, through stages of sex role differenta- 
tion and, finally, androgyny. One’s sex role orienta- 
tion would be one aspect of one’s general 
personality development. If this is so, it should be 
possible to predict an individual’s sex role orienta- 
tion from his or her general personality develop- 
ment. To test this hypothesis, 21 subjects (15 
females and six males) were administered the Bem 
Sex Role Inventory (BSRI) and Loevinger’s sent- 
ence completion test. Subsequently, all subjects 
were individually administered Kohlberg interviews 
of moral development. Since there were not enough 
subjects to allow the use of sample medians in order 
to assign subjects to sex role orientation, scores on 
the masculine and feminine scales as the dependent 
variables were utilized. No significant results were 
obtained, probably due to the serious problems sur- 
rounding the androgyny instrumentation.

The relationship be- 
tween family policy and behavior was investigated 
by examining the experience of Canadian law with 
regard to marriage, bigamy, child neglect, birth con- 
trol, abortion and family allowances. It shows that 
policy may be designed to accomplish a variety of 
purposes, and that the effects are not always what 
might have been expected.

someone be available to monitor and care for the 
mother. A treatment approach was developed, con- 
sisting of individual therapy designed to facilitate 
the ventilation of the patient’s anger, and family 
sessions in order to clarify the nature and limits of 
his responsibilities to the mother. After several 
visits, the patient’s diarrhea was in complete remis- 
sion.

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The effects of meaningfulness of the stimulus 
materials and the presence or absence of contextual 
cues on problem-solving behavior were investi- 
gated. Third-graders (N=80) were randomly as- 
signed to one of four conditions and their 
performance in a series of discrimination problems 
was observed. Subjects in Conditions I and II re- 
sponded to stimuli composed of abstract dimensions 
such as letter, color, size, and line position. Subjects 
in Conditions III and IV responded to more con- 
crete (meaningful) dimensions such as cheese, car- 
rot, camel, and crow. Contextually, Conditions II 
and IV differed from I and III in that subjects re- 
ceived contextual cues (stories) about the stimuli. In 
Condition II, the stories conveyed information 
about the dimensional properties of the stimuli (i.e., 
letter, size, color, line position), while in Condition 
IV the stories related to the objects in the pictures. 
In general, results indicated that the best perfor- 
mance on several dependent measures was obtained 
when children were presented meaningful stimuli 
and received a story (contextual cue) about the 
stimuli (Condition IV). These children solved more 
problems, manifested more consistent hypotheses 
during probes, were more likely to retain a hypothe- 
sis following positive feedback, and were more 
likely to abandon a hypothesis following a negative 
feedback than were subjects in any other condition.

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Skills training, personal-emotional development, 
and cognitive development are areas of importance 
in counselor training and education. Emotion, de- 
fined as the counselor’s experiencing a strong feel- 
ing accompanied by physiological activity and the 
interruption, however momentary, of the coun- 
selor’s ongoing cognition, is a critical factor in 
counselor-client interaction. Although some may 
object to this view of empathic responding as a skill 
which requires no emotional response on the part of 
the counselor, empathic responding in and of itself 
is not taken as a necessary indication of counselor 
emotion because of the operationalization of em- 
pathic responding in terms of rating scales and mod- 





els for training which can be learned by trainees. 
Thus, counselor personal-emotional development is 
appropriately defined as a generalized change of the 
individual’s internal feelings from ones which cha- 
racteristically inhibit behavior consistent with the 
values and ethics of the counseling profession to 
ones which are productive and consistent with 
professional values and ethics.

The effect on college graduation of selecting a 
college major before college admission was investi- 
gated, the hypothesis being that students who enter 
college undecided about their major study field are 
as likely to graduate as those who have already de- 
cided upon their major. It was assumed there would 
be no significant difference in the frequency which 
these two groups changed their college majors or in 
the frequency of transfer from one college to 
another. Questionnaires were sent to a sample com- 
posed of graduates from an independent secondary 
school. The test for a significant difference between 
two independent sample proportions was used to 
analyze the data. Results provided support for the 
hypotheses. (Author) 
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Male and female students from general psy- 
chology classes completed several attitudinal ques- 
tionnaires, including the Women as Managers Scale 
and the Attitudes Toward Women Scale. In a later 
experimental session, subjects viewed a 10-minute 
video tape that contained either a male or a female 
directing a mixed sex triad on a dominoes design 
task. The script for the leaders and the performance 
of the groups were identical in each instance. Fol- 
lowing the viewing of the video tape, subjects were 
given questionnaires pertaining to the performance 
of the leader and the group, characteristics of the 
leader and the group, and attribution for the out- 
come on the task. Results indicated that males en- 
dorse a more conservative role for females, 
particularly in management roles, than do females. 
Female subjects generally evaluated female leaders 
positively, while male subjects evaluated male lead- 
ers positively. (Author) 
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Prior research has indicated that, although nega- 

tive mood induction procedures reliably lead to en- 

hanced helping in adults, such procedures do not 

produce increased helping in young children. Con- 

sistent with the negative state relief model, it was 

expected that, relative to neutral mood subjects, 

children in a negative mood would be more gener- 


ous if the helping opportunity offered the potential 
for direct reward through social approval. This ex- 
pectation was supported in a pair of studies wherein 
children in Grades 1-3 were asked to imagine either 
neutral or sad experiences and were then given the 
opportunity to be charitable either in public or pri- 
vate. The second experiment provided evidence 
that the enhanced public helping of negative mood 
subjects is more parsimoniously interpreted as an 
attempt to remove negative mood than to repair 
public image. Finally, a three-step account of the 
development of altruism as a self-reward was 
proposed. Initially, helpfulness was found to be rare 
because it involved the loss of rewards. At the se- 
cond step, children, usually those in primary grades, 
became aware that helping could lead to systematic 
social reinforcement, although they may be less 
helpful when in a negative mood. After sufficient 
experience with external reward for charitable ac- 
tion, the behavior itself assumes the quality of a 
secondary reinforcer occurring with increased fre- 
quency in all moods. (Author/BEF)

The effects of a family’s socioeconomic status on 

psychological differentiation were tested separately, 
using the Hidden Figures Test, the Hidden Pattern 
Test, and the Modified This I Believe Test perfor- 
mance of 53 male and 87 female white undergradu- 
ates who were widely distributed on socioeconomic 
status and background demographic characteristics. 
Contrary to the social class hypothesis, father’s soci- 
oeconomic status was not related to any of the psy- 
chological measures. Instead, the socioeconomic 
status of the respondent’s best friend, the size of the 
home community (inversely), and being of North- 
ern European ethnic heritage showed more consist- 
ent prediction across the three analyses. Social class 
per se is probably less important for psychological 
development than are biological endowment and 
particular environmental interactions of the re- 
spondent. The importance of the social status of the 
respondent’s best friend suggests that differentiated 
individuals tend to self-select complex environ- 
ments in which to act more often than social-class- 
related multifaceted environments tend to produce 
differentiated individuals. (Author) 
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The relationship between birth order and how a 
person deals with death is investigated. Both 
theoretical and empirical evidence indicates that 
birth order influences how a person deals with life 
tasks. First-borns appear more achievement-ori- 
ented than their younger siblings, as exemplified by 
the fact that disproportionately greater numbers of 
first-borns have been found among eminent men. A 
strong achievement orientation appears to presup- 
pose considerable concern with plans, goals, pos- 
sibilities and projects, all of which require a future 
oriented consciousness. One’s personal death is the 
future event which is the boundary for all achieve- 
ment. It was hypothesized that, because of their 
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achievement/future orientation, first borns would 
show greater death threat than either middle borns 
or last borns on the Threat Index. Also, it was 
hypothesized that first borns would consciously re- 
port less concern with death when answering ques- 
tions directly assessing death concerns. College 
student volunteers (66 males and 52 females), mean 
age 22.1 years, were administered the Threat Index 
(Hays, 1974) and the Death Concern Scale (Dick- 
stein, 1972). As predicted, first borns showed a 
greater mean Threat Index Score than either the 
middle born group or the last born group. The first 
born group recorded the smallest mean Death Con- 
cern Scale score followed by the middle born group, 
then by the last born. As hypothesized, first borns, 
relative to middle borns and last borns, demon- 
strated greater death threat on the Threat Index as 
well as significantly less death concerns on the 
Death Concern Scale. Thus a pattern emerged for 
first borns as being more threatened by death and as 
avoiding death-related issues. Findings are consist- 
ent with the notion that birth order, through its 
impact upon the formulation of life style, may influ- 
ence the manner in which the individual deals with 
death.

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A demographics-based approach to conjecture on

locus of control, life satisfaction and anomia. The

The performance of 68 preschool children, ages 
three (28), four (21), and five (19), on selected pho- 
neme-grapheme correspondence tasks was analyzed 
for age and sex differences in two stages of data 
collection.

The 
approximately 700 sixth grade students involved in 
the study represented Hispanic, Causasian, Asian, 
and Black ethinc groups. It was hypothesized that 
students with no record of transfer would show 
greater reading achievement progress than would 
transfer students, that the level of reading achieve- 
ment would increase with the number of years of 
residence stability, and that students from the four 
ethnic groups with no record of transfer would show 
greater reading achievement than would transfer 
students from the same groups. The cumulative re- 
cords and reading scores of the students for a five- 
year period were examined. Transfer and stable 
groups (ethnic and overall) along with grade level 
groups were established and compared. The results 
indicated that reading achievement scores of trans- 
fer students, in all four ethnic groups as well as the 
overall group, showed no statistically significant dif- 
ferences from the stable group; therefore, the trans- 
fer students did not influence the total reading 
achievement scores to a significant degree. In gen- 
eral, the transfer students did not show improve- 
ment in reading achievement regardless of the 
number of years in the receiving school.

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As the instructional leaders of the schools, princi- 

pals have both the responsibility and the authority 
to bring about substantive improvements in their 
reading programs, their faculties, and ultimately in 
the reading achievement of the pupils in their 
charge.

With the invention of 
radio, a listener was no longer required to face the 
source of the voice or to maintain eye contact with 
the story teller. With television, there are sounds 
without speakers, voices without value, and the 
imaginative discourse between speaker and listeners 
has been banished by the hardsell hypnosis of life’s 
literal electronic translations through a tube. The 
changes in communication have diminished the op- 
portunities for young people to develop a love of 
reading not only because television has led an audi- 
ence away from print but because reading in school 
is taking on many of the same characteristics of 
fleshless, mechanistic, hypnotic communication 
that typify the generally declining human relation- 
ship of speaker and listener, hence writer and 
reader.

In the second experiment, the con- 
texts consisted of sentences with the final word de- 
leted. Norms were collected to determine the most 
common completion for each sentence frame. The

This report compares a typical newspaper account 


of an event with other possible ways of narrating the 
event. It argues that journlists’ beliefs about the ap- 
propriate format, style, and content for a news story 
work in concert to obscure the structure of the story 
and the relations among subparts, and thus serve to 
thwart their presumed goal in writing: providing an 
account of events that will be easily readable by an 
ordinary person. The report concludes that there are 
clear counterparts to editors standards for the for- 
mat and style appropriate to books intended for be- 
ginning readers, and hypothesizes that children who 
are exposed primarily to texts written to conform to 
these standards (short sentences, no paragraphing, 
relations inexplicit between events recounted) may 
fail to become good readers because they do not 
learn to expect connection among ideas, and fre- 
quently fail to see it, even in better-written texts. 
(Authors) 
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A series of three experiments with suburban ele- 
mentary students tested the facilitative effect of 
metaphors on children’s ability to understand and 
remember what they reed. In the first study, sixth 
grade students read two unfamiliar passages and 
were able to recall metaphoric structures better than 
literal paraphrases of the same information. In the 
second study, third grade subjects read a more 
familiar passage and exhibited no difference in re- 
calling metaphors and literal descriptions. In the 
third study, in which third and sixth grade students 
read familiar and unfamiliar metaphors and literal 
material, there was a significant passage familiarity 
by version (metaphor or literal) interaction. Conclu- 
sions drawn from the three studies were that (1) 
children’s recall of metaphor is always as good as 
and often better than their recall of comparable lit- 
eral paraphrases; (2) when passage material is famil- 
iar, metaphors are no more salient than thcir literal 
counterparts; (3) whatever metaphor effects exist 
appear limited to their surface structure boundaries. 
The possibility exists that metaphors are better re- 
called than literal passages not because they elicit 
greater comprehension, but because they are more 
vivid and novel and, therefore, more memorable. 
(AEA) 
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A complete analysis of a story’s structure must 
rely on more than a simple grammar of story com- 
ponents; it requires a consideration of the charac- 
ters’ plans as they are stated or implied in the story. 
Furthermore, these plans are recognized as the 
characiers’ beliefs, and beliefs about interactions 
among plans are crucial determinants of a story’s 
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structure. A notation system representing such in- 
teracting plans may be applied to a simple children’s 
tale about a fox and a rooster, describing various 
phenomena that appear in this story. For example, 
a character in conflict with another may try to con- 
ceal his or her real plans or try to deceive the other 
character into acting in a way that serves his or her 
own interest at the other’s expense. A character 
may thus construct a plan that is intended to be 
believed by the other, but is not actually carried out. 
Such a virtual plan plays a central role in the fox and 
rooster story and is common in other stories in 
which characters interact. (Author/AEA) 
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A survey of 857 teachers and field studies in 23 
elementary classrooms during two school years 
provided data on whether teachers have concep- 
tions of reading, the nature of those conceptions, 
how they develop over time, and the degree to 
which they govern the pattern of instructional deci- 
sions in reading. The results suggest seven general 
principles regarding teacher conceptions: teachers 
do have conceptions of reading, most teachers have 
more than one conception of reading, teachers ex- 
plain their instructional decisions with categorizable 
statements that represent ‘“nonreading” concep- 
tions, some teachers possess more complex concep- 
tions than others, teacher conceptions seem to vary 
in stability from teacher to teacher, a teacher's read- 
ing conception may be related to the grade level and 
student ability levels, and teachers modify and 
change their conceptions of reading and reading in- 
struction over time. In view of these principles, the 
relationship between a teacher’s reading beliefs and 
instructional decision making appears to be fluid; a 
teacher’s conception of reading is a “free-floating” 
element that has little meaning until it is filtered 
through the teacher’s nonreading conceptions and 
applied to specific teaching contexts. (RL) 
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In a study of reading clinicians’ collection and 

diagnosis procedures, three types of clinical agree- 

ment were examined: group agreement, intraclini- 
cian agreement, and interclinician agreement. Eight 
senior and respected practicing clinicians were in- 
volved in the study, which used simulated cases of 
reading problems based upon rea! cases. The prob- 
lems represented included sight word deficiencies, 
inadequate structural and phonetic analysis skills, 
inadequate fluency of oral reading, and poor com- 
prehension. The same four-step procedure was used 
for each case run. First, the subjects were given 
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instructions and practice with a sample case. Se- 
cond, there was an observational session in which 
the subjects collected data. Third, the subjects pre- 
pared a written diagnostic and remedial report, and 
fourth, there was a “debriefing” session in which the 
subjects underwent stimulated recall. Each clinician 
received three simulated cases at one-week inter- 
vals. The first and third were equivalent forms of the 
same case. The results indicated that in diagnosing 
reading cases, reading clinicians do not agree very 
well with themselves or with other clinicians. (Ap- 
pendixes contain a discussion of the inquiry theory 
and the research agenda.) (FL) 
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The proposition inventory described in this paper 
is an efficient and reliable tool for assessing teacher 
beliefs about reading, which can be viewed both in 
terms of standard models (such as basal text, linear 
skills, natural language, interest-based, and inte- 
grated curriculum models) and in terms of dimen- 
sions of observed teacher decision making. The 
proposition inventory described yields data relative 
to both perspectives, measuring both the theoretical 
and practical domains of a teacher’s belief system in 
reading. Five aspects of the instrument are dis- 
cussed: the two-year evolution of the measurement 
concept, the principles reflected in its final form, the 
procedures and results from validity and reliability 
measurement efforts, instrument application, and 
current results. Suggestions are offered regarding 
uses of the instrument both in future research and 
in teacher development. A copy of the proposition 
inventory is appended. (Author/RL) 
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This paper views the assignment of reading 

materials to individual students as an important 

clinical judgment task that may significantly affect 

reading achievement and contends that the first step 

in any attempt to model clinical judgment is to iden- 

tify an ecologically valid set of cues for the judgment 

tasks. It discusses four methods used for this pur- 

pose that resulted in a list of 29 book characteristics 

that were predictive of both student reading prefer- 

ences and teacher judgments across grades kinder- 

garten through six. It presents evidence for the 

reliability and validity of this cue list and discusses 

follow-up research on improving the accuracy of 

teacher judgment for this task. (Author)

An ongoing investigation of the process of reading 

diagnosis and remediation based on a theory of 

clinical problem solving called the “inquiry theory” 
has been undertaken by the Clinical Studies Group 
at the Institute for Research on Teaching. A review 
of several observational, computer simulation, and 
training studies conducted as part of the investiga- 
tion reveals the following implications of the inquiry 
theory and the three kinds of study for teacher edu- 
cation: clinical problem-solving behavior seems to 
be determined by the clinician’s memory, strategy, 
and the interaction between the two; clinical prob- 
lem-solving behavior can be simulated by computer; 
case simulation is a useful, effective, and low-cost 
technique for training reading specialists and class- 
room teachers in diagnostic skills; and educators 
can be trained to make more precise diagnostic 
judgments given proper training involving simu- 
lated cases with feedback. This work demonstrates 
that significant improvements may be made in both 
consistency and specificity of diagnoses made by 
reading specialists and by classroom teachers. (FL) 
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The games and simulations presented in this 
monograph represent an appropriate technology for 
the literacy instructor to use with adult students as 
a stimulus for discussion and analysis and as a moti- 
vational technique. Chapters in this monograph pre- 
sent reasons to use games and simulations, 
explanations of what games and simulations are, de- 
scriptions of reading games, descriptions of math- 
ematics games, descriptions of simulation games 
and role playing, and a discussion of the role of the 
facilitator or teacher.

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This handbook includes articles by several authors 
on topics of interest to reading consultants.

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A study was undertaken to discover whether there 
were differences between disabled children’s lin- 
guistic cue use and that of normal readers under 
controlled conditions. Fifty-one children, 22 learn- 
ing disabled and 29 control, were drawn from a 
poor, inner-city school district; 28 children, 14 in 
each group, from an affluent, suburban area. After 
they had proceeded through a three-step procedure 
designed to control for error rate, the subjects read 
a version of a story written on eight levels of dif- 
ficulty. Despite the attempt to control for error rate, 
there was a tendency for the learning disabled group 
to have a higher error rate than the control group. 
As a result, subsequent analyses involved tests of 
difference on the number and on the proportion of 
each of the oral reading variables. The findings 
showed that learning disabled students made pro- 
portionally more errors that marred sentence mean- 
ing and did not self-correct the serious meaning 
change errors as much as did the control group. By 
contrast, they used phonic cues as well as did the 
control group. The actual number of self-corrections 
was the same for the two groups; however, the learn- 
ing disabled simply self-corrected less effectively. 
(Author) 
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The story recall abilities of 26 dyslexic children 
were tested, using a story schema representation 
previously used in research with normal children. 
Comparisons within the disabled reader group 
found significant differences in story schema knowl- 
edge, but comparisons between normal and disabled 
readers revealed no significant differences. How- 
ever, reanalysis using a qualitative system revealed 
differences between normal and disabled readers in 
the coherence and completeness of their recall. The 
results indicated that disabled readers with lower 
verbal abilities are relatively poor at making infer- 
ences that link separate units of information, such as 
causal and temporal markers that help make texts 
more coherent. In addition, unlike more skilled 
readers, these reading disabled students are much 
less able to remember stories in verbatim form. (Au- 
thor/RL) 
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Four variables—teacher personality, knowledge of 
reading, years of experience, and number of years 
since last reading course-and their relationships 
with pupil achievement in reading were examined in 
a study involving 23 fourth grade teachers. The 
teachers were evaluated on several instruments and 
their pupils were pretested and posttested with a 
standardized reading achievement test. Each tea- 
cher’s scores on the variables in question were cor- 
related with the mean class gain for the students. 
Results showed a significant relationship between 
student success and teacher personality and knowl- 
edge. The best combination of predictors was per- 
sonality with knowledge. (Author/FL) 
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Instead of urging content area teachers to teach 
reading skills, reading personnel should be provid- 
ing them with prereading techniques designed to 
organize or provide experiences relevant to new 
concepts to be learned by students. Among the con- 
clusions reached from a review of relevant research 
are that using multi-leveled textbooks in a class- 
room will not produce statistically significant gains 
in cognitive achievement and that students’ prob- 
lems in content reading stem not from lack of read- 
ing skills but from comprehension problems due to 
lack of relevant background knowledge. One pre- 
reading technique, which proved successful in a 
study involving social studies instruction, involves 
presenting many examples and nonexamples of rele- 
vant (critical) attributes of concepts to help students 
clarify the concepts. In another technique, which 
employs graphic postorganizers, students construct 
their own hierarchy of terms used in the material 
they have learned. These techniques enable teachers 
to ascertain what learners already know and to 
teach them accordingly, using both receptive and 
discovery learning techniques. Teachers should be 
the primary sources of information; textbooks 
should be used to reinforce concepts they have 
previously developed. (GT) 
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This report describes the design and operation of 

a computer readability service at Linn-Benton Com- 

munity College in Albany, Oregon, which has 

evolved from a program containing a single reada- 

bility formula to its present six-formula capacity. 

The daily operation of the service and the results 

provided by the computer are described in detail, 

and it is noted that in addition to several grade level 


estimates for the materials analyzed, the program 
developed can also identify words at or above a 
predetermined grade level on a list of 9,000 words. 
A comparison of human versus machine analysis is 
given. The report concludes that a computer reada- 
bility service is a practical campus service that could 
be equally as important as other developmental ser- 
vices.

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Reading teachers and the field of reading have 
received much criticism because the public believes 
that children are not being taught to read. Some 
suggestions for letting the public know what chil- 
dren are learning include: using word of mouth; hav- 
ing frequent school visitations; using PTA meetings 
to advantage; seeking volunteers; inviting press cov- 
erage of reading projects; making public exhibits;

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Involvement in teaching improvement will pro- 
vide new professional impetus and pride for many 
discouraged faculty members suffering from lessen- 
ing enthusiasm for teaching, boredom with the same 
teaching schedule, and preoccupation with future 
job expectations. The reading and learning assist- 
ance staffs of colleges should be involved in this 
faculty development because faculty will respond 
better to colleagues who solicit their participation in 
educational experimentation than to administrators 
attempting the same thing. Reading and learning 
assistance personnel also have backgrounds in 
learning theory that they can pass on to academic 
colleagues; and they usually work with students 
upon whom program improvements can be basedthe 
students most likely to benefit from improved and 
revitalized teaching practices. Two examples of this 
type of teaching improvement occurred at Met- 
ropolitan State College (Denver, Colorado), where 
reading and learning specialists involved teachers 
from other disciplines in a program that redirected 
coursework toward developing student cognitive 
skills, and in using the Personalized System of In- 
struction (PSI) for selected courses that had poor 
retention and success rates. The significantly 
greater student achievement resulting from these 
teaching improvements was personally rewarding to 
the faculty that participated. (RL) 
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Three problems in the use of eye movement data 
for the study of language processing are discussed in 
this report: the perceptual span problem, the data 
summary problem, and the eye-mind lag problem. 
Recent research on perception during reading that 
bears on these problems is also described. Finally, a 
general approach to the use of eye movement data 
for studying language processing, based on present 
knowledge of perceptual processing and eye move- 
ment control during reading, is presented.

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Eighty-one fifth grade students from a suburban 

parochial school were randomly assigned to one of 
two treatment groups in a study designed to deter- 
mine the effect of daily sustained silent reading 
(SSR) on student reading habits and attitudes to- 
ward reading. One teacher supervised 40 students in 
daily fifteen-minute periods of SSR, using class- 
room, library, and student materials. Two teachers 
instructed 41 students for equal periods of reading 
skills practice, using commercially prepared kits. In 
addition, students kept a record of their self- 
selected reading. After ten weeks, all the students 
took the Estes Reading Attitude Scale (Elementary 
Form) and reported the total numbers of books and 
pages read. Results of t-tests performed on these 
data indicated no significant differences in attitude 
and amount of independent reading between experi- 
mental and control groups, between boys across 
treatment groups, and between girls across treat- 
ment groups. Boys in the control group did com- 
plete significantly more books than boys in the 
experimental group, but this finding probably oc- 
curred because the most popular SSR reading 
materials seemed to be current magazine articles 
rather than books. (Author/RL) 
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The six tables in this report rank the combinations 
of reading materials used in the classrooms of 34 
elementary schools of Washington, D.C., during the 
1976-77 academic year. The data are based on 
teacher reports about first through sixth grade stu- 
dents for whom there were both pretest and posttest 
scores. The tables indicate that a wide variety of 
combinations of materials were used in teaching stu- 
dents to read at each grade level. While the basal 
reader was the predominant material used, the var- 
iety of combinations of particular materials suggests 
much individualization. (RL) 
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Previous research has demonstrated that readers 
utilize orthographic structure in their perceptual 
recognition of letter strings. Two experiments were 
conducted to assess whether this utilization varied 
with reading ability. Anagrams of words were made 
to create strings that orthogonally combined high 
and low single letter positional frequency and regu- 
lar and irregular orthographic structure. These 
strings and the original words were used as test 
stimuli in a target search task in which subjects in- 
dicated whether a given target letter appeared in the 
test string. In the first experiment, 19 good and 15 
poor college readers showed equally large effects of 
orthographic structure on task accuracy. In the se- 
cond experiment, involving 42 sixth grade readers 
and 14 college students, the poor sixth-grade read- 
ers showed a smaller effect of orthographic struc- 
ture than did average or good sixth grade readers, 
and the college students benefited more from ortho- 
graphic structure than did either sixth grade group. 
Post hoc correlations of measures of orthographic 
structure with reading ability revealed similar re- 
sults. The results suggest that the utilization of or- 
thographic structure is an important skill in reading 
and that differences in this skill might be partially 
responsible for differences in reading ability of rela- 
tively young readers. Although older readers appear 
to have mastered this skill, the cost of mastery may 
be partially responsible for deficits at other higher- 
order processing stages in reading. (Rules for select- 
ing materials used in the experiments and the test 
stimuli are appended.) (Author/FL) 
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The findings of a comprehensive review of the 

literature concerning reading instruction at the 

postelementary level are presented in this report. 

The report first summarizes literature dealing with 

the perceived decline in reading achievement. Next, 

it reviews current instructional programs and 

suggestions for their improvement that have been 

made by reading and content area educators, and 

finally, it presents recommendations for the im- 

provement of reading instruction at the postelemen- 

tary level. (Author/FL) 
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Identifiers—Right to Read 
Focusing on some of the techniques classroom 

teachers are using to help students with reading 

comprehension, this report also highlights some of 

the research dealing with that area. The various arti- 

cles in the report contain the following: a discussion 
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of ways to teach inferential and critical reading 
skills; a discussion of “Research within Reach,” a 
book built around the idea of taking questions 
educators frequently asked about reading instruc- 
tion to a panel of reading researchers to produce the 
best answers research can offer; and suggestions for 
teaching techniques and strategies for teaching 
reading comprehension as described by experienced 
educators. (FL) 
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The reading abilities of low achieving high school 
students at two schools were compared to the reada- 
bility levels of the magazines in which they showed 
interest. The median tested reading ability of these 
students was reported as third/fourth grade by their 
reading teachers. The reading specialist at one high 
school reported that boys had an interest in “Sports 
Illustrated” and motorcycle magazines, and that 
girls were interested in “True Stories” and modern 
romance magazines. In a survey conducted at the 
second school, 89 students listed 88 magazines that 
focused on cars/motorcycles, hunting/fishing, 
men’s entertainment, fashion, women’s interest, 
general interest/news, humor, teen-adult interest, 
sports, and teen interest. According to the Fry and 
Harris-Jacobson readability formulas, only three of 
the listed magazines had reading levels of seventh 
grade or below, which would make them suitable for 
the levels of problem readers. All the other maga- 
zines, even those expected to reach teenagers and 
students with lower reading levels, ranked above 
eighth grade reading levels. These results show that 
students with elementary reading skills are inter- 
ested in popular magazines written above their read- 
ing levels, indicating that teachers could capitalize 
on these interests when developing reading cur- 
ricula. (RL) 
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A study was undertaken to examine the feasibility 
of a modified cloze format in the assessment of con- 
textual and structural analysis skills and to examine 
certain factors of language processing among adult, 
nonproficient readers. The subjects, 69 adults en- 
rolled in remedial reading courses at two technical 
colleges, were administered either the Adult Basic 
Learning Exam (ABLE), Level III, or the Nelson- 
Denny Reading Test, Form C. They were then rank- 
ordered by reading percentile ranks, and successive 
matches of four were randomly assigned to four 
treatment conditions. Depending upon the treat- 
ment condition, the subjects were either given skills 
training or no skills training, and were administered 
either the cued or uncued versions of the Contextual 
and Word Identification Measure (CWIM). The re- 
sults showed that the modified cloze format used in 
the CWIM was feasible for assessment of certain 
reading subskills; however, the value of subskill 
training was not established. Intraword cue informa- 
tion was found to be a significant factor affecting 
replacement scores, as was the location of the in- 
traword cue-with information in the initial position 
resulting in significantly higher replacement scores 
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than information in the terminal portion of words. 
Form class identity of deletions was preserved in 
responses by a majority of subjects in all treatment 
conditions across the four grammatical categories 
assessed in the study. (Author/FL) 
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An instrument to assess elementary school teach- 
ers’ knowledge of a subskills approach to teaching 
reading has been developed. In the first phase of the 
deveiopment, an outline of test content was devised 
and submitted to four reading authorities for evalua- 
tion. The second phase involved writing and select- 
ing items for the preliminary test form. Based on the 
test outline, a pool of multiple choice items was 
generated and subsequently reviewed by persons 
knowledgeable in the subject matter area. The items 
were then revised or replaced based on the review- 
ers’ comments. A further check on content validity 
was made when knowledgeable persons keyed the 
items and furnished information for improving the 
preliminary test form. The third phase involved field 
testing the preliminary test form with elementary 
teachers, analyzing and revising the items based on 
the field tryout data, and reassessing content valid- 
ity of the revised instrument. In the final phase, the 
revised instrument was subjected to a field tryout 
with 104 teachers. The resulting data were exam- 
ined to determine reliability and content validity. A 
review of the test development process indicated 
that it was highly probable that the instrument does 
demonstrate content validity. This conclusion is 
based on the cumulative evidence that content va- 
lidity was built into the instrument from the begin- 
ning. (Author/FL) 
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Fifty picture storybooks found on the 1979 Class- 
room Choices list (a compilation of children’s favor- 
ite titles) were analyzed to find out what structural 
characteristics children preferred. A taxonomy 
developed by Gayle Palmer and Jadzia Nako- 
nechny was used to categorize the books. The anal- 
ysis reveals the following children’s preferences: 
books in which main characters confront a problem 
and seek a solution; plots that are episodic, revealing 
the stories incident by incident; plots that focus on 
characters with different points of view or charac- 
ters who experience the same thing in contrasting 
ways; fantasy as the preferred genre, followed by 
realistic fiction and folktales; books that give ani- 
mals human qualities; books that contain humorous 
characters and situations; and books by Tomie De 
Paola, who has had more books on the Classroom 
Choices list during 1978 and 1979 than any other 
author/illustrator. (RL) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine if 
beginning readers read with fewer errors when the 
reading materials had content directly related to the 
reader’s existing cognitive structure (for example, 
reading based on recent concrete experiences). 
Meaningfulness was manipulated by basing the 
reading materials on an audio-tutorial science pro- 
gram in which 54 children participated, with 18 
each at basal reading levels one, two, and three. 
Pretests and posttests consisted of the subjects read- 
ing two content passages at their reading levels 
while the researchers recorded errors of substitu- 
tion, addition, mispronunciation, ommission, and 
repetition. Results indicated that the beginning 
readers read with 25% fewer errors when the con- 
tent was meaningfully related to recent concrete 
experiences.

year project that sought to determine how average 
and above average ten- and fifteen-year-old readers 
in Great Britain actually used reading in school. The

Designed for grades four 
through seven, the booklet suggests procedures for 
parental assistance, determining reading readiness 
and reading levels, developing basic reading skills, 
outlining @ reading lesson for skills and sequence, 
teaching study skills, reading in the content area, 

and impreving listening skills. Also included are a 

list of common prefixes and their assimilated forms, 

with examples of their use; scientific/technical pre- 


fixes, roots, and combining forms; suffixes that form 
verbs and feminine words; suffixes used to show 
agent, abstract concepts, and diminutives; roots and 
combining forms from the Latin; an outline for pre- 
paring reading lessons; and a reading program as- 
sessment survey form. (RL) 
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“Strunctional” analysis identifies, simultaneously 
yet separately, both the structural and functional 
links that tie sentence pairs together. Coherence in 
prose results from an appropriate combination of 
structural and functional relations between each 
sentence pair. Structural links between sentences 
comprise syntactic and lexical links; functional links 
reflect the logical relations that comments have to- 
ward structurally-linked head sentences. These rela- 
tions can be either explicit or implicit. Benefits 
derived from using strunctional analysis in the class- 
room include: closer examination of paragraphs to 
notice specific words and structures; identification 
of devices an established author uses to develop 
ideas; and identification of errors made by student 
writers that keep their writing from being coherent 
and clear. (Examples of strunctional analysis and 
suggested techniques for classroom use are ap- 
pended.) (AEA) 
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Two opposing views of composition instruction- 
one emphasizing the creativity and self-involve- 
ment of the student (or producer), and one 
emphasizing the communication produced (the pro- 
duct)-can be reconciled through a perspective that 
emphasizes the process of composition. It is in proc- 
ess, defined as “the act of composing” or “the act of 
producing,” that all student composing takes place. 
Both producer-orientation and product-orientation 
in the composition classroom can shortchange proc- 
ess. Producer, product, and process are not mutually 
exclusive, however, and all three elements, deter- 
mined by the purpose of the discourse, can function 
together to turn the classic, one-dimensional com- 
munication triangle of encoder-signal-decoder into 
a three-dimensional prism. Teaching or writing 
must provide aims and occasions and be centered on 
process, allowing individual writers the freedom to 
engage process in ways that observation and experi- 
ence have shown writers really use. (AEA) 
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Little has been done to identify the communica- 

tion needs of nurses. The development of a model 

to use in examining their communication behavior 
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can be an important first step in identifying those 
needs. The proposed model identifies four members 
of the staff nurse’s role-set: patients, doctors, family 
members, and other nursing personnel. Each role- 
set member has communication expectations for the 
nurse that must be taken into consideration. Role 
expectations are used to analyze communication 
behavior between persons occupying different 
status positions. Interaction begins as two individu- 
als attempt to identify the status of the other by 
analyzing verbal and nonverbal cues. Status identifi- 
cation allows for the recall or formulation of role 
expectations associated with the position in ques- 
tion. The concept of role expectations provides a 
general framework for the analysis of communica- 
tion between a nurse and a status occupant. The 
communication needs of the focal person when in- 
teracting with more than one status occupant can be 
analyzed by identifying the potential sources of con- 
flicting expectations and variables which influence 
the ranking of conflicting expectations. (MKM)

Ways in which the study of discourse analysis can

It is noted that remedial writers need to 
learn to relate abstract ideas to concrete examples 
and that they seem unable to supply the connections 
between ideas, especially those of a causal and pur- 
posive relationship.

Student writers must be aware of the limits and 

needs of their readers if they are to transmit mes- 

sages with clarity and precision. Psychological re- 
search in referential communication and the 
development of social-cognitive skills supports the 
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theory that a writer’s egocentrism and audience 
awareness affect composition. At the high school 
and college levels, student writers appear to experi- 
ence difficulties when adapting referential discourse 
to an audience because of three basic failures: (1) to 
take the needs and abilities of the reader into ac- 
count; (2) to consistently maintain the reader’s per- 
spective; (3) to apply strategies for analyzing 
audience needs in a specific situation. Teachers of 
speech communication are familiar with techniques 
of audience analysis, and composition teachers 
could modify some of their suggestions for the writ- 
ing class. Developmental research will continue to 
play an increasingly important role in shaping con- 
ceptions of how people learn to communicate in 
writing. (AEA) 
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To exclude Afro-American playwrights from cur- 
riculum offerings leads to the erroneous conclusion 
that blacks have contributed little to the develop- 
ment of the American theater. In order for Afro- 
American drama to be fully appreciated, it must be 
performed and read as literature. It must be used as 
a viable teaching strategy, as a motivator for the 
improvement of self-concept, as a tool for oral inter- 
pretation, and above all as a medium for attaining 
information about the Afro-American experience. 
The plays written during the 1950s by Afro-Ameri- 
can dramatists offer a wide range of possibilities for 
developing curricular programs in Afro-American 
theater.

have some practical benefits for precision journalists 
as they assist in spotting trends not as easily noted 
without the use of nonparametric statistics.

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Many advocates of collaborative writing place too 

little emphasis on the emotional benefits of feed- 
back to the writer by restricting group feedback to 
relatively late points in the writing process. Collabo- 
ration is as appropriate during the early stages of 
writing as it is after the completion of a draft. Stu- 
dents can receive feedback from sympathetic allies 
while they are generating ideas, while they are jot- 
ting down notes about possible theses, while they 
are running up against dead ends in research, and 
while they are developing a rhetorical stance. This 
broadening of the range of problems upon which 
collaborative writing works is important because it 
helps reduce students’ isolation, gives them moral 
support, and provides them with wider or different 
points of view throughout the writing process, from 
prewriting through final editing. In short, teachers 
should apply collaborative writing strategies to find- 
ing a promising topic, generating details on the 
topic, and locating the intended audience for a pa- 
per.

Approximately 600 linguists, secondary School 

English department chairpersons, and their staff 

members participated in a study of whether active 

members of the National Council of Teachers of 

English (NCTE) who were in leadership positions in 

their schools possessed language attitudes that were 

linguistically informed. The subjects responded to a 

questionnaire that was designed to measure the ex- 

tent to which teacher attitudes revealed an accept- 
ance of K.M. Hess’s nine linguistic principles: that 
language is symbolic and arbitrary; highly personal 
and social; crucial to people’s humanity; dynamic; 

learned, noninstinctive behavior; oral; used for a 

variety of purposes; systematic; and conventional. 

Results indicated that NCTE members who are in 

leadership positions at the local level as English de- 

partment chairpersons demonstrated only mild en- 
dorsement of modern linguistics and that their 
attitudes differed significantly from those of lin- 


guists for every one of the factors established by the 
study. However, significant differences that existed 
between their attitudes and those of their staff mem- 
bers suggest that efforts of NCTE to promote mod- 
ern linguistics as it relates to the classroom have 
been somewhat successful. (The questionnaire 
developed for the survey is appended.)

After seven judges had ranked 30 families for ob- 

served parental consumer teaching orientations and

The exploratory interview is one field method for 
studying how professionals write as part of their jobs 
that is also an effective device for preparing compo- 
sition instructors to teach technical writing. This 
field research method is a loosely guided discussion 
in which the technical communicator ranges freely, 
widely, and in depth about personal experience, 
atttiudes, and opinions. Interviewing can provide 
the following specific advantages not found in most 
practical experience: familiarity with the role and 
“street knowledge” of the technical professional, 
awareness of the full rhetorical situation and the 
larger communication context of the task, simulta- 
neous contact with the process and the products of 
the professional who must write, and acquaintance 
with a wide range of professional activity. Although 
the field work is the preeminent stage, specific oper- 
ations should precede and follow interviews. The 
whole sequence includes planning the project to 
meet specific objectives, selecting and contacting 
the organizations and respondents, constructing the 
interview guide, conducting the interviews, and 
analyzing the recorded responses and observations.

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Identifiers—* Archetypes 
The popular arts are useful resources in college 
composition courses both because of their appeal for 
students and because they embody the fundamental 
patterns, or archetypes, found in myths, fairy tales, 
and classic literature. The nine basic archetypes ex- 
amined in certain composition classes at Queens 
College (Flushing, New York) are the Shadow, the 
Trickster, the Temptress, the Good Mother, the 
Wise Old Man, the Helpful Animal, the Holy Fool, 
the Quest, and Rebirth. Students can find examples 
of such archetypes-for example, the Shadow, which 
is one of the easiest to recognize and to understand- 
in classic literature, television shows, myths, and 
popular songs. Students can participate in a variety 
of composition activities related to the popular arts, 
including studying and writing about language tech- 
niques employed in the popular arts, writing about 
situations involving their personal “shadows” (the 
sides of themselves that they fear and try to hide), 
discussing and writing about the “shadow” of the 
United States, writing about the portrayal in rock 
music of woman as Temptress, and writing short 
essays about the archetypal patterns in specific rock 
songs, fairy and folk tales, advertisements, comic 
strips, and myths. (GT) 
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Identifiers—*Schemata 
Research shows that effectively used writing plans 

(models of text organization) promote understand- 
ing of messages and that students can learn to use 
these plans. Writing plans include overall plans (an- 
tecedent/consequent, comparison, description, and 
response), emphasis plans that highlight certain sub- 
topics, and cohesion plans that refer to the rate at 
which new information is introduced and how to 
keep track of old information. Students learn these 
writing plans by examining magazine articles, ad- 
vertisements, and other student compositions for 
their overall organization, subordination structure, 
signaling, and repetition of concepts. An occasional 
structural analysis of a writer’s typical work also 
helps to evaluate that writer’s overall writing plan 
and use of rhetorical relationships like emphasis and 
repetition. Since prose comprehension results from 
an interaction between the text and the reader’s 
knowledge structures (schemata), distortions and 
confusions can occur when writers present readers 
with distorted or unfamiliar writing plans. On the 
other hand, writers can facilitate understanding of 
their work by matching appropriate writing plans to 
particular audiences. For example, with less profi- 
cient readers on an unfamiliar topic, several modifi- 
cations in writing plans might be made, including 
explicit signaling of both the overall writing plan 
and the author’s perspective, and using many identi- 
cally worded, overlapping concepts. (RL) 
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Objectivity in style description is desirable, but 

three elements of any literary work make objectivity 

difficult: subject matter, context, and audience. 

Keeping aware of these subjective factors can help 

in achieving a measure of objective description. Two 

methods of stylistic analysis can be conducive to 

objectivity: propositional reduction and the use of a 

computer. Propositional reduction is based on the 

tenet that any statement has a core or basic proposi- 
tion that can be elaborated upon in a number of 
ways. It sifts out style from content-for the proposi- 
tion is content and all else is style. Two limitations 
of propositional reduction are that it is slow and 
laborious and it applies only to sentence units. In 
dealing with larger quantities of text, the computer 
offers the closest approximation to objectivity: it 
does not make errors, it cannot like or dislike, it has 
no opinions, and it is itself totally objective. Limita- 
tions in computer use are that its use implies an 
objectivity that may not be present in the human 
programer, the text must be in machine-readable 
form, and it can deal only in formal matters. (TJ) 
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Partial findings of a large scale, year-long project 
to study the relationships among (1) teachers’ self- 
reported instructional practices, (2) observed 
teacher instructional practices, (3) student evalua- 
tions of teacher effectiveness, and (4) student aca- 
demic outcomes or year-end “amount of learning” 
in seventh and eighth grade English and mathemat- 
ics classes are reported in this paper. The scope of 
the findings presented is limited to what teachers 
say they do in the classroom and to the most signifi- 
cant positive and negative relationships between the 
teachers instructional self-reports and their stu- 
dents’ “amount of learning.” Out-of-class data 
sources and posttests are described and results are 
analyzed with the assumption that teacher attitudes, 
opinions, and self-images are directly and indirectly 
related to their teaching behavior. A selection of 
teachers’ beliefs and practices is listed and utiliza- 
tion of the findings in the junior high classroom is 
discussed. The report concludes with references to 
styles of discipline, evaluation criteria, and attrib- 
utes of an effective English teacher. (AEA) 
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The advertising copy for a product was manipu- 
lated along two structural dimensions (inside/out- 
side product attributes, and before/after 
consequences of using product) to refine the con- 
cept of exposure in advertising research and to test 
a method of observing cognitive behavior while peo- 
ple are attending (exposed) to the media. The 78 
participants in the study-39 who read the attribute 
copy and 39 who read the consequence copy-read 
their assigned advertisements once a day for three 
days so that changes in their thoughts across expo- 
sures could be recorded. During each exposure, all 
participants marked the ad with a slash whenever a 
thought occurred to them, while a randomly se- 
lected one-third of the sample population wrote 
what these thoughts were before returning to the 
task. The results showed that neither the structure 
nor the focus of thoughts changed across exposures 
in ways that were expected. Although the mean 
numbers of thoughts increased with additional ad 
exposure, their focus did not shift as hypothesized 
from attribute to consequence thoughts. Attribute 
and consequence thoughts also tended to reflect at- 
tribute and consequence advertisements, respec- 
tively. The idea that subjects would focus on the 
product during the first exposure and then on con- 
nections during second and third ads seemed only 
weakly supported. (RL) 
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When composition teachers use their own essays 
as models for students’ writing, they provide a proc- 
ess for students to learn and a product for their 
imitation. The models can be both readable and 
related to the mode currently being studied while 
also being vehicles for making the teacher more 
“vulnerable” to the students. The process described 
by one teacher includes the creation and production 
of the model essay; the distribution of the model 
essay; written and oral evaluation of the model es- 
say; and the production, presentation, and critique 
of students’ essays. The oral critique is especially 
important in this process and includes general orien- 
tation and instructions, analysis in very small groups 
of a specific topic related to the essay, and presenta- 
tions of conclusions to the entire class followed b: 
class discussion. The teacher participates in eac 
group as facilitator, consultant, or motivator. This 
process has proven successful in providing resource 
material for students and in motivating students as 
they see the instructor go through the same writing 
and evaluation process that they must follow. (TJ) 
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Exploratory problem solving that utilizes self- 

educating techniques such as the evaluation of feed- 

back to improve performance can be put to use in 

the composition classroom. Quantitatively eva- 
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luated prewriting exercises can help students in two 
ways: first, students learn to use procedures that can 
prepare them for more sophisticated devices; se- 
cond, students unfamiliar with peer critiquing can 
learn to evaluate one another’s prewriting work 
before they are asked to critique either more com- 
plex prewriting exercises or finished essays. 
Through a series of exercises, students practice sub- 
stantiating or illustrating generalizations through 
the use of particular details or examples, then cri- 
tique one another’s papers by an actual count of the 
number of details used. Versions of the exercise call 
for two evaluators per paper and for an author’s 
response. Problems with this form of peer critiquing 
are that basic writers do not always feel competent 
or willing to judge their peers’ work, students are 
often unable to differentiate between details that are 
really examples of the generalization and details 
that are tangential, and much more work is created 
until students become familiar with the peer critiqu- 
ing system. (The paper includes three examples of 
students’ writing and tells how they were eva- 
luated.) (AEA) 
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Using a single theme for a course in basic writing 
can be an effective and enjoyable way of teaching 
and learning. One college that developed such a 
program saw as the criteria for the course: learning 
grammar, writing at least eight in-class paragraphs 
of 300 words each in the quarter, attending the col- 
lege’s writing center and working with a tutor regu- 
larly, and passing departmental and university 
proficiency exams. Other major goals were for stu- 
dents to enjoy writing and to introduce content 
ideas. The thematic approach was an attempt to 
generate student interest in writing while focusing 
the course on basic writing problems. One section, 
employing a “detective story” theme, used two 
books: the writing text normally used in develop- 
mental writing courses and a paperback anthology 
of mini-mysteries. The pattern for each week’s class 
work generally consisted of reading a chapter in the 
writing text and doing the exercises, discussing and 
reviewing the current grammatical concept, and ou- 
tlining the next writing assignment. Assignments 
were related to the theme. It is possible to use such 
a thematic approach and to work on skills such as 
analytical writing, using conditional tenses, and 
practicing dictionary usage. Effective themes need 
to be applicable to student experience, touch a deep 
vein of interest, and be broad enough to allow com- 
plex strategies. (TJ) 
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The PEACESAT (Pan Pacific Education and 

Communication Experiments by Satellite) project 

has the mechanism for the facilitation of communi- 

cation with the Pacific islands and is based on a 

good understanding of the island systems that com- 

prise the participants in the news exchange experi- 

ment. What has been lacking in the experiment is a 

systematic study of the journalist-participants, the 

values they hold toward the news, and the content 
areas they feel would have the highest reader or 
listener interest. Through a three-level paradigm, 


supplemented by a content analysis of past ex- 
changes (and planned analyses of future exchanges), 
the PEACESAT news exchange experiment work- 
ing group hopes to answer the questions of value, 
content, and interest as a basis for designing innova- 
tions to the basic exchange format. A primary 
means of investigating these questions will be a se- 
ries of roundtable dialogues via PEACESAT among 
Pacific island journalists. It is hoped that participa- 
tion in these dialogues will also encourage increased 
participation by the journalists in the basic news 
exchanges. (Author/TJ) 
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An individualized program for teaching writing 
skills was initiated for high school students in a writ- 
- laboratory program. The e major goal was to deve- 
a ic, indiv lized approach for 
teaching 300 specific writing skills. Major charac- 
teristics of the program included evaluation of stu- 
dent writing to diagnose and prescribe instruction, 
demonstration of mastery of skills in actual writing, 
and provision for monitoring retention of writing 
skills. Anaiysis of student performance on the STEP 
(Sequential Tests of Educational Progress) writing 
test indicated that writing laboratory students made 
significantly greater gains from pretest to posttest 
and that the rate of growth was significantly greater 
than that of control students, suggesting that spe- 
cific instruction in writing should produce a marked 
effect on student achievement across time. (Au- 


thor/TJ) 
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To develop empirical data relating to the compos- 
ing process of college basic writers, a study was 
conducted involving four community college fresh- 
men. Three of the students were basic writers; the 
fourth was judged by the faculty to have superior 
writing ability. The study utilized four types of data: 
interviews with each subject subsequent to each 
writing assignment, data provided by J. Emig’s 
“composing aloud” method, the written piece itself, 
and biographical data on each student. It was found 
that in the preparation stage, no basic writer spent 
longer than two minutes before writing, and only 
one student showed evidence of any sort of planning 
before beginning to write. The basic writers ap- 
peared to view writing as a teacher-imposed task to 
be dispensed with. Once they began writing, they 
tended to write straight through with no false starts, 
rejected lines or paragraphs, or major transforma- 
tions. The first sentence held special significance as 
it acted as a way of explaining the task to the writers, 
and no basic writer ever rejected, transposed, or 
substantially altered the first sentence once it was 
written. They spent little time on considerations of 
punctuation, using only the marks they were sure of. 
Their undeveloped skills made many of their cor- 
recting activities futile. Because basic writers have 
not developed a sense of language intention, their 
sense of writing is limited and limiting. They have 
also excluded prewriting influences from their writ- 
ing. (TJ) 
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As part of the development of a university-wide 
writing program at the University of Michigan, a 
study was undertaken to judge the effectiveness of 
various composition courses. A pretest consisting of 
a writing sample was given to 3,913 entering stu- 
dents and evaluated. Students were then assigned to 
a regular composition class, to a tutorial composi- 
tion course, to a writing workshop or to a combina- 
tion of two of these. Some students were exempted 
from the composition requirement. A second assess- 
ment of 398 students was undertaken after the first 
semester of study. The results showed that the mean 
score for the entire group increased, the number of 
students in the lowest categories fell by half, and the 
number of students in the two highest categories 
increased by nearly three times. Of the 13 subgroups 
of students representing various options that might 
foster the improvement of writing, all but three im- 
proved significantly, including those taking the 
standard freshman course and those who postponed 
electing composition to the term following the 
study. Those students identified through the initial 
assessment as needing special help improved their 
scores by nearly 40%, more than double the im- 
provement shown by any other group studied. Lin- 
guistic correlates of writing ability showed that the 
best papers differed from the worst in number of 
different words used, length of essay, repeat rate of 
function words, and proportion of words occurring 
once. (TJ)

Situational theory was used to isolate two kinds of 
publics from a sample of 294 journalism and busi- 
ness students to determine whether journalism ma- 
jors would fit better into different publics and use 
different cognitive strategies than would students 
more interested in or more favorable toward busi- 
ness. In contrast to the traditional “domino” model 
underlying most businesses’ public economic educa- 
tion programs (in which knowledge level is directly 
related to favorable attitudes and favorable behav- 
ior), situational theory explains which economic 
education programs will work for different publics 
by the varying attitudes those publics have in vary- 
ing situations. The students in this study indicated 
their reactions to nine situations involving basic 
business situations, business consequences, and 
business relations with government and noted 
whether they would seek more information about 
particular situations. The business students fit into 
publics with high probabilities of communicating 
both about issues affecting people directly (pollu- 
tion, quality of products) and about less involving 
issues (corporate profits, government regulation). 
Journalism students fit into publics that communi- 
cate only about high involvement issues. Variables 
relating to the knowledge gap hypothesis, however, 
explain more differences between publics than the 
variable “college major.” (RL) 
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Perhaps because writing is a comparatively recent 

development in human history, it is more difficult to 

teach than any other aspect of communication. It is 
essential in teaching writing to enlist the interest 
and the pleasure of the pupil. Some ways to do this 
include: preceding the writing process with speaking 
and listening, providing for individual differences in 
interest and ability, providing as many enriching 
experiences as possible in and out of the classroom, 
discussing anything in the news that will interest the 
class, giving sufficient time for gestation of an idea, 
and allowing opportunities for sharing written work. 
Some principles of evaluation include doing it on a 
one-to-one basis, giving positive encouragement, 
looking for only a few errors at a time, having stu- 
dents judge each other’s work, emphasizing content 
over mechanics, inspiring students’ pride in their 
work, and rewarding excellence in writing as excel- 
lence is rewarded in other fields. The surroundings 
for good writing may be created by making the room 
as attractive as possible, providing alcoves for those 
who like to be alone while writing, and providing 
proper reference books. An effective writing teacher 
must grow with the subject by keeping up in reading 
and by participating in professional organizations. 
(TJ) 
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Many secondary school English teachers have 
had no formal training in the teaching of writing and 
consequently equate written discourse with lan- 
guage propriety. This has been aggravated by the 
back to basics movement that has influenced sec- 
ondary teaching across the country-especially as it 
has led to the development of legislation establish- 
ing standards for minimum competence to be deter- 
mined through testing. Two kinds of testing appear 
to be widespread: standard achievement tests and 
performance examinations that test a student’s abil- 
ity to perform a specific task. Few of these tests 
Tequire a writing sample, assuming that a student 
who can pass an objective test on usage, grammar, 
spelling, and mechanics is a good writer. This as- 
sumption ignores numerous studies showing that 
the study of grammar has a negligible effect on writ- 
ing ability. The unversity has a stake in the im- 
proved writing of secondary students and might 
provide inservice workshops to forge closer ties with 
secondary teachers. One model is the Bay Area 
Writing Project, an extended workshop that re- 
quires teachers themselves to engage in the writing 
process. An alternative is a two-day presemester 
institute with sessions on sentence combining, 
Strategies of invention and evaluation, error 
remediation, professional literature, peer criticism, 
and curriculum planning. (TJ) 
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The purpose of this paper is to provide magazine 
journalism educators with an update on current 
trends in the field of company publications. The first 
part of the paper outlines the development and 
growth of company publications, traces the evolu- 
tion of the traditional goals and objectives for them, 
and illustrates how these goals and objectives have 
begun to change in the last few years.

munication situation, but that they felt the need for

munication, communication about change, and staff 
interaction. Although in general the professional 
employees were more satisfied than nonprofession- 
als, there were significant differences on only four 
communication dimensions. No significant sex dif- 
ferences were noted. Such studies as this one are 
valuable in revealing both positive and negative as- 
pects of an organization’s internal communication 
situation. (GT) 
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Telephone interviews were conducted with 308 
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adults in a large eastern metropolitan area as part of 
a study to discover levels of satisfaction with present 
television programing; awareness of and exposure to 
Treligious broadcasts; motivations for exposure to 
“The 700 Club,” a nationally syndicated religious 
program; and potential utilization of Christian 
Broadcasting Network (CBN) alternatives to tradi- 
tional television fare. It was found that there was 
marked dissatisfaction with present television fare 
among a sizable segment of the sample, that more 
respondents were aware of religious broadcasting 
than watched it, that seeking spiritual guidance was 
the most important factor influencing exposure to 
“The 700 Club,” and that the greatest interest in 
alternative programing was for prime time and early 
evening news. However, no strong and systematic 
telationship existed between satisfaction with pre- 
sent programing and interest in the CBN alterna- 
tive-although people who felt there was too much 
sex and violence or felt there should be more cen- 
sorship of present television programs were more 
likely to express interest in and view CBN alterna-

Project English-a federally-funded research and 
development project in English education—existed 
from 1961 to 1968. Conceived in a frantic era of 
educational reform, Project English was designed to 
focus on research. Following an initial planning con- 
ference, the first curriculum study centers were 
funded, and areas of research were suggested. 
Among the types of activities funded by the project 
were study centers to develop and field-test sequen- 
tial curricula, demonstration centers, centers for 
teacher preparation, and small contract research 
projects. The materials prepared at the four most 
productive study centers (at Carnegie-Mellon, 
Hunter College, and the Universities of Nebraska 
and Oregon) attempted to define English, to deal 
with extended sequences of instruction, and to 
model inductive teaching. The death of Project Eng- 
lish was due to attacks from within the profession, 
the lack of credibility of the educational system in 
the late 1960s, and the fact that its efforts were 
largely unknown to English teachers. However, 
Project English was of value not only to its partici- 
pants, but to classroom teachers and students of 
curriculum and educational history. Not only did it 
make available innovative methods and materials, 
but its existence posed basic questions about the 
nature of knowledge and learning. (GT) 
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The Joliet Junior College Academic Skills Center 

provides an illustration of how writing resources can 

be organized for easy access and how computer as- 

sistance enables efficient organization of the center. 

Over the years, three approaches to accessing 

materials have been used: the memory of the in- 

structor, handout worksheets with resource biblio- 

graphies, and a looseleaf catalog of resources. A 

fourth approach being developed involves using a 

card catalog divided into two sections: card guides 
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of annotated resources and index cards giving ac- 
cess to those resources by individual major and mi- 
nor writing problems. A computer has been used to

The role of the black journalist in South Africa is 

contradictory, precarious, and permeated with po- 

litics. There is little freedom of expression for blacks 
in South Africa, yet white-owned newspapers have 
expanded their coverage of black news, and some 
have special editions for black readers. As a result, 
the English language press is using more black re- 
porters and is often quite dependent on them since 
they can sometimes go into areas where white re- 
porters are not welcome. A hazard for black journal- 
ists is the constant threat of being arbitrarily 
harassed, beaten, or jailed without charge by police. 

Other complaints of black journalists are that blacks 

are employed at lower salaries or as stringers on a 

modest retainer without employee benefits. A 

separatist movement is growing that pits black jour- 

nalists against their white liberal friends. The Writ- 
ers Association of South Africa, an organization of 
black journalists, has assumed a separatist stance 
and asks for equal pay and full recognition for black 
journalists, more and better training for blacks, 
more voice in editorial policy, and black editors of 
township editions.

The Newspaper Preservation Act, passed by the 

United States Congress in 1970, granted special an- 

titrust exemptions to certain newspapers as a means 

of maintaining the editorial and reportorial in- 
dependence and competitive nature of the press.

involved the act reveals that, while purportedly de- 

signed to maintain two independent editorial voices 
in a community, the act has been used to eliminate 
economic competition that might otherwise have 
been preserved. In addition, the act has not pre- 
vented the demise of dual editorial voices in met- 
ropolitan areas. Finally, the intent of the act has 
been distorted by including under its aegis newspa- 
pers that are not in probable danger of financial 
failure. As current antitrust legislation receives 
close scrutiny by the Congress, a reassessment of 
public policy regarding the Newspaper Preservation 

Act would seem to be appropriate as well. (Au-

This research aimed to identify the school district 

characteristics that seem to explain the way districts 

adapt to pressures for change.

The history of the twenty-five year period since 
the Brown v. Board of Education decision can be 
divided into three phases. The first phase was from 
*54 to 64, during which the Court applied its rule of 
“all deliberate speed.” The focus was on desegregat- 
ing the dual systems of the South, the products of de 
jure segregation, and all deliberate speed was tran- 
slated in Southern accents to mean any conceivable 
delay. Phase two comprised the five years from pas- 
sage of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 until 1969. Title 
VI of the act prohibited discrimination wherever 
federal funds were used, and for the first time the 
federal government began to take an active role. 
Phase three must properly be called the backlash 
phase, and it remains current today. Black young 
people are still discovering, due to a system that 
would not teach them to read or add, that the end 
of their education means the beginning of unem- 
ployment. People who are charged with responsibil- 
ity for education must realize that in the long run, 
the cost of achieving justice is never so great as the 
cost of denying it. For that cost is measured by 
indicators such as crime, mental illness, human 
decay, and social disintegration. (Author/ MLF) 
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Because news supplied by the broadcast and print 
media is inadequate, the author suggests that public 
schools offer courses in how to read the newspaper, 
watch television, and listen to the radio. He con- 
tends that tying news to the classroom lesson for the 
day would make the lesson more relevant. The au- 
thor examines the current state of the press and its 
deteriorating relationship to government and the 
courts.

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This paper describes the construction and applica-

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When determining a school system insurance pro- 

gram, the school board should first set a general 

insurance management policy statement for ad- 

ministrators to carry out. Next an overview of all 
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the system operations must be made. The risks must 
then be quantified in terms of all potential financial 
loss. When designing an insurance program, the dis- 
trict ought to incorporate loss prevention, avoid- 
ance of risk, assumption of risk through deductibles, 
self-insurance, and insurance. It is wise to figure 
potential losses per occurrence and self-insure the 
smaller losses. For larger losses, insure to the full 
replacement value and eliminate as many exclusions 
as possible. If risk is assumed through deductibles, 
the deductible is usually paid from reserve funds. 
When determining the amount of deductible to 
maintain, it should be 1 bered that i d 
premiums necessitated by a lower deductible will 
add up over a long period of time. It is acceptable 
to take bids when choosing an insurance company, 
as long as bidding does not interfere with the long- 
term nature of the insurance management program. 
When choosing an employee benefits program, it 
must be remembered that although a small deducti- 
ble may represent considerable savings to the sys- 
tem, it may not represent savings to the employee.

The results of the study showed that 
the average distance increase for children would be 
minimal, simply because most children would not be 
affected. However, among reassigned children the 
impact would be significant, averaging more than 10 
miles for most alternatives. If reorganization were to 
occur, the study recommends, small marginal in- 
creases in distance would result from setting enroll- 
ment minima at 1,000 or 750 pupils rather than 600 
or 400. More attractive than a single enrollment 
standard, however, would be a combination of en- 
rollment and distance standards. (Author/LD)

The trustee must 
struggle to restore the healthy dialectic of tension 
and redress the imbalance between interest sectors.

It describes a 
short questionnaire that may be used in teacher con- 
tract negotiations to assess what the participants 
want to negotiate and how much support they 
would give to various bargaining tactics. In addition, 
the paper describes the results of the questionnaire 
distributed among members of teachers’ associa- 
tions in Ontario and Alberta, Canada. Part 1 de- 
scribes the negotiating tactics that are at the heart 
of the instrument, primarily reliance on coercion or 
force.

Results-Oriented Supervision (R.O.S.) is a system 
for teacher supervision that focuses more on in- 
structional improvement than on teacher evalua- 
tion.

After a period of im- 
plementation, a postconference is held to assess and 
restate or renew objectives. In the school system 
described here, implementation of R.O.S. began 
with teachers and administrators expressing a need 
for a better supervision system. A committee was 
formed to investigate supervision systems, and as- 
sistance was given by a supervision Task Force 
made up of central staff, department heads, and 
teachers. A principals’ inservice subcommittee in- 
troduced the concept to principals. A coordinating 
committee implemented the program. After the 
program had functioned for several years, a review 
committee assessed the program through question- 
naires and interviews. An outline of reactions, con- 
clusions, and recommendations is included in the 
paper.

Education is faced with a declining resource base 
coupled with overwhelming demands for categori- 
cal programs. The current resource allocation 
strategy common to all systems is cutting spending. 

The difference between large and small districts is 

less important than differences in complexity. Com- 

plexity in resource allocations is more a function of 
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the district’s diverse needs than of its size. A rela- 
tively homogeneous student body necessitates sim- 
pler resource allocation than does a heterogeneous 
educationally disadvantaged student body. Inner- 
city school districts, irrespective of size, must ad- 
dress such needs as those attendant to 
compensatory education, special education, bilin- 
gual education, education for the gifted, poverty, 
poor nutrition, and health problems. Each need is 
represented by large numbers of students and re- 
quires a substantial general fund resource allocation 
in spite of categorical funding. Within the zero-sum- 
game resource environment that school districts are 
in, what one program gets, another loses. Working 
out a compromise budget to get a majority board 
vote is no small problem. In contrast, the small or 
less complex system allocates a relatively greater 
proportion of resources to the basic program of in- 
struction, comes closer to efficiency, and has a com- 
munity more understanding of budget constraints.

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Identifiers—Canada, *Natural Justice 
The Canadian concept of “natural justice” is 

equivalent to “due process” in the United States. 

This paper traces the evolution of natural justice 

from English common law to its function in present 

day Canadian law. The extension of natural justice 
to school board employees is discussed. The paper 
points out that although in the past, the rules of 
natural justice applied to judicial acts rather than 
administrative acts, in recent times this distinction 
has been downplayed. The rules of natural justice 
have been extended to administrative acts through 
the concept of “fairness.” The paper traces the 
emergence of fairness in Canadian law and its ap- 
plication to school board employees. The elements 
of fair process discussed are (1) employees should 
know their employers’ expectations; (2) an em- 
ployee should know if he or she is not meeting ex- 
pectations; (3) an employee should be provided with 
help and time to remedy deficiencies; (4) an em- 
ployee should know the probable results of a failure 
to improve performance; (5) the employee should 
be a full participant in the process of evaluation; and 

(6) the basis of the process should be empirical data.

This study examines the relationship between the 

interactive influences of two environmental set- 

tings-the home and the school~and three measures 

of student growth-reading, mathematics, and self- 

esteem.

This study is the second phase of a five-phase 
evaluation of Individually Guided Education (IGE) 
in elementary schools.

Attribution is defined as the 
need to understand cause, and administrative attri- 
bution is defined as being concerned with what attri- 
bution is likely to be made under given 
circumstances and how the anticipated attribution 
will affect subsequent behavior.

Graduate student research makes a 
major contribution to the total research effort, both 
through theses and major papers. The paper exam-

This paper examines the legal questions involved 

in public financial support and resulting public con- 

trol of private schools in both Canada and the U.S. 

Three factors are responsible for increased public 

interest in private schools in recent years, the paper

tween public and private schools for students. The 
paper discusses and compares private school enroll- 
ment figures in Canada and the U.S., the legal 
frameworks within which their educational institu- 
tions operate, and legal issues relating to public 
funding and public control of their private schools. 
The paper concludes that private schools in North 
America are becoming increasingly dependent on 
public funds to assist in their financial operations. 
They are also becoming increasingly subject to con- 
trols established by government and, as a result, the 
issue of their survival is at stake.

The author of this paper contends that, since the 
inception of the Family Privacy Act of 1974, basic 
educational research has become stifled by the law, 
and by the policies and procedures enforced by pub- 
lic schools. He defines basic research as that which 
attempts to discover the underlying principles gov- 
erning fact or truth in learning or human behavior. 
Local educators and politicians often opt for field 
investigation studies to assist them in decision-mak- 
ing. The result is less sympathy for the generation 
of funds to support basic educational research. The 
paper suggests collaboration between school-based 
and university-based researchers as a partial solu- 
tion to the problem. Additional suggestions are for 
more emphasis on research in educational adminis- 
tration training programs and for interpretation of 
the results of research to local and state education 
agencies. Other topics discussed in this paper in- 
clude the cost of conducting research and the estab- 
lishment of a research review committee.

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The purpose of this paper is to show that for an 
evaluation to be a successful change effort, the 
evaluator must not only “preach” (simply report 
facts) but also ‘“‘meddle” (judge quality and recom- 
mend changes). It appears that if the evaluator does 
not take a leadership role in pushing for modifica- 
tion, these modifications will not occur. This point 
is illustrated by a history of a reading evaluation 
program in the Eugene, Oregon, Public Schools. 
When the research, development, and evaluation 
(RD&E) unit discovered that district reading 
achievement was below reasonable expectations for 
Eugene’s socioeconomic status, they first “‘med- 
dled” by convincing the superintendent and board 
to release achievement scores to the news media. 
Then reasonable expectations for achievement lev- 
els were calculated by the evaluation unit and 
released by the superintendent and board. This 
meddling was the impetus for a districtwide evalua- 
tion of the school reading program in which the 
evaluation staff gave only technical assistance. After 
the evaluation report was in, the evaluation staff 
pushed for the development of a reading implemen- 
tation plan. Results of the efforts of the evaluation 
unit include higher expectations for achievement in 
the schools, a greater tolerance for criticism of pro- 
grams, a reading plan in each building, and rising 
achievement scores. (Author/JM) 
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The phenomenon of principal “burn out” is the 

result of many conditions surrounding the principal- 

ship. First, as the number of students has risen over 
the last 40 years, the number of schools has de- 
clined. Too, teachers have become better educated 
and more specialized, making them less ready to 
accept the opinions and direction of principals. 

Since the 1930s the curriculum has become more 

complex, with more special education and categori-

cal programs. Control of the schools has diversified, 
with power being divided among many central of- 
fice staff members, the courts, federal and state gov- 
ernments, and the community. Because of this 
diversification, it is sometimes difficult for the prin- 
cipal to know where to look for direction, and role 
clarification is badly needed. In recent years, the 
education profession, once united, has split into dis- 
tinct groups: teachers (labor), superintendents 
(management), and school principals (caught in the 
middle). To create a situation where the principal 
can reasonably be expected to carry out the respon- 
sibilities of the role, these conditions surrounding 
the principalship must be changed. (Author/JM) 
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Parents usually depend on educators to initiate 

parental involvement in education. This project as- 
sessed the attitudes of 104 low income, inner city 
black parents toward their child’s school and how 
the parents saw themselves as being involved in 
their child’s education. Subjects represented a ran- 
dom sample of parents whose children attended four 
schools (two elementary and two secondary) within 
a large, mid-south urban school system. Data were 
collected by interviewers who visited the home and 
conducted a structured interview of about one hour. 
The interview schedule consisted of 27 Likert-type 
questions on parents’ attitudes about education, 
how parents see their involvement with their child’s 
school, and parents’ role in helping their child at 
home with school-related work. Three open-ended 
questions on parental concerns about education, 
teachers, and student comp e completed the 
interview. The major findings were that the parents 
thought education was important and that schools 
were basically doing a good job and were concerned 
about their child’s progress in school. Parents ex- 
pressed their desire to stay informed of school busi- 
ness and to work in a supportive, facilitative role 
rather than a decision-making role. (Author) 
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Written in response to a paper by Wayne K. Hoy 
on theory and practice in educational administra- 
tion, this paper maintains that research and practice 
must be coordinated if educational administration is 
to progress. The author outlines Hoy’s key points, 
agreeing with many but taking issue with Hoy’s cen- 
tral thesis, which the author perceives as being that 
any effort to do research in an attempt to solve a 
practical problem is unscientific. The author disa- 
grees particularly with the notion that scientific re- 
search in educational administration ought not to 
have practical application. He contends that neither 
an empirical nor a phenomenological approach is 
sufficient but that it is the explanatory model based 
on both the operational and representational models 
that is at the heart of theory development. (Au-

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This paper presents a view of the principalship as 
it is subjectively perceived by the principal. The role 
is constrained by a number of factors. One of these 
is the principal’s private office that both signifies 
and produces the principal’s unique status and posi- 
tion. One of the principal’s primary obligations is to 
maintain the social structure within and outside the 
school. Principals’ obligations involve situation- 
defining or defining the school structure, but the 
Gefinitions are not of their own making. Recent 
ial styles create new demands 
on the principal, including a greater demand for 
measurable indicators of efficiency and effective- 
ness. The principal is also constrained by the way 
time is measured within the bureaucracy and by its 
strict use as an organizing feature of school life. As 
a consequence of these constraints, the principal 
may easily acquire a sense of being a victim of cir- 
cumstance rather than the creator of occasions. It 
may be that the principal is the human agency 
through which the organization defines itself.

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Identifiers—* Education for All Handicapped Chil- 
dren Act 
P.L. 94-142 carries with it considerable potential 
for both special and general education. The law, 
however, is currently surrounded by many myths. It 
does not, for instance, apply to all handicapped chil- 
dren, but only to those who require special ejuca- 
tion because of their disability. It does not eliminate 
all special education classes or require that all stu- 
dents be mainstreamed into regular classes. It only 
requires that a child be placed in the least restrictive 
educational environment commensurate with his or 
her needs. While many children can be easily inte- 
grated into regular classrooms, many others will 
continue in special classes. Partly in response to the 
Hoffman case in which a boy was misassigned to 
classes for the retarded for the entire course of his 
schooling, the law requires careful and nondis- 
criminatory testing and placement procedures. Edu- 
cational administrators will have to assume a new 
leadership roie in educational placement and 
evaluation. They will also have to make sure all 
personnel are aware of and trained to carry out in- 
dividualized education programs. Once the concept 
of relating the educational needs of individuals to 
the offerings of the bureaucratic agencies serving 
them is accepted, the basic definition of all educa- 
tion may be dramatically changed. (Author/JM) 
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This paper summarizes the findings of a national 
survey of educational administration doctoral stu- 
dents. The purpose of the study was (1) to compile 
demographic data on currently enrolled students 
and (2) to determine students’ research orientation 
in relation to selected demographic variables. The 
study was based on the assumption that information 
about students is necessary to determine whether 
graduate programs are providing a personally chal- 
lenging and a professionally useful educational ex- 
perience. Questionnaires were sent to 1,899 
students at 62 colleges and universities. Results in- 
dicated it is imperative that preparation programs in 
educational administration provide opportunities 
for students to become involved in inquiry activities 
in addition to required research-related courses. 
Faculty should inform students about saturated job 
areas and begin to redesign curricula for emerging 
areas like research and evaluation and long-range 
planning. In addition, the paper notes, faculty 
should remain responsive to changes in the charac- 
teristics of students, especially the increase in 
female doctoral candidates. (Author/LD)

They first deve- 
loped a needs sensing instrument to be administered 
to Oklahoma school administrators to reveal their 
perceptions of the educational needs of administra- 
tors. A Q sort test was developed requiring respond- 
ents to prioritize 36 program goals. After a pilot test, 
university faculty and graduate students visited 314 
Oklahoma administrators and introduced, ex- 
plained, and administered the test. The highest 
ranked needs concerned personnel evaluation and 
development, administrator legal responsibility, 
decision-making, and public relations. Analysis re- 
vealed a high level of consistency between the rank- 
ings. Subjects proved enthusiastic about the process, 
and selected administrators served as advisory com- 
mittee members to discuss this assessment and the 
feasibility of another assessment of their own inser- 
vice needs.

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The report describes Project LEARN, an educa- 
tional program to identify the learning disabled

cal, legal, and agency foundations reviews the 
LD/JD (juvenile delinquency) link as it relates to 
program development, cites legal responsibilities for 
educating the LD child, and discusses the flow of 
services between the juvenile court and Project 
LEARN. Referral, assessment, interdisciplinary 
staffing, and individual education programs are 
among the topics considered in chapter 2. The aca- 
demic and vocational curriculum of the educational 
program are described in a third chapter. Chapter 4, 
on treatment, addresses such aspects as family 
therapy, family communication workshops, and 
adolescent counseling groups. A final chapter re- 
views project organization, management, research 
and evaluation. Nearly one-half the document is 
composed of 18 appendixes, including sample final 
educational reports and sample project forms. (CL) 
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Designed for educational psychologists, the paper 

discusses the range of tests used for assessing visu- 
ally handicapped children. Specific tests used in 
Britain for preschool children (including the Wil- 
liams Intelligence Test for Children with Defective 
Vision and the Social Maturity Scale for Blind Pre- 
school Children) and for school aged children (in- 
cluding the Barraga Visual Efficiency Scale and the 
Look and Think Checklist) are analyzed.

Test) and field tested with 32 children (8-15 years 
old). Analysis is said to have indicated that all tests 
had content validity, and to have suggested that for 
deaf blind children there are few general or group 
factors that can be hypothesized to account for per- 
ceptual/cognitive functioning. The second part of 
the report contains details of the four tests and in- 
structions for their construction and administration. 
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Written for classroom teachers, the manual de- 
scribes a model for analyzing interaction between 
teachers and mainstreamed special education stu- 
dents. The introduction stresses that the model’s 
observation approach emphasizes professional 
growth rather than institutional regulation. Seven 
steps of the model are discussed: determining 
teacher goals, selecting area and setting criteria for 
observation, conducting the classroom observation, 
preparing for the feedback session, giving respon- 
sive feedback to the teacher, determining a plan for 
development, and implementing the plan. Impor- 
tant aspects of feedback are considered, and re- 
sources for identifying different teaching strategies 
in the development of a plan are described. A sam- 
ple observation analysis is appended.

Seventeen myths and misunderstandings affecting 

disabled and handicapped persons are listed and re- 

sponded to.

The 

individuals, who are partially sighted, physically 

disabled, and cerebral palsied, discuss their experi- 

ences growing up with a disability, attending school, 

coping with family and friends’ reactions, and ad- 

justing to social attitudes.

It is shown: (1) that white 
conceptions and interpretations of boasting/brag- 
ging and black conceptions and interpretations of 
boasting/ bragging are in conflict, and (2) that there 
is great potential for misunderstandings in black- 
white interactions because of this conflict.

After a rapid growth 
in universities, due to the post-war baby boom and 
a growing affluence, federal support declined from 
42 percent in 1967 to 23 percent in 1975. Mean- 
while cost inflation eroded the value of the dollar, 
austerity budgets were implemented, and sciences 
and engineering felt the squeeze. More recently the 
federal government has increased its basic research 
fundings (up about 8 percent in 1972 constant dol- 
lars). College enrollment is expected to peak in 
1980, with about 7.4 million degree students en- 
rolled in colleges and universities; however students 
enrolled in sciences and engineering are down 12 
percent from 1973. It is suggested that the problem 
of tenured faculty might be met by a government 
incentive program for faculty who decide to embark 
on a second career well before retirement age. Other 
solutions are grants that would free university 
money to hire young faculty members or the crea- 
tion of research institutes funded by industry, with 
tax incentives.

The career patterns of 30 women professors in 
West Berlin were studied to compare the pace of 
progress of American female academics and to raise 
the consciousness of women for each other and for 
the situation of women in West Berlin universities. 
The data revealed that the West Berlin universities 


are male-dominated and resistant to change. 
Women who have succeeded in most cases, have 
played their roles according to the traditional male 
definition. Among differences noted in the roles and 
status of West Berlin faculty and administrators as 
compared to their American counterparts was that 
the position of administrator was not at the top of 
the academic ladder, but rather in another career 
ladder altogether. It is shown that there is virtually 
no organized feminist group in West Germany; 
those few women from the sample who were ac- 
tively working for the equality of women were met 
with frustration and the disruption of their careers. 
Most of the women saw the movement as useless, at 
least in their lifetimes. The women studied all had 
similar family expectations, a comfortable financial 
basis, an upper middle class outlook on life, and a 
notable absence of brothers. The women came to 
their careers in one of three ways-five of the women 
knew what they wanted, studied, and entered their 
chosen fields; six studied a subject of their own 
choosing, without any particular career goals; and 
the remaining 19 were unable to study the career of 
their own choosing, usually for sexist or sex-related 
reasons. Eight of the women married; most elected 
not to have children. Most of the women had male 
role models.

Findings show, 
however, that students transferring from these pro- 
grams to senior institutions have lower grade point 
averages than those students who attended a four- 
year school as freshmen (‘natives’).

evaluation. Degree planning and attainment and 
student support services, such as financial aid, as- 
sessment, information needs, and counseling, are 
examined next. Finally, the manual stresses the im- 
portance of staff development and provides instruc- 
tors with an annotated bibliography of CCV reports 
and basic reading materials on adult development 
and learning, competence-based and experiential 
learning, and instructional development. (DD)

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Community education students enrolled in exten- 
sion programs at Kishwaukee College were sur- 
veyed in Spring 1979 to collect information on 
program awareness and information sources, regis- 
tration and scheduling preferences, administrative 
and counseling needs, career plans, and satisfaction 
with instructor performance. Student records were 
also examined to ohtain demographic data (age, sex, 
marital status, educational level, first-time enroll- 
ment, race, residence, student status, veteran) in 
order to compare students taking classes on the 
main campus and those attending regional exten- 
sion centers. Results indicated that the average age 
of the extension students was 37; most were female, 
and 98% were Caucasian. A direct-mail course 
schedule was the most frequently cited source of 
information on classes. Friends were cited second; 
newspaper announcements third. The majority of 
respondents preferred registration by phone or mail, 
rather than in person on the main campus. More 
than half the extension students indicated they 
would not have enrolled if the class had been held 
on the main campus. Nearly two-thirds of the stu- 
dents rated their instructors as “excellent.” One in 
six students desired a career change and about half 
that many intended to return to work after several 
years absence. On-campus students were more 
likely to consider a career change than extension 
students. The survey instrument and related materi- 
als are appended.

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Identifiers—Student Objectives 
The Community College of Vermont has deve- 
loped a Student Progress Portfolio designed to help 
students become self-reliant and continuous learn- 
ers. The Portfolio is divided into four primary sec- 
tions: Assessment, Planning, Implementation, and 
Evaluation. It is intended to be used as a handbook 
by either groups or individuals to establish educa- 
tional goals and priorities and develop techniques 
for their achievement. The Assessment section pro- 
vides exercises to enable the student to identify per- 
sonal and educational goals, personal attributes, and 
preferred learning style, and provides a method for 
prioritizing those goals. The Planning section in- 
troduces a variety of learning models, e.g., Clusters, 
Work Experience Programs, Classroom Instruction, 
Independent Study, and Experiential Models. 
Procedures are outlined for degree planning and 


course selection. The Implementation section pre- 

sents ideas and procedures to follow to identify 

course objectives and make full use of educational 

Tesources. Evaluation is the fourth stage in the 

learning process and the Portfolio provides a set of 

directed questions to help the student evaluate 
learning experiences in the context of personal 
goals. (DR) 
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Identifiers—*Consumer Price Index 
The methodology is provided for individual 

faculty members, colleges, and/or college systems 

to examine past and present faculty salaries or sal- 
ary ranges in terms of constant dollars adjusted for 
the Consumer Price Index (CPI). The procedure for 
calculating present salaries in terms of constant dol- 
lars is cited as follows: (1) graph nominal (actual) 
salaries by academic years back to 1967 and con- 
nect salaries with a broken line; (2) convert each 
year’s salary to constant dollars using the CPI table 
and the following formula: Nominal Year Salary 
multiplied by Beginning Year CPI divided by Nomi- 
nal Year Salary equals Nominal Salary in Beginning 
Year Dollars; and (3) graph nominal year salaries in 
beginning year dollars and connect with solid line- 
this line represents a real salary history. Appendices 
provide a CPI table, and graphs which illustrate the 
salary range history by academic ranks for a typical 
community college system. Results of the sample 
data indicate that although all academic rank ranges 
increased in terms of nominal (actual salary), there 
were significant decreases in terms of salary ranges 
in constant dollars. (AYC) 
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In an effort to reduce failure and attrition rates in 

the science department at Southeastern Community 

College (SCC), several aspects of the program were 

examined. Science faculty members analyzed 

course offerings, identified specific course prerequi- 
sites, and developed instructional objectives. Since 
reading skill is often used as a placement criterion, 

a study was done to correlate reading scores with 

science performance. It was found that 13% of the 

students enrolled in biology courses were reading 
below the ninth grade level and thus improperly 
placed. In an effort to improve placement, strategies 

used by other institutions were investigated. A 23- 

item needs assessment questionnaire was adminis- 

tered to 121 students in Spring 1979 to generate a 

student profile, and evaluate students’ preparation 

and career plans as they related to the science cur- 
riculum. A science educator from a local university 
was invited as a consultant to review the SCC 
science program and make recommendations in in- 

terim and final reports. Information presented at a 

National Science Foundation conference was 

shared with faculty members to stimulate develop- 

ment of innovative instructional methods. Results 
of the various investigations are presented in the 
text of the report. The student profile, course out- 
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lines, student assessment questionnaire, and various 
cognitive and predictive tests are appended.

Management Information Systems (MIS), origi- 
nally developed in the areas of accounting, manage- 
ment science, and computer processing, are now 
being applied to decision-making in educational set- 
tings. Definitions of MIS are numerous and often 
vague, but management systems (as distinguished 
from other information systems) should promote 
real-time management, incorporate computer- 
assistance, and support the decision-making proc- 
ess. Real-time management refers to management 
that occurs throughout all stages of an activity or 
program with feedback occurring continuously. 
Computer-assistance is essential to this process, and 
all activity should be designed to support decision- 
making. Most community colleges have utilized 
computers solely in operations functions—payrolls, 
student records and financial transactions. MIS can 
also be successfully utilized to implement adminis- 
trative decisions and policies (control function), as 
well as aid in long-range planning and policy devel- 
opment (management function). The development 
of complete management information systems that 
can handle all these administrative areas-manage- 
ment, control and operations-requires joint effort of 
management personnel and systems analysts to 
identify goals and objectives and design a system 
adequate to meet those goals. (DR) 
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At Reedley College, those students who enter 

with less than a 2.0 grade point average (GPA) and 
those without a high school diploma are intended to 
be identified as “Special Counseling” students and 
to receive intensive counseling coverage. The files, 
transcripts, and permits to register of 99 such stu- 
dents were examined after fall semester 1978 to gain 
information on student attributes and performance, 
and on factors that might encourage students to 
continue with school. Several comparison catego- 
ries were established in evaluating the data, includ- 
ing age, first semester GPA, number of counseling 
contacts (special and total), percent of units comp- 
leted, financial aid status, whether the student with- 
drew, whether he/she returned the second 
semester, high school graduation, tutoring, late ap- 
plications, late and no transcript, local high school, 
and whether the student had actually been identi- 
fied as a Special Counseling student. Findings indi- 
cate that identification of a student as a Special 
Counseling student may have a benefical effect. 
Those identified completed more counseling con- 
tacts than those not identified. They were more 
likely to receive tutoring and financial aid, and were 
less likely to withdraw from school after the first 
semester. Students who received special counseling 
were also more likely to complete their first semes- 
ter with a GPA of 2.0 or higher. (DR) 
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Identifiers—Extended Opportunity Programs and 
Services, Student Objectives 
The academic performance and aspirations of 

first-time entering Extended Opportunity Programs 

and Services (EOPS) students in Fall 1973 were 
compared to those of all other first-time entering 
day students at San Jose City College using data 
from student records. Findings indicated that while 

62% of all other students stated that an associate 

degree was their educational objective, only 30.6% 

of the EOPS students claimed the same objective. 

None of the EOPS students indicated an intention 

of obtaining a baccalaureate degree. Despite their 

lower aspirations, when compared to the 1973 en- 
tering freshmen, a greater percentage of EOPS stu- 

dents: (1) obtained associate degrees—14% vs. 5%; 

(2) were still enrolled after two years—36.7% vs. 27.- 

2%; (3) had cumulative college grade point averages 

of 2.0 or better-83.7% vs. 70.1%; and (4) were ac- 

cepted by four-year institutions—14.3% vs. 10%. 

Sample results of telephone follow-up interviews are 

included in the study report. Appendices present 

guidelines for replicating the study and include a 

sample interview outline. (DR) 
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Designed for trustees, college planners, and teach- 
ers and students of administration, this monograph 
presents a comprehensive approach to the design 
and development of modern community colleges. 
Topics covered in this book include: (1) state plan- 
ning structures and regulation systems for higher 
education; (2) needs assessment techniques; (3) 
strategies for funding the college; (4) guidelines for 
appointing trustees and selecting a president; (5) 
how to train the college staff; and (6) how to develop 
philosophy, institutional objectives and college poli- 
cies. Various approaches to designing the educa- 
tional program are also presented, and chapters 
include discussion of instructional systems, innova- 
tive approaches to curriculum, media resources, ad- 
ministrative and student support services, as well as 
facility construction and final college accreditation 
procedures. Each of the fourteen chapters includes 
a list of selected readings and a chapter summary. 
Suggested activities and problems are included with 
each chapter which enhance the book’s use as a 
textbook and instructional aid. Photographs are in- 
cluded throughout the text and various educational 
plans, survey forms, organizational charts, and job 
descriptions are appended. (DR) 
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Communities Alive For Living and Learning 
(Project CALL), designed at Kishwaukee College to 
help three local, rural communities develop educa- 
tional, recreational, and cultural programs, is de- 
scribed in this report. The first sections of the report 
consider the need for and purposes of the project. 
The Project Coordinator’s report presents an out- 
look for the three counties, describes the develop- 
ment of Project CALL, discusses the role of the 
Coordinator, looks at some of the difficulties and 
successes experienced during the project, assesses 
the community college’s role in community devel- 
opment, and describes some spin-offs of the project. 
The Coordinator’s report describes how a com- 
munity council determined local needs, identified 
resources, and planned and implemented appropri- 
ate programs; how various service agencies, includ- 
ing schools, libraries, churches, clubs, and other 
community organizations, assisted with the pro- 
gram; and how the programs were offered to all age 
levels over a two and one-half year period, and in- 
volved over 4,000 participants annually in activities 
such as drama productions, athletics, and arts and 
crafts classes. Subsequent sections of the document 
present a statistical report of programs and activi- 
ties; define long- and short-range goals; describe the 
evaluation process; and summarize the evaluations 
of the community council, the sponsoring agency, 
the advisory committee, and an outside evaluation 
team. (DR) 
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Fifty-nine students enrolled in Nursing II at the 

College of San Mateo completed an assessment tool 
designed to measure students’ perceptions of their 
knowledge, skills, and understanding in terms of 
specific course objectives. The assessment instru- 
ment consisted of 16 objectives in eight subject 
areas (basic physical, emotional, and socio-cultural 
needs of people; communication techniques; in- 
dividual needs in health and illness; pharmacology; 
dynamics of mental health and illness; treatment 
and prevention of mental illness; effects of people 
on each other; and concepts of groups) and in eight 
skill areas (skills in problem-solving, practicing 
communication techniques, identifying faulty and 
adequate communication patterns, assessing and us- 
ing verbal and non-verbal cues, implementing a flex- 
ible approach to people, assisting patients to deal 
with problems, using patients’ strengths, and setting 
limits on inappropriate behavior). Students were 
surveyed at the beginning and midpoint of the 
spring semester. Comparisons revealed a significant 
increase in students’ perceptions of their achieved 
knowledge, understanding, and skills in communi- 
cation. A review of related literature introduces the 
report, and course objectives and the assessment 
instrument are appended. (DR) 
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Identifiers—Berger Self Acceptance Scale 
In order to investigate the levels of self-accept- 
ance of occupational and transfer students, a sample 
of 1,190 students enrolled in four Illinois com- 
munity colleges were administered a personal data 
sheet and the Berger Self-Acceptance Scale (SAS). 
The data sheet recorded age (below 20, 21-25, and 
over 25), marital status (married or single), and sex. 
Factors included in the definition of self-acceptance 
were: faith in one’s capacity to cope with life, con- 
sideration of oneself as a person of worth on an 
equal plane with others, assumption of responsibil- 
ity for and acceptance of the consequences of one’s 
behavior, and acceptance of praise or criticism ob- 
jectively. Study findings included the following: (1) 
transfer students showed significantly higher levels 
of self-acceptance; (2) marital status was signifi- 
cantly and positively related to SAS scores in both 
groups; (3) sex was not significantly related to SAS 
scores for either group, though males did score 
slightly higher than females; and (4) results on the 
age variable showed that among the transfer stu- 
dents, the “over 26” group scored significantly 
higher than the younger groups; while the same pat- 
tern was revealed in the occupational group, the 
difference was not significant. References to other 
studies of student personality are included in the 
study report. (AYC) 
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A critical analysis of terminal vocational educa- 
tion reveals that its benefits may be modest, at best. 
Supporters argue that vocational education will 
reduce unemployment by preparing more students 
for upwardly-mobile “middle-level” jobs. They fur- 
ther contend that vocational education will reduce 
the number of four-year college graduates and bring 
the supply of educated people more into corre- 
spondence with labor market demands. Critics 
argue that the “tracking” of students into working- 
class jobs limits their opportunities for advancement 
while raising their expectations. Vocational educa- 
tion benefits businesses and corporations more than 
students since it reduces the costs of training a labor 
force. A review of available large-scale empirical 
follow-up studies of former vocational students re- 
veals that unemployment rates of vocational gradu- 
ates generally exceed 6% and are comparable to the 
unemployment rates of four-year college graduates. 
Incomes of former vocational students are generally 
lower than the incomes of those who have four or 
more years of college education. Dropouts from vo- 
cational education programs tend to earn more than 
vocational graduates. While advocates may become 
more realistic about the promises of vocational edu- 
cation, some lack of interest on the part of prospec- 
tive students may result. (Author/DR) 
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A three-phase research project was conducted at 
Ventura College to design, implement, and evaluate 
a faculty development program. In the first phase, 
an eight-member program committee was estab- 
lished to define goals and set objectives for a cur- 
riculum for personal, organizational, and 
instructionai development. The committee con- 
ducted a faculty needs assessment survey and from 
the results developed a series of six weekly two-hour 
workshops. The workshops constituted the second 
phase of the program and allowed 61 faculty mem- 
bers to participate in small group sessions to discuss 
teaching strategies, investigate conflict resolution, 
gain information about student reading levels and 
motivation, and explore new instructional methods 
and materials. In the final phase of the project, an 
evaluation survey of 31 workshop participants was 
analyzed to determine the success of the project. 
Those activities relating to instructional develop- 
ment, particularly those presenting new instruc- 
tional techniques and methods, were evaluated 
more favorably than those dealing with personal or 
organizational development. Survey forms and 
related project materials are appended. (DR) 
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Educators in the humanities must begin to seek 
some common ground with technici in busi 
and industry, by relinquishing their love affair with 
abstract ideals and clarifying what their disciplines 
should and realistically can accomplish for energy 
managers, businessmen, secretaries, and social 
workers. To respond to the challenges of new pro- 
grams and new constituencies, educators must con- 
centrate not only on methods of communication but 
also upon what is communicated. The sophomore 
literature course at University College (UC) in Ohio 
was revised to adapt traditional course content to 
new programs being developed in response to com- 
munity needs. It now investigates literary appro- 
aches to such topics as: (1) The American Ethnic 
Experience; (2) Culture and Counter Culture- 
American Life Styles; (3) Divinity: Affirmation or 
Denial; (4) Utopia: The American Dream of Per- 
fectability; (5) Conformity-Nonconformity: The In- 
dividual versus Society; and (6) The Paradox of 
Material Success. Revision of traditional courses is 
only one way to integrate technical and humanities 
courses. Other methods that have proven successful 
ai UC include joint programs with local industry 
representatives; Project Assert, which involves sen- 
ior citizens in the educational process; and the Play- 
house in the Park program, where students earn a 
portion of their grades by providing the playhouse 
with needed services. (DR) 
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A survey of currently enrolled students was ad- 

ministered in spring 1978 to assess student opinion 

regarding the recently implemented on-line admis- 

sion and registration procedures at Thomas Nelson 

Community College (TNCC). Students were asked 





to rate each service area-initial contact, admission, 
counseling, advising, financial aid, registration, tui- 
tion, and purchase of textbooks-on a four-point 
scale ranging from 1.0 (poor) to 4.0 (excellent). Ad- 
ditional personal information on each student was 
also collected, including data on how, when, and 
whkcre registration occurred. Results indicated that 
the survey sample (N=684) was somewhat unre- 
presentative of the entire student population; par- 
ticularly underrepresented were part-time and 
unclassified students. For those students responding 
(N=436), overall ratings were good in all service 
areas. Availability of information about the college, 
the admission procedures, and the bookstore re- 
ceived the highest mean scores (2.95, 2.88, and 2.- 
87, respectively). Faculty advising and the 
registration process were rated somewhat less favor- 
ably, with mean scores of 2.66 and 2.53, respec- 
tively. Those items in each of the service areas 
relating to the helpfulness of the college staff con- 
sistently had the highest ratings. Results are dis- 
played in tables and graphs and the survey 
instrument is appended. (DR) 
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A program for adults with learning disabilities is 
being conducted at the Educational Testing and 
Learning Clinic (ETLC) at Orange Coast College 
(OCC). The program has five components. In order 
to enroll, the student’s basic skill level must be be- 
low the eighth grade in reading, spelling, and writ- 
ing, and below the sixth grade in mathematics. The 
student’s intelligence quotient level must be 85 or 
above as measured by the Wechsler Adult Intelli- 
gence Scale. Diagnostic procedures include a bat- 
tery of individual tests and conferences with a 
resident psychologist/counselor. A written report is 
submitted to an admissions committee for the final 
placement decision. An Individual Education Plan 
(IEP), which delineates specific skills to be reme- 
diated and materials to be used, is developed by a 
learning specialist and the students. Students are 
required to work with a specialist aide for six hours 
each week and to devote at least two hours to in- 
dependent study. The student must achieve an 80% 
competency level each contact hour. Student 
evaluations are conducted annually, utilizing the 
diagnostic materials as pre-test data. This descrip- 
tive report discusses legal issues affecting special 
education, and contains the OCC Comprehensive 
Plan for Students with Learning Disabilities, which 
considers college philosophy, needs of learning disa- 
bled students in Orange County, and specific pro- 
gram objectives, activities, and evaluation methods. 
(DR) 
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brary Programs, *Library Role, National Surveys 

The chief instructional officers (CIO’s) of 751 
public comprehensive community colleges were 
surveyed to determine their perceptions of the skills 
and competencies necessary for junior college li- 
brarians. Respondents were asked to indicate both 
the desired and actual level of competency of their 
campus librarians in the areas of: (1) knowledge of 
books and printed materials; (2) knowledge of au- 
dio-visual materials; (3) library automation; (4) hu- 
man relations and personnel administration; (5) the 
community college environment; (6) the college 
curriculum; and (7) community relations. Their re- 
sponses were compared with previous research sur- 
veying perceptions of college librarians in similar 
competency areas. Data were also collected on such 
institutional characteristics as age of the school, en- 
rollments, programs, faculty size, accreditation, and 
size of the library staff to determine if any relation- 
ship existed between the responses of the CIO and 
institutional characteristics. Findings indicated that 
the CIO’s in older, accredited two-year colleges 
with small faculty and library staff placed greater 
importance on basic core subjects, i.e., knowledge of 
books and printed materials. The CIO’s in newer, 
larger institutions placed greater emphasis on audio- 
visual materials, library automation, and the college 
curriculum. A review of related research is included 
and the survey instrument is appended. (DR) 
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Identifiers—* Canada 
This state of the art report examines the post- 
secondary educational opportunities of Canadian 
police officers, specifically within the context of 
Canadian community colleges. The purpose of the 
project was to provide police executives with ade- 
quate information about the advantages and out- 
comes of higher education in general and about law 
enforcement programs available in 35 community 
colleges in particular. Section I of the report pre- 
sents background information on police training in 
Canada, reviews police studies and research con- 
ducted at Canadian universities, discusses the types 
of education that are most appropriate for law en- 
forcement officers, and provides definitions of rele- 
vant terms and concepts. Section II describes the 
programs offered in law enforcement at community 
colleges in six geographical regions in Canada, and 
also summarizes prior reviews of higher education 
in law enforcement. Additionally, a set of ten guide- 
lines for evaluating community college iaw enforce- 
ment programs that were developed by the 
Selection and Training Committee of the Canadian 
Association of Chiefs of Police are presented and 
discussed. Section III applies these guidelines to 
evaluate academic programs offered in various com- 
munity colleges. Appendices list committee mem- 
bership and programs offered in Canadian colleges 
and universities, and present Ontario’s program 
guidelines and a model for police education. (DR) 
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Identifiers—* California 
At the request of the Board of Governors of the 
California Community Colleges, a 15-member task 
force prepared a comprehensive report on the cur- 
rent state of community college counseling pro- 
grams and services in California. This report 
describes the statewide institutional setting, mission 
and philosophy, and the role and objectives of com- 
munity college counseling as outlined by the Cali- 
fornia Education Code and Title 5 of the California 
Administrative Code. Components typically in- 
cluded in community college counseling programs 
are considered, including pre-admissions respon- 
sibilities; new student orientation and academic 
planning; academic advisement; articulation with 
transfer colleges; career, personal growth, peer, and 
cortract counseling; and assistance with learning 
difficulties and personal concerns. The patterns of 
organization and the implications of the range of 
these services are discussed. A review is included of 
research studies dealing with counselor and pro- 
gram evaluation and with student needs assessment. 
Current issues and problems revealed to affect 
counseling include the impact of staff reductions, 
lack of cooperation between instructional and coun- 
seling services, the demands of program accounta- 
bility, and the implications of collective bargaining. 
Articulation of counseling between secondary and 
post-secondary institutions is discussed and finan- 
cial plans are outlined. Recommendations to the 
Board conclude the report. (DR) 
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Identifiers—Student Objectives 
The eight Community College Centers of the San 

Francisco Community College District are respon- 

sible for credit-free and community service educa- 

tional programs. Since 1972, a biennial study has 
been conducted to gather data on student character- 
istics, educational goals, and programs offered. This 
report summarizes the results of the 1978 Student 
Information Questionnaire (S.I.Q.) administered at 
the eight centers. Students are described in terms of 
various attributes such as sex, age, program orienta- 
tion, ethnic background, ethnic composition at each 
center, student military history, previous educa- 
tional attainment, weekly class hours, employment 
behavior, and desire for job placement and other 
services. The S.I.Q. also provides information on 

use of facilities and services. Results of the 1978 

S.L.Q. are compared with results from previous stu- 

dies, and graphs and tables illustrate trends in age, 

sex, and race of students, and their occupations and 
incomes. The distribution of responses on all ques- 
tionnaire items is presented and results are then 

compared according to various subcategories, e.g., 

discipline of instruction, area of residence, student 

educational objectives, ethnic composition by cen- 
ter, and funding source for each center. Appendi 
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Identifiers—* Maryland 
Information about the goals and goal achievement 
of Black and White community college students was 
obtained from a follow-up survey mailed in Spring, 
1978, to all persons enrolled as first-time students in 
Maryland community colleges in Fall, 1974. Addi- 
tional information on the Maryland community col- 
lege system was included in the data analysis. 
Comprehensive community colleges are available in 
23 of Maryland’s 24 counties, serving 99% of the 
state’s population. Average annual tuition for full- 
time students is about $500. Black students enroll in 
approximate relationship to their number in each 
college’s service area. Considerable differences 
were found between the characteristics and educa- 
tional experiences of Black and White students. 
Black students were more likely to be female, to 
attend full-time, and to be in business and com- 
merce programs. Over half of the Black students 
received Basic Educational Opportunity Grants of 
just over $600. While Black students were some- 
what older and took more credits than Whites, the 
Black students completed fewer credits and were 
less likely to achieve an associate degree goal. Black 
students did not achieve their transfer goals as often 
as Whites, but no differences were found in rate of 
employment goal achievement. The study report in- 
cludes a discussion of the Maryland community col- 
lege system, and the policy implications that result 
from the data analysis. (Author/DR) 
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Identifiers—* Maryland 
A study was conducted to determine the scope

Physical 
and emotional dependence appear to increase as 
treatment progresses. Some regressive behavior oc- 
curs. It is suggested that treatment models which 
emphasize achieving ego integrity through accept- 
ance of death appear to be inappropriate for termi- 
nally ill adolescents.

This research is part of an ongoing evaluation of 
the impact of the Butte County, California, Head 
Start program on mothers’ child rearing behaviors 
and values, self esteem, and attitudes regarding 
family ideology. A total of 103 mothers of children 
enrolled in the Head Start program were given pre- 
and post-program interviews by their child’s teacher 
as part of a regularly scheduled home visit. Ques- 
tions were posed regarding child rearing behaviors 
in the following situations: (1) the child accidentally 
breaks something; (2) the child intentionally diso- 
beys; (3) there is conflict between the child and an 
adult; (4) there is conflict between the child and 
another child. In addition, a question was directed 
at techniques used most frequently for general con- 
trol of the child’s behavior. Questions designed to 
assess self esteem and attitudes toward contempo- 
rary child rearing values, woman’s role, and the au- 
thoritarian family were also administered. 
Statistically significant differences were found on 
responses to accidental breakage and child-adult 
conflict, indicating greater strictness with more ex- 
posure to the program. For general control tech- 
niques, the significant difference was in the 
direction of less strictness. Certain demographic 
characteristics, such as mother’s and father’s educa- 
tion and job prestige scores, were significantly cor- 
related with scores on the attitude and self esteem 
scales. Scores on these scales did not differ signifi- 
cantly with more exposure to the program. (Au- 
thor/SS) 
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This training program is designed to prepare para- 

professionals to work effectively as instructional

This 9-month naturalistic study investigated ma- 
ternal influence on the responses of 1 1/2- to 2-year- 
old infants to emotional distress events occurring in 
the family environment. Mothers were trained to 
report details of distress incidents, of the child’s 
reactions to the person in distress, and of the mo- 
ther’s own response to the child and to the victim. 
The mothers of 16 infants were instructed to tape 
record (in narrative style) an account of events in 
which their child was the cause of someone’s physi- 
cal or psychological distress, and those in which the 
child was a bystander. Every third week an inves- 
tigator visited the home to supervise the mother’s 
data collection, to simulate an emotion and to assess 
mother-child interactions. Analysis of maternal 
techniques indicated that mothers were not very 
active when their children were bystanders to dis- 
tress. The little teaching they did do seemed not to 
influence children’s altruism. However, mothers’ 
disciplinary techniques regarding distress caused by 
their children emerged as a salient element in the 
child’s moral learning: (1) mothers’ high use of af- 
fective explanations when the child transgressed 
was significantly linked with more reparation from 
their children, while neutrally delivered explana- 
tions were unrelated to childr. 1’s reparation; (2) the 
more altruistic children in innocent bystander situa- 
tions were those whose mothers used affective ex- 
planations in handling their child in transgression 
situations; and (3) the frequent use of unexplained 
prohibitions as a disciplinary technique tended to 
deter learning of altruistic responses. (Author/SS) 
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The psychoanalytic theory of identification and 

the cognitive-developmental and social-learning 

theories of imitation are briefly described. Pertinent 

empirical research in the following areas is summa- 


rized and critically evaluated: imitation in infants, 
observational learning, clinical use of modeling, and 
the relation of imitation to aggression, prosocial 
behavior, and self control. Among the author’s gen- 
eral conclusions: (1) there is very little pertinent 
research on identification, but it appears that iden- 
tification is not an all-encompassing unitary proc- 
ess; (2) the child’s general cognitive level has an 
impact on what he or she can learn by observing 
models; (3) children are active cognitive processors 
of the model’s words and actions; (4) Piaget’s work 
with infants is the closest approach to date of a stage 
analysis of imitation; (5) young children may ac- 
quire, from brief periods of observation, certain mo- 
toric and verbal behaviors that appear to be 
associated with aggression in real-life situations; (6) 
the results of research on the long-term effects of 
television violence are equivocal; (7) experimental 
studies of observational learning of sharing behavior 
indicate that models do increase prosocial behavior 
in children; however, (8) prosocial behavior does 
not seem to be enhanced by watching television 
programs with prosocial content; (9) exposure to 
models who yield to the temptation to perform a 
prohibited act, and are not punished, has a disinhib- 
iting effect on children; the effects of exposure to 
models who resist temptation, however, is less clear 
due to demand characteristics of laboratory re- 
search. (Author/SS) 
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This Teacher Training Manual describes a project 

which developed and implemented a two 


unique role in producing a safer playground envi- 
ronment. The emphasis is on awareness of safe play 
practices and an understanding of the safety hazards 
posed by poorly designed, poorly constructed, im- 
properly maintained or misused equipment. The 
playground activities described are designed to help 
children bring their play to a safe conclusion by 
fostering individual attitudes of control and good 
judgment. (Author/MP) 
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A set of studies investigated the relative impor- 
tance of operative schemes and figurative (rote) 
memory. In Study I, 60 concrete operational chil- 
dren from grades 1-4 were asked to reconstruct two 
types of stimuli from memory. In order to separate 
the effects of operative and figurative skill use, 
learning disabled children with poor figurative 
memories were compared to children with normal 
memory skills. In one type of stimulus condition (an 
arbitrary color sequence) the elements of the display 
were presented in an unorganized manner so that 
operative schemes would be of relatively little use 
for memory. In a second type of stimulus condition, 
(a seriated array) elements were organized so that 
operative schemes would be highly relevant. As pre- 
dicted, a significant Group X Stimulus interaction 
was found, with the learning disabled children per- 
forming comparably well to normal children on the 
seriated stimulus, but worse than the normal chil- 
dren on the arbitrary stimulus due to their deficient 
figurative memory skills. In Study II, 20 preschool 
children (mean age, 4 years, 6 months) classified as 
nonseriaters were given the same memory tasks to 
determine whether the tasks were equivalent figura- 
tively for children lacking the relavent operative

As predicted, there was no significant dif- 


ference between performance in the two types of 
stimulus conditions. To determine whether pre- 
schoolers could understand the organized stimulus, 
14 preschool children classified as seriaters were 
tested on the same tasks in a third study. Perfor- 
mance in the organized stimulus condition was sig- 


nificantly better than performance in the 
unorganized stimulus condition. These results lend 
support to Piagetian theory.

This study attempts to identify potential school 

problems in preschool children in order to facilitate 

the provision of relevant information for systematic 

screening and early guidance. Data from the first 14 

months (to the end of the preschool period) of a 

longitudinal study extending from 4 1/2 years of age 

to the end of second grade are reported. The chil- 

dren were tested twice. At the mean age of 58 

months various individual tests for cognitive, lin- 

guistic and perceptual development were adminis- 





tered. Classroom behavior was rated by the teacher 
and neuromotoric functioning was examined by the 
school doctor. One year later at a mean age of 72 
months, the tests and classroom observations were 
repeated. Results showed almost no sex differences 
in IQ, linguistic competence, or other aspects of 
cognitive functioning. Boys and girls were equally 
represented in the at risk group. Age differences 
were far more pronounced in the first part of the 
study than in the second. Socioeconomic status had 
an increasing influence on test results over the 14 
months. Changes in cognitive development were 
significantly related to socioeconomic status and 
school. The age of the child and behavior ratings of 
the teacher made no independent contribution to 
the predictability of change. Socioeconomic status 
was strongly related to whether young preschoolers 
at risk for school problems showed improvement in 
the preschool period or not. (Author/JMB) 
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The effects of educational stimulation on creative 
thinking ability and the relationships among verbal 
and figural creativity, intelligence, and school readi- 
ness were investigated in a sample of 123 first grade 
children. The educational stimulation consisted of 
special advanced instruction in physical education, 
music, art, social studies, and mathematics provided 
in experimental first grade classrooms by profes- 
sional staff members concerned with the cognitive 
stimulation of young children. Control subjects 
were assigned to traditional, self-contained class- 
rooms. Children and teachers were randomly as- 
signed to either control or experimental classrooms. 
After five weeks of school, a battery of tests includ- 
ing the Torrance Tests of Creative Thinking, the 
Metropolitan Readiness Test, the California Test of 
Mental Maturity, and the Picture Interpretation 
Test was administered. Educational stimulation re- 
sulted in significant differences favoring the experi- 
mental group for language, total IQ, and picture 
interpretation. A varimax rotation of the image 
analysis solution used to explicate the relationships 
among figural and verbal creative thinking abilities, 
language and nonlanguage IQ, and reading readi- 
ness resulted in the identification of six factors. The 
results support other analyses which report in- 
dependent dimensions for creativity and intelli- 
gence domains. In addition, figural and verbal 
subfactors in the creativity domain emerged. (Au- 
thor/ JMB) 
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This manual outlines goals, and provides reading 

material, problem situations and suggested class ac- 

tivities for use in teacher education workshops con- 
cerned with overcoming sex role stereotyping in 
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education. Materials for the first workshop session 
cover the general topic of sex-role stereotyping and 
its definition in terms of the traits, preferences and 
behaviors it implies. The remaining three topic areas 
for workshops are: students’ choice of careers and 
jobs, students’ participation in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities and elective courses, and the teacher’s 
choice and use of curriculum materials.

Appendix E relates specifically to the school li- 
brarian’s role in the elimination of sex-role stereoty- 
ping in education by providing additional 
information, resources and activities for individual 
or group use.

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This master’s thesis gives an overview of educa- 
tion in India from ancient times to the present and 
presents data from brief visits to seven schools 
which provide early childhood education in the Un- 
ion Territory of Delhi. The schools visited were ei- 
ther parochial, public, government corporation, or 
private schools. Data collection problems (including 
time limitations and teacher apprehension) are 
noted. The programs are described, and a brief dis- 
cussion of the relation of program effectiveness and 
program goals is given.

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This guide is designed to encourage and stimulate 

school nutrition managers to cooperate with class- 

room teachers in an active nutrition education pro- 
gram. The suggestions in the guide have been 
experienced and tested in the Fulton County 

Schools of Atlanta, Georgia. Contents of the chap- 

ters cover the following: (1) an outline of the roles 

of classroom teachers, the school nutrition director, 

and the school nutrition manager in promoting a 

successful school nutrition program; (2) a list of gen- 

eral suggestions and grade-level activities for learn- 
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ing about nutrition in the classroom and cafeteria; 
(3) a compilation of classroom-cafeteria learning ex- 
periences which have been successfully conducted 
in the Fulton County Schools; (4) a copy of a letter 
addressed to classroom teachers from the Director 
of the School Food Services in the Fulton County 
Schools which outlines various “fun learning experi- 
ences for correlating classroom projects with nutri- 
tion education”; (5) a brief description of the 
nutritional value of and procedures for growing 
sprouts; (6) a “show and tell” collection of short 
pieces sent by teachers concerning activities and 
reactions to activities they conducted on nutrition; 
(7) a compilation of menus of foreign cuisine; (8) a 
brief handout on “sugarholics”; (9) a compilation of 
newspaper clippings and fliers on classroom projects 
concerning nutrition which were conducted in the 
Fulton schools; and (10) a reference list of books, 
sources of materials and articles, filmstrips and 
slides on nutrition and health. (Author/SS) 
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This study was designed to compare the toy/ac- 
tivity preferences of a group of young children, as 
measured by traditional procedures, with their 
spontaneous toy/activity choices as they occur dur- 
ing unstructured periods of free play. Participants in 
the study included fifty-seven 4-year-old children 
enrolled in three half-day nursery school programs. 
All children received the Concealed It version of 
Brown’s It Scale for Children. During free play ses- 
sions in the nursery school classes, the spontaneous 
activities of each child were observed using point- 
time sampling procedures. For each observation, ei- 
ther the target child’s activity (in 27 predetermined 
categories) or the sex of each peer with whom the 
child interacted was recorded. For purposes of anal- 
ysis, each of the activity categories was given a Mas- 
culine/Feminine rating (l=most feminine, 
5=most masculine). Three activity scores were cal- 
culated for each child: Sex-Typed Score, Masculine 
Activity Score and Feminine Activity Score. The 
observed percentage of interactions involving same 
sex peers was calculated as well as the percentage 
that would have been expected if same sex peer 
interaction had occurred randomly. Results in- 
dicated that there were no significant correlations 
between scores on the Concealed It and any of the 
observational measures, or between Concealed It 
scores and same sex playmate preference. Signifi- 
cant sex differences were found in the Concealed It 
score, the Sex-Typed Score, and the time spent in 
masculine and feminine activities. Both sexes in- 
teracted with same sex peers significantly more than 
would have been expected by chance. (Author/RH) 
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Children are naturally musical and should be 
musically educated. Music provides a unique way 
for children to grow intellectually, emotionally and 
socially. Music fulfills an inner drive to express feel- 
ings and experiences in a symbolic, abstract, crea- 
tive, and acceptable manner which is positive and 
valued. Musical nurture should begin within the 
home environment at birth and continue in nursery 
school and kindergarten. It should be centered 
around two basic goals: (1) to increase significantly 
the enjoyment and basic response to music through 
beautiful, appealing and imaginative experiences, 
and (2) to help children formulate basic concepts 
about the constituent patterns of the sound ex- 
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perienced. The first of these goals is most important. 
Musical nurture and learnings may be developed 
through enjoyable and attentive listening experi- 
ences, performance with instruments (including 
singing), and the creation of original compositions, 
effects, accompaniments, and other related activi- 
ties including free interpretive dance and move- 
ment. The most significant of these activities is 
listening. Children from roughly 4 to 6 years of age 
are capable of learning a vast number of additional 
basic concepts about music. Learning of rhythmic, 
melodic, instrumentation, harmonic, dynamic and 
textural concepts is best facilitated through a combi- 
nation of listening, performing and creating experi- 
ences. Children should be given the opportunity to 
grow musically in their early years, when much can 
be achieved easily and naturally. (Author/RH)

This preschool resource curriculum, intended for 

use in a Head Start center, was written to corre- 

spond with a work plan and curriculum for children 

3 to 5 years of age. The units included in the cur- 

riculum guide are aimed at integrating growth ex- 

periences with the learning of basic skills. Each of 
the 16 units contains material related to each of the 

CDA functional areas, as well as bilingual activities, 

and emphasis is given to affective as well as cogni- 

tive activities. Activities provided are intended for 
use with small and large groups. Each unit provides 
cultural activities to promote pride in ethnic back- 
ground and race. Most units include suggestions for 
activities that children can do at home with their 
parents plus references to resources such as books, 
records and films, many available in Spanish. 

Names of units included are: About N.:; Nursery 

Rhymes; The Senses; Plants; Transportation; Chil- 

dren of Other Lands; Birds, Spiders, Insects and 

Worms; Community Helpers; Animals; The Farm; 

Circus; Sea Life; Seasons; Holidays; Free Play; and 

Pre- Writing. In addition to activities, most units in- 

clude preassessment and postassessment materials 

and general unit objectives. (Author/RH) 
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The purpose of this paper is to increase awareness 
of the self concept as a variable, to indicate what is 
known about the self concept from existing re- 
search, to discuss its importance to the school and 
its effect on learning, and to offer a method of as- 
sessment which is tied to a definition arbitrarily 
made as a starting point for researchers. A child is 
defined as having a positive self concept, or self 
image, when (1) he likes himself, his family, and his 
people, (2) he believes what he thinks, says and does 
makes a difference, (3) he believes he can be suc- 
cessful, (4) he believes he can solve a variety of 
problems, (5) he has a realistic estimate of his own 
abilities and limitations, and (6) he expresses feel- 
ings of pleasure and enjoyment. Each part of this 
definition is expanded and illustrated. From the ex- 
panded definition, nine psycho-social factors were 
extracted: self awareness, appropriate emotional af- 
fect, good relationship with family, good relation- 
ship with peers, efficient verbal participation, 
positive approach to learning, realistic reaction to 


success and failure, and self satisfaction. A class- 
room rating scale for teachers was devised, using 
these nine factors. A strategy for obtaining an indi- 
cation of self image from children is outlined and 
directions are given for administering the semi-pro- 
jective device. A copy of the Rating Scale for Mea- 
suring a Child’s Self Concept is included. 
(Author/RH) 
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A Self Concept Target Game (SCTG) which was 
designed to measure the level of aspiration of se- 
cond or third grade children who had been exposed 
to at least two years of the Responsive Model Fol- 
low Through (RMFT) Program, and the field testing 
of the game are described in this report. The game 
is played by throwing and pushing a bean bag along 
a plastic board to hit targets of varying difficulty, 
after indicating which target area one expects to hit. 
Three field tests of the game were conducted. Re- 
sults of the first test indicated that the game had 
validity since the results correlated with teachers’ 
choices of children high and low in self concept. The 
second test indicated that RMFT children per- 
formed better than children not exposed to the spe- 
cial program and that the children with the most 
realistic expectations were those taught by black 
teachers who scored highest on a Responsive Obser- 
vation Schedule. The third and largest field test in- 
cluded 553 second and third graders in five school 
districts throughout the country. Total group and 
school district results showed that second graders 
did better than third graders, that blacks were less 
realistic on their expectations than whites, and that 
boys were less realistic than girls. RMFT program 
enrollment did not seem to make a difference in 
score. Descriptive total and individual item scores 
and correlations among the items and with the total 
score are given separately for each school district 
and for the total group. Conditions for use of the 
SCTG by researchers are specified. (Author/RH) 
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A mother’s interactions with her young daughter 
were studied with special emphasis placed upon the 
frequencies of linguistically instructional input and 
the strategies employed to provide this information. 
The girl was between 18 and 28 months old and her 
mean length of utterance (MIU) was between 1.5 
and 4.3 morphemes. Only maternal input was 
analyzed. Taxonomies and frequency data were es- 
tablished. After demonstrating through independ- 
ently established data that frequencies of input are 
of considerable importance for the order of acquisi- 
tion of specific linguistic skills, observed sample fre- 
quencies and estimated overall frequencies were 
computed. Between 600 and 1,700 items of linguis- 
tically instructional input per hour were observed in 
the various transcribed samples, which leads to an 
estimate for total instructional input of around 300,- 
000 items per month and around 3,500,000 per 
year. The instructional techniques that could be 
categorized and differentiated amounted to around 


400 per hour and an estimate of around 115,000 per 
month. Input frequencies might therefore be impor- 
tant factors in first language acquisition. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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This evaluation report of the Far West Laboratory 
Responsive Head Start Program, an inservice train- 
ing program for preschool educators, discusses the 
effectiveness of the Laboratory’s program and gives 
specific recommendations for improving it. The pre- 
sent report contains data that continue to support 
earlier findings indicating that the Responsive 
Model can help children learn and that the inservice 
training is a viable alternative to concentrated 
courses away from school. For this reason, objective 
data, such as the child test data and classroom rat- 
ings, are given less emphasis than the subjective 
data. The first part of the report summarizes the 
conclusions of the data. Three tests (the Pre-School 
Inventory (PSI), the Ravens Progressive Matrices 
test and the Boehm Test of Basic Concepts) were 
administered to groups of children from various 
sites participating in the program. Children’s im- 
provement on the PSI after a 6-month exposure to 
the program was highly significant (N=408 chil- 
dren). The mean score of the children (N=63) on 
the Boehm test fell at the 65th percentile. The 
scores of 112 Head Start children and 46 compari- 
son children on the Ravens test were all generally 
low and not significantly different. Classroom rat- 
ings on a classroom observation schedule showed 
from slight (for ratings by the lab staff) to significant 
(for ratings by program advisors) improvement from 
the beginning to the end of the school year. The 
recommendations given were: (1) re-define the pro- 
gram advisors’ role so that their teaching skills will 
not be wasted; (2) bring more people into the train- 
ing process; (3) make the teacher training more con- 
crete; and (4) facilitate the flow of laboratory 
materials. An appendix contains all the tabulated 
and summarized data from the child test results, 
classroom ratings, and questionnaires given to pro- 
gram advisors, teachers and teacher assistants. (Au-

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This manual briefly describes, in both English and 
Spanish, the basics of behavior analysis classroom 
procedures involving a token system. The token sys- 
tem is an exchange system. Teachers give the chil- 
dren tokens (any object such as a poker chip, marble 
or card) for acceptable behavior (paying attention, 
working on an assignment, correct answers, helping, 
etc.), and the children give the teacher tokens for 
things they desire (stories, games, recess, play 
materials, etc.). To keep the exchange going, behav- 
ior analysis classrooms have alternating earning 
periods and spending periods throughout each day. 
The manual describes procedures for giving tokens 
and exchanging tokens, helpful accessories for a 
behavior analysis classroom, and ideas for handling 
on-the-job problems which may emerge. Also in- 





cluded in the manual is a list of addresses of Behav- 
ior Analysis Follow Through projects in the United 
States. (Author/SS) 
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Identifiers—*Behavior Analysis Model 
This guide presents procedures for teaching pro- 

grammed reading, language arts, math, SRA read- 

ing, and handwriting in Behavior Analysis 
classrooms. The McGraw-Hill Programmed Read- 
ing curriculum is described, placement instructions 
are reviewed, teaching tips are offered, and remedia- 
tion procedures are suggested. A Language Arts In- 
dex is presented in which all new reading skills 
introduced in Programmed Reading are listed and 
cross-referenced to specific sections of 19 different 
language arts books. The Singer Sets and Numbers 
math series is described, placement instructions are 
reviewed, suggestions for preparing to teach and for 
teaching Singer math are presented, ways to use 
math aids are discussed, and the evaluation and 
remediation of student progress are examined 
briefly. The SRA Reading Laboratory Series is de- 
scribed, steps for student placement are listed, and 
procedures for using power builders and listening 
skill builders are presented. The Behavior Analysis 

Handwriting Primer is described, the pretest is dis- 

cussed, scoring examples for the primer and pretest 

are presented, specific teaching procedures involved 
in teaching handwriting are delineated, suggestions 
on how to keep a check on accuracy are offered, and 

a few tips on management and organization are 

given. A supplement for staff trainers is also in- 

cluded which presents materials related to training 
others to teach Programmed Reading and Singer 

Math in Behavior Analysis classrooms. (JMB) 
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Identifiers—*Object Attractiveness 
Studies of concept formation in infancy have 
demonstrated that certain experimental settings can 
elicit spontaneous behavior from infants which has 
been called “sorting” or “object grouping”. This 
study pursues the issue of early sorting with infants 
as young as 6 months, and with a broader range of 
stimuli than has been used previously. Forty-eight 
infants, eight male and eight female at 6, 9 and 12 
months were presented with eight sets of small, 
manipulable objects. Each stimulus set consisted of 
two groups of four objects each, the groups differing 
in size, color, form or some combination of these 
dimensions. Stimuli thought to be of high salience 
were included. Variables coded were: which object 
touched first; the order in which objects were 
touched; grouping together of objects. At both 9 and 
12 months, infants showed a high level of sorting 
activity. At 9 months, 94% showed sequential 
touching of like objects, while 100% did so at 12 
months. At 9 months, 13% and at 12 months 44%, 
demonstrated at least primitive object grouping. At 


6 months, selective manipulation was conspicuously 
absent, leading to the conclusion that this activity 
must emerge sometime between 6 and 9 months. 
(Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—*Concept Identification 
Three experiments investigated concept identifi- 

cation and recall of information as a function of four 

selected variables: concept complexity, method of 
instance presentation, stimulus exposure time, and 
conditions of recall. In all three experiments, reten- 
tion was measured by the recall of instance values 
and the recall of instance categories. The number 
correct was used as the measure of concept identifi- 
cation. Subj were selected from introductory 
educational psychology courses. The task in all 
three experiments was identical. Stimulus materials 
for the first two experiments consisted of geometric 
figures drawn on index cards, each figure containing 
a unique combination of four bivalued dimensions; 
in the third experiment, two additional dimensions 
were included. The subjects viewed a series of in- 
stances which uniquely defined a concept. After the 
last instance was displayed, subjects wrote their de- 
scriptions of the concept and recalled both the val- 
ues and category of each presented instance. Results 
of Experiment 1 show increased recall under condi- 
tions of simultaneous presentation of all instances of 

a concept and under the condition permitting non- 

ordered recall. Concept Complexity was not related 

to concept identification or recall. In Experiment 2 

it was found that increased exposure time improved 

recall of values and categories. Increased exposure 
time and random recall improved concept identifi- 
cation. Again, Concept Complexity was related to 
neither concept identification or recall. Experiment 

3 found that both concept identification and recall 

were best under 15-second stimulus exposure dura- 

tion. Category recall was found to be superior under 
the simultaneous method of presentation. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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Infants judged to be at risk for subnormal intellec- 
tual growth were randomly assigned to an experi- 
mental (N=27) or a control (N=25) group. Infants 
in both groups received medical care and dietary 
supplements; their families received social work ser- 
vices on a request basis. Experimental children par- 
ticipated in an educational day care program 
beginning before the third month of life. The day 
care program was composed, in part, of curriculum 
activities designed to stimulate intellectual growth. 
Between 6 and 36 months of age, experimental chil- 
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dren maintained normal intellectual growth; control 
children declined in IQ beginning between 12 and 
18 months of age and remained significantly lower 
than experimental children at 24 and 36 months. 
The mother-child IQ correlation for control dyads 
was .43; for experimental dyads the correlation was 
-.05. These two types of evidence are interpreted as 
support for the importance of early environments in 
the development of intelligence. (Author/RH) 
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This paper reports on a 3-month longitudinal 
study comparing the crying behavior of a group of 
babies delivered by the “nonviolent” Leboyer 
method with a control group delivered by tradi- 
tional methods. Subjects were 24 white, middle 
class infants delivered by minimally medicated, 
multiparous and primiparous mothers. Fourteen 
newborns were “Leboyer babies,” meaning they 
were delivered in quiet, dimly lit rooms and im- 
mersed in a warm bath soon after delivery. Remain- 
ing infants had conventional births—bright lights, 
normal conversation and no bath. Assignment to 
groups was based upon parental decision. In the 
delivery room Leboyer newborns cried slightly 
more frequently for a greater duration of time (29% 
versus 23%) than did the control group. There was 
no difference in intensity of cry. The greatest differ- 
ences were in parental behaviors, with Leboyer par- 
ents more involved in the whole delivery process. 
Wake/sleep diaries and two 2-hour home observa- 
tions when infants were three months old revealed 
few differences. Mother's reports on Rothbart’s In- 
fant Behavior Questionnaire showed no significant 
differences. Some “typically” Leboyer behaviors 
were observed in delivery rooms. Two infants 
smiled; one did so 5 times in apparent response to 
parental overtures. While not significant, Leboyer 
babies opened their eyes in half the time it took 
control infants. More accurate duplication of Le- 
boyer’s method is needed. (Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—* Linguistic Code 
This research project was designed to explore, in 
two phases, the nature of the relationship between 
parental behavior and children’s ability to solve 
problems. Phase I, which is examined in this paper, 
deals with two specific questions: (1) Does a statisti- 
cally significant relationship exist between the mo- 
ther’s linguistic code and the child’s problem solving 
abilities? (2) Does a statistically significant relation- 
ship exist between the mother’s parental feeling, 
standards and values and her linguistic code? Sub- 
jects were forty 23- and 24-year-old mothers (most 
of them from low-income families), who were en- 
rolled in the Parents As Teachers Program (PAT) 
and their 3- to 4-year-old children. About 35% of 
the children were classified as Hispanic American, 
63% as white, and 2% as other. Among the conclu- 
sions: (1) a significant positive relationship exists 
between parental overall linguistic code and chil- 
dren’s problem solving abilities; and (2) parental 
question-asking behavior and the parental value 
base fuse to explain a high percentage of children’s 
problem solving abilities scores. (Author/MP) 
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This research project was designed to explore, in 
two phases, the nature of the relationship between 
parental behavior and children’s ability to solve 
problems. Phase II, which is examined in this paper, 
deals with two specific questions: (1) Is maternal 
linguistic code subject to desirable modification and 
(2) Is the mother’s perception of herself as a parent- 
teacher subject to desirable modification? Subjects 
were forty 23- and 24-year-old mothers (most of 
them from low-income families), who were enrolled 
in the Parents As Teachers Program (PAT), and 
their 3- to 4-year-old children. About 35% of the 
children were classified as Hispanic American, 63% 
as white and 2% as other. Three instruments were 
used to collect data: Parent As A Teacher (PAAT) 
Inventory, Parental Overall Linguistic Code (PLC) 
and the children’s Problem Solving Abilities Con- 
tinuum (PSAC). Among the conclusions: (1) the 
PAT program, as it existed during the 1978-79 
school year, was not able to alter the mother’s per- 
ception of herself as a parent-teacher when the 
PAAT Inventory was employed to assess this varia- 
ble; (2) the children’s problem solving abilities, as 
indicated by mean scores on the PSAC, did improve 
between pretests and posttests; and (3) the PAT 
Program can in fact alter maternal linguistic behav- 
ior as demonstrated by the significant difference 
existing between the maternal pretest and posttest 
mean scores. (Author/MP) 
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This collection of seminar papers is concerned 

with the presentation of emotions on the screen, the 
emotional impact of such presentations on young 
children, and the use of children’s televised drama 
to foster the development of emotional sensitivity. 
Also considered are differences in the violence de- 
picted on Japanese and American television, and 
areas in which researchers and producers can coop- 
erate to reach common objectives. Two of the pa- 
pers present analyses of a children’s cartoon serial 
named “Heidi” and the real-life film titled “Big 
Henry and the Polka Dot Kid.” One of the analyses 
is an interaction analysis of social behavior and the 
other is a psychological analysis. Other papers pre- 
sent a developmental! view of the impact of televi- 
sion on children’s emotions; a discussion of the 
differences between real drama and kitsch; a de- 
scription of the use of children’s television drama in 
the East German television organization to develop 
and educate children’s emotions; a comparison of 
pain, aggression, and identification with aggressors 
and victims on television in Japan and America, 
accompanied by a discussion of possible reasons for 
the differing crime trends in the two countries; and 
an outline of emerging areas for cooperation be- 
tween educators and television producers. A brief 
summary of the main points of the group discussions 
in the seminar is provided, along with a list of the 
participants and their addresses. (Author/SS) 
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The continuity of play styles of preschool children 
over a l-year period was observed and related to 
teacher and peer reinforcement patterns influenced 
by sex stereotypes. Sixty-seven children, aged 18 
months to 58 months, were observed in a natural 
setting using a behavior checklist consisting of 33 
child behavior categories and 15 teacher- and peer- 
reaction categories. Each child in the study was ob- 
served for at least 40 hours, with 12 observations per 
hour. Data from the upper and lower 25% of the 
children on each of seven factors (derived from a 
factor analysis of the 33 behavior scores) were ex- 
amined for continuity between the first and last 10 
weeks of the children’s participation in the study. 
The results indicate that certain play styles show 
stability for all children, while others change over 
time. The behaviors which change are those behav- 
iors for which peers or teachers are giving an 
unusual amount of feedback to one group of chil- 
dren. For example, teachers had an extremely high 
rate of initiation activity towards passive children. 
Also, peers successfully exerted pressure to change 
a child’s behavior, as in the case of boys who were 
initially low on male-preferred or high on female- 
preferred activities. Peers did not, however, exert 
negative pressure on girls who were high on the 
male-preferred activities or low on the female- 
preferred activities. Such girls show high stability in 
play style even though their behavior does not fit 
the traditional stereotypes. On the other hand, 
teachers gave girls with high activity levels more 
negative feedback, and these girls show low stability 
on this factor. Participation in solitary activities ap- 
pears to be independent of feedback. (Author/SS) 
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This collection of articles on peace education in- 
cludes course descriptions, examples of student 
writing, lists of resources and class activities, re- 
search on children’s and adolescents’ thinking about 
peace, and essays on humanistic education and re- 
search trends in peace studies. The various articles 
are directed at differing age levels, ranging from 
preschool to adults. “Peace Education: The Chal- 
lenge of our Times” provides a general description 
of the teaching goals and activities of an elementary 
teacher and a high school teacher, and includes sam- 
ples of student work and student evaluation of the 
course. “Global Education” describes a preschool 
and kindergarten curriculum focused on the cus- 
toms and traditions of foreign countries. “Creative 
Ways to Encourage Group-Building” describes 
group activities used in workshops with children 
aged 7 through 13 to foster cooperation, communi- 
cation, affirmation, and conflict resolution. “Let’s 
Listen To Our Children and Youth” describes the 
results of a study of children’s and adolescents’ 
thinking about peace. Papers offering a general 
orientation and opinions are “Humanistic Science 
Education as a Path Toward Non-Violence and 
Peace,” “The Consortium on Peace Research, Edu- 
cation, and Development” and selections from an 
inaugural lecture, “The Scope and Dilemmas of 
Peace Studies,” delivered at the Peace Studies Insti- 
tute of the University of Bradford, England. Also 
included in the collection are a research study on 
instructional strategies, “The Effects of Reinforce- 


ment Learning Centers on the Academic Achieve- 
ment of Fifth Grade Children,” a position paper, 
“Needed: Effective Education Programs for Parents 
of Pre-School Children,” and a list of content papers 
from selected Peace Education resources. (Au- 
thor/SS) 
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This Early Education Project consisted of a home 

and school approach to early intervention with 
moderately to severely handicapped children. A 
home based parent training program incorporating 
an infant teaching/learning intervention system was 
combined with a school based classroom project for 
toddlers to provide instruction in early childhood 
skills and knowledge. The program employed a 
developmental task analyzed curriculum with a cri- 
terion referenced assessment method to determine 
a child’s competencies and skills and to identify the 
goals of the intervention in behavioral terms. A sys- 
tematic data collection format to evaluate each 
child’s progress in four major areas (language skills, 
motor skills, cognitive skills, and self-help skills) 
was employed either at home or in the school. The 
normative data indicated that children’s rate of 
achieving developmental milestones was signifi- 
cantly accelerated in mental development and lan- 
guage development for the school program and in 
mental development for the home program. The 
behavioral data demonstrated that moderately to 
severely handicapped children could attain pro- 
found and rapid increases in knowledge and skills 
when they were directly taught such skills and 
knowledge. (Author/MP) 
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This volume is a collection of 11 articles which 

focus on the problems of family life among military 

personnel with dependent children. Three brief arti- 
cles included in Chapter I discuss the military child 
from a developmental perspective, beginning with 
the preschool child and continuing through latency 
to adolescence. Chapter II reports on familial and 
social role perceptions of children raised in military 
families. Chapter III discusses the androgynous wife 
and the military child. Chapter IV explores the ef- 
fect of the absent parent on Rorschach “T”’ re- 
sponses. Chapter V explores the military mother’s 

need for child development services. Chapter VI 

discusses problems of children of mixed marriages. 





Chapter VII studies the language learning of inter- 
nationally mobile military youth. Chapter VIII re- 
ports a study of child abuse and neglect. Chapter IX 
describes a group treatment program provided for 
mothers whose children were in emergency foster 
care. Chapter X advocates research of the effects of 
parent effectiveness training among military fami- 
lies. Chapter XI reports on characteristics and man- 
agement of child abuse and neglect among military 
families. (Author/RH) 
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Peer social behaviors and interaction were ob- 
served in day care centers and family day care 
homes in order to examine the influences of experi- 
ence and environment. The naturally occurring 
behaviors of forty toddlers and their peers were time 
sampled in day care settings. Day care facilities 
were community based and varied in group size, age 
composition, and the number and type of play ob- 
jects. Experience with preschoolers as siblings or 
playmates and aspects of the inanimate environ- 
ment in different day care settings influenced peer 
behavior. Small, mixed age groups in family day 
care facilitated talking. Center toddlers with older 
siblings engaged in more prosocial behaviors. Peer 
play was more complex when using nonportable ob- 
jects in day care centers and space reiationships in 
family day care. (Author/RH) 
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This study investigates the effects of social rela- 
tionships curricula and sex differences on reading 
readiness and imaginativeness. The subjects were 
ninety-six 5-year-olds from four kindergarten class- 
rooms. In the pre- and post-assessment phase of the 
study the children were administered the Gates 
MacGinitie Reading Readiness Skills Test and the 
Singer Imaginativeness Inventory. Half of the group 
of subj were d to experimental and half 
to control treatments, both involving 15 minutes per 
day, five days per week for seven consecutive 
months. The experimental treatment consisted of 
strategies for developing and using role play with 
the children and emphasized feelings, concerns and 
interests of the students, perceptions of the other, 
cooperation, helping, and individual and social 
group problem solving through role enactment. The 
control group of children engaged in individual art 
and craft activities. Several preliminary analyses 
were run on pre-test scores. The results of a 2 (treat- 
ments) x 2 (sex) analysis of variance indicated no 





significant main or interaction effects on IQ. The 
results of F tests (f/max) on treatment-sex condi- 
tions (e.g., experimental girls; control girls, etc.) 
showed non-significant differences between groups 
on both measures. The main analyses consisted of 
two 2 (treatments) x 2 (sex) analysis of covariance 
on reading and imaginativeness measures with post- 
hoc tests. The results indicated that children in ex- 
perimental treatments outperformed those in 
control treatments, girls outperformed boys on 
reading and imaginativeness, and experimental girls 
did better than control boys on imaginativeness. 
(Author/SS) 
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The purpose of this study was to assess the feasi- 
bility of using art stations in elementary classrooms 
and to explore strategies for the design of such sta- 
tions. A range of materials for art learning stations 
was produced according to specific criteria. The 
study was conducted over a one-year period in 
many classrooms within one school district. Most 
classrooms were self-contained and the teachers 
were generalists. Implementation of art station ac- 
tivities, teacher support service, station monitoring, 
and teacher evaluation of the art station experience 
were phased into the classrooms. It was found that 
the station approach to elementary art activities had 
several positive and negative outcomes. On the 
positive side, it was found that classroom orderli- 
ness was not significantly upset when art stations 
were being used. On the negative side, written direc- 
tions included with each art activity were difficult 
for students with low level reading skills. This disad- 
vantage was partially overcome by giving directions 
via simple diagrams, establishing wordless stations 
which used charts to give procedural instructions, or 
having a teacher introduce the unit. It was con- 
cluded that an art station approach can improve 
classroom management, curriculum, and instruction 
under certain conditions. Copies of some of the art 
station activities and a teacher qustionnaire with 
tabulations are appended. (Author/RH) 
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This study investigated the effects of two treat- 
ment conditions-cognitive modification and in- 
formed teachers-on communication apprehension 
in children in grades 4, 5 and 6. The subjects were 
109 students who scored one standard deviation or 
higher above the mean for their grade level on the 
Measure of Elementary Communication Apprehen- 
sion (MECA). The students were assigned to one of 
three treatment conditions: (1) control; (2) in- 
formed teacher (in which the teacher was given a 
written explanation of communication anxiety 
(CA), was notified which of his or her students were 
high in CA; and was given written suggestions for 
dealing with CA in the classroom), and (3) cognitive 
modification (an approach combining systematic 
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desensitization and cognitive restructuring). The 
cognitive modification treatment sessions consisted 
of ten 45-minute sessions over a period of five 
weeks. The MECA was used as a post treatment 
measure of failed. These results indicate a relation 
between how children organize or tests indicated 
that cognitive modification significantly reduced 
communication apprehension, while informed 
teachers did not. Grade level and interaction effects 
were not significant. Both teachers and students 
found the time spent in the CM classes worthwhile. 

Results suggest that removing students from regular 

classroom activities to participate in a CM class can 

be justified to parents, teachers, and administrators. 

(Author/SS) 
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This guide suggests an observation strategy to be 
used by principals or administrators to assess the 
strengths and weaknesses of the kindergarten pro- 
gram in their schools. The observation strategy is 
based on description and analyses of four dimen- 
sions of a learning environment: space, time, people 
and things. Section I contains a series of articles 
intended to provide the reader with information 
about research and development of each dimension. 
The program observation schedules described in 
Section II have been designed to provide the ad- 
ministrator or the consultant with adequate infor- 
mation from which constructive help with program 
development can be given to the teacher. The stu- 
dent progress evaluation guide, to be used by teach- 
ers, is presented in Section III. (Author/MP) 
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This book is a complete description of a toddler 

day care center as it was developed over more than 

6 years of operation, and of empirical research into 

management, teaching techniques, care routines, 

environmental designs, and materials selection. Part 

I gives a general description of the center, its goals, 

and how its organization contributes to reaching 

these goals. Part II explains the day-to-day workings 
of the center in detail and includes self-teaching 
routines for caregivers. Topics covered include talk- 
ing with and observing children, play, snacks and 
lunch planning, health and safety matters, the role 
of parents in the center, and maintenance of the 
center. Part III describes the quality control system 
that operates to keep the center running effectively, 
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and covers the review of job performance and of the 
center operation. Part IV offers help with some busi- 
ness aspects of day care: personnel and finances. 
Recording forms are provided for each of the topics 
discussed under each part of the book. Appendices 
include equipment and supply lists, toys and play 
activities lists, parent handbook and caregiver per- 
sonnel policies, a cc icable di chart and 
health cards, and a brief bibliography on the topics 
covered in the book. (Author/SS) 
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The purpose of this statement by the Center for 
Disease Control is to reflect new data available from 
clinical, epidemiological and experimental studies 
by making revised recommendations regarding the 
screening, diagnosis, treatment, and followup of 
children with undue lead absorption and lead poi- 
soning. The ultimate preventive goal is identifica- 
tion and removal of lead in the environment before 
it is absorbed by the child. Until this occurs, screen- 
ing, diagnosis, treatment, and environmental man- 
agement will continue to be necessary public health 
activities. Topics discussed in the statement are: (1) 
the background of past experience with lead screen- 
ing and the nature of the effects of lead on health; 
(2) aspects of screening procedures, including the 
goal, target population, schedule, methods, and in- 
terpretation of results; (3) the types of procedures to 
be followed and tests available for diagnostic evalua- 
tion of the patient’s lead absorption status; (4) 
suggestions for clinical management of children 
diagnosed at various risk determinations (urgent 
risk, high risk, moderate and low risk); (5) environ- 
mental investigation and intervention, including 
common methods for reducing lead-based paint 
hazards; and (6) health education. The statement 
also includes a list of references and reprints of two 
papers published by members ot the Center for Dis- 
ease Control: “Exposure to Lead: Sources and Ef- 
fects,” by Dr. Herbert Needleman, and “Treatment 
of Lead Poisoning,” by Dr. Julian Chisolm. (Au- 
thor/SS) 
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Through this report, the Council of State Govern- 
ments, in conjunction with the Academy for Con- 
temporary Problems, attempts to shed new light on 
the problem of the placement of children in out-of- 
State residential care. The report describes the re- 
sults of a pilot feasibility study conducted in Illinois, 
North Carolina, and Texas to determine the accessi- 
bility, retrievability, and reliability of certain types 
of data related to issues associated with the inter- 
state placement of children. A number of different 
questions were discussed in the process of the study: 
the number and types of children involved; the cir- 
cumstances under which they are placed; the total 
cost of placements; the legality of the practice; and 
the effectiveness of interstate compacts, licensing 
laws, and other statutes intended to safeguard the 
rights and well-being of children. The report in- 





cludes sections on the following: a review of me- 
thodological issues associated with the study; a 
review of relevant research literature; a description 
of the law surrounding interstate placements; a de- 
scription of the nature of interstate compacts; a di- 
gest of the case studies of Illinois, North Carolina, 
and Texas; a discussion of issues concerning data 
collection problems; and recommendations for a na- 
tional study. This study documents what records are 
likely to exist, what information is not retrievable, 
and what the best sources are for each data element 
needed for successfully conducting a national study 
of interstate transfers. Suggestions are offered which 
could improve practices and policies affecting inter- 
state placement. (Author/SS) 
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This investigation attempts to replicate previous 
studies by Spivak and Shure regarding the relation- 
ship between cognitive interpersonal problem-solv- 
ing capacity and behavioral adjustment in 
4-year-old children. Although Spivack and Shure’s 
only measure of behavioral adjustment was teacher 
ratings (with the teachers aware of the purpose of 
the rating), this study used two different approaches 
to obtain measures of behavior: (1) teachers una- 
ware of the purpose of the instrument were asked to 
tate children’s classroom behaviors, and (2) chil- 
dren’s behaviors were actually observed and re- 
corded while children were in small-group play 
situations. Subjects were 107 black preschool chil- 
dren who were individually administered the Pre- 
school Interpersonal Problem-Solving Test devised 
by Spivack and Shure. Each child’s score consisted 
of the number of different solutions given for each 
problem. Classroom teachers were asked to com- 
plete Spivack and Shure’s Preschool Behavior Rat- 
ing Scale for each child after the children had 
attended preschool for four weeks. This scale con- 
sists of seven items (persistent and nagging, easily 
upset by peers, physically aggressive, dominant, 
etc.) which load on three factors: impatience, emo- 
tionality and aggression. In addition, a randomly 
selected group of 56 children were observed in small 
play groups and rated using the Sharp Behavior 
Identification Checklist. Each child was observed 
three times, ten minutes each time, on three differ- 
ent days. Results showed no significant relationship 
between children’s problem-solving ability and 
behavior. While these findings are contrary to those 
of Spivak and Shure, they are consistent with re- 
search investigating the relationship between 
thought and behavior in other areas of child deve- 
lopment. (Author/SS) 
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This paper provides an overview of educational 
materials available for parents to use in facilitating 
their children’s learning. The primary focus is on 
developing parental support systems which extend 
learning into the home through creative and effec- 
tive use of materials. General considerations such as 
the larger social context of the learning process, 
historical changes in family interaction patterns, the 
role of play, and the role of the community in chil- 
dren’s learning are briefly discussed. The current 
Status of mass market materials is discussed in more 
detail, with consideration given to materials for dif- 


ferent age groups, materials concerned with con- 
temporary society (those concerned with human 
ecology, nutrition, health education, consumer edu- 
cation, social relations, etc.), and materials designed 
to offer parental support in fostering informal learn- 
ing in children. Also covered are special home- 
school-community programs that foster 
parent-child interaction with respect to school 
learning; publications on parenting; and inadequa- 
cies and gaps in the mass market supply (sex- 
stereotyped materials; lack of consumer guidance in 
toy selection; lack of multicultural materials; safety 
problems; lack of creative educational materials; 
lack of materials adapted to the needs of hand- 
icapped children and their families; and lack of 
materials reflecting current knowledge about child 
development). A plan of action for materials deve- 
lopment and distribution is recommended for im- 
plementation by the National Institute of 
Education.

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A review of the research literature on parents as 

teachers yields several conclusions concerning the 
context and function of the family in the child’s 
learning and development: (1) the parent-as-educa- 
tor functions in the context of a complex family 
eco-system which interfaces efficiently or ineffi- 
ciently with other systems, such as the school; (2) 
appropriate parent education programs grow as a 
partnership between culturally sensitive profes- 
sional expertise and parent determined values, be- 
liefs and attitudes; (3) the family system accounts 
for more variance in child learning than does the 
system of the school; (4) the interface of family 
systems with relevant school systems is not, overall, 
a highly efficient one in the United States at this 
time, and this reality is counterproductive to the 
role of parent as educator as well as to the role of 
teacher as educator; (5) programs facilitating par- 
ent-as-educator at the preschool level result in sub- 
stantial improvement in children’s cognitive 
functioning, and this improvement appears to be 
cumulative with lasting impact; (6) the parent’s role 
immediately following birth and throughout the first 
three years is highly important, and gains from pa- 
rent/child programs are more evident in the early 
years; (7) programs which facilitate parent-as- 
educator functions are beneficial to all the children 
in the family and not just the target child; (8) pro- 
grams which facilitate parent-as-educator functions 
can have a positive impact on the parent’s affective 
and cognitive functioning. (A list of parent/child 
projects and research studies is included in the ap- 
pendix.)

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This second general technical report of the Con- 
sortium for Longitudinal Studies summarizes the 
findings of current analyses of longitudinal studies 
of low income children who participated in experi- 
mental preschool programs initiated in the 1960s 
and includes additional data and further analyses of 
the 1976-77 follow-up study. The pooled data bank 
of the 12 research groups making up the Consortium 
provided information on approximately 3,000 low 
income children who either participated in early 
intervention programs or served as controls. The 
common information across projects includes vari- 
ous pre-enrollment measures of the children’s home 
background, a pretest IQ score, and at least one IQ 
test score collected immediately after the preschool 
experience. Each investigator also collected a var- 
iety of cognitive and behavioral measures which are 
not common across all projects. In 1976-77, mem- 
bers of the Consortium collaborated in a common 
follow-up data collection effort. These data include 
both child and parent interviews, children’s IQ and 
achievement test scores, and information on 
whether the children had ever failed a grade or been 
assigned to special education classes. The children 
were aged 9 through 19 years old at the 1976-77 
follow-up. The findings showed that high quality 
early education programs for low income children 
had lasting effects in five areas: (1) reducing the 
number of children assigned to special education 
classes, (2) reducing the number of children re- 
tained in grade, (3) increasing children’s math 
achievement scores at fourth grade, (4) increasing 
IQ scores at least up to age 13, and (5) influencing 
aspects of children’s and mothers’ achievement 
orientation.

Organized around rigorous outdoor ac- 
tivities, the wilderness section consists of increas- 
ingly difficult group and individual challenges to 
improve self-image and create responsible, func- 
tioning communities from groups of 8-12 students.

Cooperation, sharing, and competence are the key 

ideas in the Victorian Country Education Project, a

credits necessary for high school graduation via the 
Portable Assisted Study Sequence (PASS) Program 
of correspondence courses.

school graduation credits more easily, was effective 
and worthwhile in 1978. Sixty-three curriculum 
units in twelve subjects representing eighty credits 
were available in portable, mailable, self-paced 
learning packages for use in making up credit defici- 
encies and supplementing regular instruction. Of 
578 students enrolled in PASS in 1978 (346 in the 
summer), only 12 dropped out and 526 received 
partial or full credit in a PASS course. Most utilized 
courses were general math, American government, 
U.S. history, reading, and English. The PASS pro- 
gram should more clearly define its target popula- 
tion and should modify goals and objectives 
accordingly. The curriculum units should be an- 
chored to statewide graduation proficiency stand- 
ards so that migrant students can accumulate both 
competencies and credits. Direct immediate feed- 
back to enrolled students should be explored. PASS 
should be articulated with other migrant programs 
both in and out of California and should perhaps 
serve as pilot for a national program. Copies of ques- 
tionnaires used in data collection are included. (SB)

Active preparation, participation, and follow up 
by the classroom teacher are essential to the success 
of the Outdoor School, a week-long, resident, co- 
educational program of outdoor education for all 
Multnomah County, Oregon, sixth grade classes 
and their teachers. Teacher orientation to the Out- 
door School includes an on-site overnight workshop 
in which teachers train with specialists in the em- 
phasized resource areas: water, soil, plants, and ani- 
mals. Prior to the School, the teacher should prepare 
students and parents adequately using Outdoor 
School materials and integrating the School cur- 
riculum into all subject areas through the use of 
suggested learning activities. During the School the 
teacher should plan daily with the Resource Special- 
ists and staff, available to instruct as much as the 
teacher desires, so that formal outdoor study experi- 
ences will be beneficial. The teacher must also help 
relate the School curriculum to that of the class- 
room and help maintain proper discipline and stu- 
dent conduct. After the School, the teacher should 
use suggested classroom follow up activities to ce- 
ment the Outdoor School experience. This hand- 
book describes staff roles and policies; daily learning 
sessions; school objectives; necessary equipment; 
and procedures for administrative duties, arrival, 
departure, dining, discipline, and ceremonies. (SB)

sixth grade students who participate in the Outdoor 

School program, the reusable handbook serves as an 


introduction to the week-long, resident outdoor 
education experience which focuses on four natural 
resources: soil, water, plants, and animal life. Each 
week, four sixth grade classes from different schools 
participate in learning and living activities at the 
school sites, regular children’s camps leased for the 
purpose. Housed in cabins under the supervision of 
high school aged Junior Counselors, students share 
work duties such as serving food, setting tables, 
hosting meals, cleaning facilities and grounds, car- 
trying firewood, and forecasting weather. Each day, 
students form small groups to concentrate on one 
resource area during two lengthy outdoor study ses- 
sions. They may participate in archery, bait casting, 
riflery, knife and axe, hiking, or nature crafts during 
a daily recreation period. A quiet time, class meet- 
ing, and campfire complete the fully scheduled daily 
routine. There is a heavy emphasis on behavior, 
especially at mealtime. Complete procedures for 
registration, identification of possessions, arrival 
and departure, camp duties, ceremonies, and health 
and safety are described. Directions for construc- 
tion of necessary camp equipment (tote bag, hobo 
stove, plant presses, insect collection boxes) are in- 
cluded. (SB) 
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Each week of the fall and the spring, 20 to 24 high 
school students volunteer as Junior Counselors at 
the Outdoor School which each year provides ap- 
proximately 7000 Multnomah County, Oregon, 
sixth grade students with an opportunity to live and 
study together at one of 5 leased resident camp sites. 
Recommended by their high school counselors, 
Junior Counselors are selected by the Outdoor 
School staff on the basis of their enthusiasm, respon- 
sibility, enjoyment of the outdoors, and desire and 
ability to work with younger students and staff. 
They must have passing grades and be able to miss 
a week of school. After a 2-day training workshop, 
each Junior Counselor is specifically responsible for 
the health and welfare of a cabin group of 8-10 sixth 
grade students during their week-long stay. The 
Junior Counselor also assists as instructor in one of 
four resource areas (soil, water, plants, animals). 
The handbook details: Outdoor School policies; in- 
surance considerations; administrative procedure; 
equipment list; transportation arrangements; daily 
schedule; and student behavior, standards, and 
work duties. For each resource area there is a glos- 
sary of important words and terms that the Junior 
Counselor is expected to know and use at the 
School.

Sixth grade students can prepare for the Mult- 
nomah County, Oregon, Outdoor School experi- 
ence by completing the workbook designed to 
provide fundamental information about soil, water, 
plant, and animal resources.

Questionnaires were 
given to 10 administrators, 12 teachers, 15 parents, 
and 8 teacher aides; 6 administrators, 1 teacher, all 
aides, an: all parents were Zuni; 35 questionnaires 
were completed. Responses indicated that the peo- 
ple of Zuni were in favor of a separate school system 
and had general ideas of the probable benefits of 
such a system but were uncertain about conse- 
quences of the change. Ninety percent of those 
questioned were in favor of the separate district, but 
only 60% of the administrators and 50% of the aides 
felt there was a definite need for change; however, 
teachers (70%) and parents (90%) felt the change 
was necessary and anticipated benefits from it. All 
groups felt the innovation would be compatible with 
existing values and needs. Only administrators felt 
they undeistood the complexity of the proposed in- 
novation; only teachers were able to state possible 
undesirable outcomes. Responses indicated that ef- 
forts to publicize the separate district had largely 
ignored inter-personal channels of communication 
and the influence of Zuni elders. From the informa- 
tion gathered it was impossible to predict whether 
the Zuni will support the separate district once its 
full complexities are grasped.

Fifteen University of Oregon undergraduate edu- 
cation majors participated in a successful 3-day pro- 
gram of total immersion in rural community living 
and teaching in Condon, Oregon. The field experi- 
ence model had unique elements: (1) the course was 
offered as an alternative to a required course in 
teaching strategies and student teachers were re- 
quired to prepare a full day of instruction not always 
in their major field of interest; (2) Condon High 
School faculty housed and fed the undergraduates 
to help them understand rural life; (3) while superv- 
ised student teachers conducted their high school 
classes, high school faculty attended an inservice 
program planned and conducted by graduate stu- 
dents in education. Evaluation was both objective 
and subjective. A semantic differential indicated 
that student teachers changed their views about ru- 
ral schools and themselves as teachers after the ex- 
perience. On questionnnaries the student teachers 
and high school students rated the program an over- 
whelming success. Condon faculty favorably as- 
sessed the inservice program and student teachers’ 
journals revealed the importance of the experience 
to preservice education. Student teachers recom- 
mended extension of the experience and better 
planning. Evidence suggested that the model is a 
viable technique for introducing students to the 
teaching profession and specifically to the oppor- 
tunities of rural schools.

The urgent need to correct inequities and short- 
sighted rural justice practices, i.e., juvenile delin- 
quency problems, makes it crucial that available 
resources be used wisely and that careful choices be 
made among the viable alternatives. Twelve basic 
economic concepts can be helpful in providing a 
framework or diagnostic perspective that can be 
utilized by legislators, administrators, advisory 
board members, advocacy groups, program workers 
or volunteers, and professional analysts when plan- 
ning actions and weighing alternatives related to the 
area of rural justice. The concepts include diminish-

The recent, widespread trend toward rural migra- 
tion can create disturbances in the organization of 
the host community by overloading community ser- 
vices and by creating conflict between oldtimers 
and newcomers.

792 households; 13,296 of these (68%) resulted in 
usable responses. The questionnaires included 55 
items which respondents rated as not a problem or 
as a slight, moderate, or serious problem in their 
community. Ordinary least squares regression tech- 
niques were used to examine the relationship be- 
tween migration and specific indicators of 
community disturbance. Findings supported the 
hypothesis that inmigration has caused structural 
disturbances in Michigan’s small towns and rural 
communities. Migration was strongly associated 
with perceived problems concerning education, so- 
cial welfare programs, crime and public safety, and 
municipal services. Unexpectedly, the employment 
outlook was more favorable in high growth than in 
low growth areas. Rural planners and community 
leaders should be aware of the potential problems of 
the migration turnaround in order to benefit from 
the many positive aspects of community growth.

One of the communities, Ranchland, 
was predominantly rural while the other, Valley- 
ville, was a small university town of approximately 
20,000. Valleyville residents generally viewed the 
rapid changes occurring in their community as natu- 
rally occuring, as progress accompanied by in- 
creased diversity and opportunity. Ranchland 
residents, however, faced a different situation, for 
large scale coal development was imminent and the 
change agents were to be “foreign” decision makers 
such as mining corporations, energy companies, and 
state and federal governments. Within two years 
Ranchland residents became much more critical of 
their area and the planning efforts within it, even 
though actual changes had not yet occurred. Appar- 
ently changes in perception related to a place need 
not be associated with actual changes which have 
occurred there so much as to perceptions of who 
would control the change in the event it occurred.

To compare various socio-demographic indicators 
and attitudes on community issues of recent urban 
to rural migrants with those of native residents, per- 
sonal interviews were conducted with an adult in 
3391 households in the 5 county Meramec Area of 
Missouri during the fall of 1977.

As rural communities strive to meet the demands 
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of both their citizens and of higher levels of govern- 
ment for increased local services, they must rely 
more and more on outside assistance. The maze and 
complexity of federal and state mandates forces offi- 
cials to seek technical assistance from a network of 
public and private agencies. The dynamics of this 
dependence was the focus of a study of eight rural 
localities in Virginia where local officials were ques- 
tioned as to the decision making and technical as- 
sistance they received in such areas as fiscal 
planning and management.

nation at the federal level, and provides a detailed 
checklist for implementing coordination efforts 
among local agencies. Proposed techniques are 
based on experiences of four pilot projects funded to 
develop effective coordination of Department of 
Labor programs that serve migrant and seasonal 
farmworkers; the organizational framework and 
specific goals of these pilot projects are summarized. 
Background information, illustrating the failure of 
the federal government to provide a model for coor- 
dination, includes discussion of problems ex- 
perienced by federal manpower programs as a result 
of program overlap, fragmentation, and poor infor- 
mation sharing. The special problems of farmworker 
programs are reviewed in light of the lack of coordi- 
nation among the six federal agencies which serve 
or collect data on the farmworker. Principles of ef- 
fective inter-agency coordination are discussed with 
emphasis on the need for identifying mutual goals 
and benefits, establishing well-defined agency roles 
and responsibilities, and communicating effectively 
with other agencies and with the client. (JH) 
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In an effort to understand the role of the arts in 
small Illinois communities, a broad exploratory 
study was conducted in nine counties to determine 
what potential arts audiences want, what local arts 
resources offer, and what arts programming strate- 
gies are suggested by the gaps between the two. 
Organizational representatives and individuals re- 
sponded to interviews and questionnaires designed 
to test perceptions, desires, and behavior. In addi- 
tion to school and community college programs 
(considered the most important source of arts activi- 
ties in most communities), art, civic, and social or- 
ganizations in all counties provided many and 
varied arts-related activities including community 
art shows and concerts, community and profes- 
sional theater, painting societies, choruses and 
bands, drama lessons, and artist-in-residence pro- 
grams. Respondents particularly enjoyed theater 
and annual community celebrations. Despite differ- 
ences between northern and southern counties, the 
population surveyed was generally satisfied with 
current opportunities for participation in the arts, 
but dissatisfied with arts opportunities for youth and 
the arts activities available. Successful arts program- 
ming for rural areas must consider the individuai 
character of target communities. Programs for 
youth stand a good chance of involving parents who 
et would not participate in arts activities.

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In spite of their visible prominence and influence 

on almost every aspect of our society, American 

Indians remain the least understood group of peo- 

ple. To acquaint symposium participants with the 

American Indian and to produce greater under- 

standing, this resource manual documents the his- 

torical treatment and present status of Indians.

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(John), Trail of Tears, Tribal Government 
First elected Principal Chief of the Cherokee Na- 

tion in 1828, John Ross served his people with cour- 

age and honor through a difficult and tragic period 
in their history. Born in 1790, he grew up when the 

Cherokees’ world was rapidly changing and treaties 

with federal and state governments ended in broken 

promises and the loss of Cherokee lands. He was 
influential during the time when the Cherokees 
created a strong central government and constitu- 
tion, placed a high priority on education, and estab- 
lished a national press. He lead the long, ultimately 
unsuccessful struggle to maintain the Cherokee 
homelands in Georgia, heading delegations to 
Washington and appealing the Cherokee case before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. He lead the faction, known 
as the National Party, which opposed the resettle- 
ment of the Cherokee Nation in the Indian Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma and was among those Cherokees 
forced by U.S. troops to move west in 1838 on the 
journey known as the Trail of Tears, during which 
nearly one-fourth of the Cherokee Nation died. Al- 
though there was dissention in Oklahoma between 
the National Party and the Treaty Party, which had 
backed the sale of Cherokee lands, John Ross was 
again elected Principal Chief, this time of the Che- 
tokee Nation in the West, a position he held 
throughout the Civil War and until his death in 
1866. (JH) 
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Identifiers—Essential Services 
The rural population turnaround, rapid and 
largely unanticipated, has created a gap between the 
changed social and economic conditions in rural 
America and public policies and programs, which 
were formulated in response to 30 years of rural 
population decline. For several reasons, public 
policy has not yet responded to the population tur- 
naround with new legislation and new programs. 
First, the rural turnaround is a relatively new phe- 
nomenon and raises issues that are not yet clearly 
understood. Second, the turnaround is not uniform 
or universal. Third, rural growth is seen as an indica- 
tor of a revitalized rural America, a positive view 
that complicates the political problems of develop- 
ing rural policy. The rural population turnaround 
should be considered in the context of a comprehen- 
sive rural development policy concerned with the 
overall well-being of rural people including the 
provision of essential services in isolated and 
sparsely populated areas; the capacity of local insti- 
tutions to anticipate, plan for, and adjust to change; 
and the coordination of federal, state, and local pro- 
grams. Researchers can contribute to this goal by 
addressing questions relevant to rural policy and by 
learning to effectively communicate their findings 
to the policymakers. (JH)

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Land use controls are often a major point of con- 
flict between recent migrants and long-term resi- 
dents of rapidly growing communities. Such conflict 
was noted in a case study of a rural community 
undergoing rapid population growth. The revision 
of a comprehensive land use plan for the community 
provided the opportunity to evaluate citizen percep- 
tions of the consequences of growth and their atti- 
tudes on land use controls and zoning. Responses of 
oldtimers and newcomers on these issues were com- 
pared. Data was gathered from two sources: a 20% 
sampling of county residents received a mailed 
closed-ended questionnaire on citizen’s concerns 
and needs; 50% responded. Additional data was 
provided by observations of a series of public forums 
and citizens advisory committee meetings designed 
to develop goals and objectives for the land use plan. 
Both newcomers and oldtimers valued the rural 
qualities of the area, supported management of 
population growth, and expressed concern about the 
public costs of growth, especially the ability of the 
community to provide public services to an explod- 
ing population. Although noneducational public ser- 
vices (especially water and sewage disposal) had 
been seriously strained, it was within the area of 
educational services that the pressure of numbers 
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was most apparent. Newcomers and oldtimers, 
however, differed significantly in their views on 
continued industrial development, urban develop- 
ment of agricultural lands, and the limits on public 
infringement on private property rights. (Au-

University for Man (UFM) has developed into a 
major national organization, impacting the worlds 
of lifelong learning, alternative education, and rural 
and community resource development. It was 
founded in 1968 when Manhattan, Kansas, resi- 
dents secured several hundred dollars from the Kan- 
sas State University student government to organize 
seven courses, led by volunteers, free of grades, 
credits, and charge, and open to anyone. Based on 
the assumption that anyone can teach and anyone 
can learn, regardless of their formal academic 
qualifications, community projects have required 
seven developmental steps: (1) identification of ‘n- 
terested community members; (2) formation of an 
advisory board to assist in planning, to avoid du- 
plication of existing community services, to aid with 
publicity, and to generate funding; (3) a survey to 
determine participants’ interests and needs; (4) pub- 
lication of program brochures; (5) distribution of the 
brochures; (6) registration of participants; and (7) 
presentation of workshops to provide support and 
guidance for lay teachers. UFM currently offers 
about 900 courses annually for over 12,000 Manhat- 
tan participants and has provided a vehicle to bring 
together, in a non-threatening atmosphere, people 
of all persuasions, with a common interest in learn- 
ing and development. From this common base ail 
kinds of activities can occur on personal, group, 
community, county, regional, and national levels. 
For example, in Manhattan a food coop, community 
gardens, a crisis hotline, a women’s center, an even- 
ing childcare facility, and all forms of political al- 
liances have grown from courses offered through 
UFM. Similar developments have occured in other 
projects around the state of Kansas. Milestones in 
the growth of UFM have included the 1973 town- 
hall forums on public policy issues and a 1975 grant 
to replicate the Manhattan model of community 
education in 12 rural Kansas communities. (NEC) 
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faction, *Community Services, Demography, Dif- 
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A study of community satisfaction in two eastern 
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Colorado towns found that residents’ perceptions of 
their communities were significantly related to 
demographic and residential /migrational character- 
istics. Questionnaires were sent to 450 telephone 
subscribers, selected randomly from the 1977 direc- 
tories for both communities; 49% were completed 
and returned. The demographic and residential 
characteristics obtained were age, education of 
head-of-household, income, length of residence in 
the community, place of birth, and residence in or 
beyond the city limits. Twelve statements, with 
which the respondents agreed or disagreed, tapped 
community satisfaction, i.e., sense of community 
and perceptions of community change, leadership, 
and services. Statistically significant relationships 
were determined with Chi-Square and Cramer’s V 
or Phi. Recent in-migrants, people of lower socio- 
economic status, and out-of-town residents per- 
ceived fewer problems with all phases of their 
community than did longer term residents, people 
of higher socio-economic status, and in-town resi- 
dents. Of the three demographic factors, only edu- 
cation was related to perceptions of community 
leadership and unrelated to perceptions of com- 
munity services; as education increased, satisfaction 
with community decreased. (JH) 
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An estimated 80%-90% of all Aboriginal students 
enrolled in the primary and secondary schools of 
Victoria, Australia, were tested and surveyed to de- 
termine their numbers, distribution, attendance, 
achievement, attitudes, and school leaving patterns. 
Most of the 1244 Aboriginals surveyed attended 
state schools and 75% were schooled in rural areas. 
Their attendance was regular but they had more 
extended absences than non-Aboriginal students. 
At the primary level (where the father’s occupa- 
tional ranking is the most significant factor affecting 
academic achievement), Aboriginal students per- 
formed consistently lower than non-Aboriginal stu- 
dents on academic achievement tests. At the 
secondary level, lower achievement by Aboriginals 
was especially evident in math and reading. Al- 
though non-Aboriginals in primary school had more 
positive attitudes than their Aboriginal agemates, 
this difference disappeared in secondary school. 
There were no marked differences noted in educa- 
tional or occupational aspirations, but more 
Aboriginal students left school at age 15. Specific to 
Victoria, results did not support the view that low 
achievement of Aboriginals could be attributed to 
poor motivation, poor self-concept, or dislike of 
school. Research is needed to study what factors 
determine whether or not a student likes school.

For more than 400 years the ancestors of the 
Mexican American have contributed to the spiritual 
and material wealth of this land, yet recognition of 
their cultural and national rights has been slow to 
come. Like the American Indians, Chicanos can 
claim, “We did not come to America, America 
came to us”. As a conquered people, they have been 
repressed by the dominant society. Mexican Ameri- 
cans can trace their ancestry back to the Spanish 
conquistadores who subjugated the Aztec. From the 
blending of the two cultures came the Mestizo 
population. It was the Mestizos and Mexicans, 
rather than the Spaniards, who settled the American 
Southwest; but most of the millions of acres of rich 
lands granted by the Spanish Land Grants were lost 
after the U.S. victory in the Mexican American 
War. Some Mexican Americans worked as laborers 
on the large farms or ranches; others migrated to the 
cities and settled in the barrios. From within the 
barrios has come the growth of the Chicano move- 
ment, which protests against the status quo and its 
social institutions and seeks to establish Mexican 
Americans as part of the social and political struc- 
ture of the nation. Mexican Americans today num- 
ber between 7 to 12 million and will soon be the 
largest minority in America. Their future depends 
on how they define their national identity and the 
direction they choose to take as a national minority. 
It also depends on how the nation itself chooses to 
define the political and constitutional union that 
binds our culturally pluralistic people together. (DS) 
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In many respects, the United States itself is the 
school of the migrant child, and local, state and 
federal agencies must share the responsibility for 
educating such children. However, setting up a mi- 
grant education program on a local scale is both 
complicated and technical. The Oklahoma Depart- 
ment of Education designed a handbook that would 
provide a broad overview of the Migrant Education 
program in Oklahoma and across the nation and 
assist local educational agency administrators in de- 
termining the feasibility of migrant education pro- 
grams in their districts. The handbook discusses the 
importance of migratory workers to the state’s 
economy; the special problems of the migratory 
child (i.e., lack of stability, low self esteem, and 
nutritional, medical and dental needs); and the na- 
tional and state goals of migrant education. A chap- 
ter on program participation outlines steps to follow 
in applying for a project and tells how to plan a 
migrant project. The handbook discusses advisory 
committees, needs assessment, identification and 
recruitment of children, and program needs, and 
describes resource surveys, the Migrant Student Re- 
cord Transfer System, performance objectives, pro- 
gram emphasis, and evaluation. A chapter on 
program implementation explores staff develop- 
ment, use of teacher aides, supportive services, and 
supplementary educational materials available from 
the state migrant lab. Appended are copies of the 
eligibility, enrollment, and program application 
forms. (DS) 
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Between 1960 and 1970 economic opportunity 
and progress for women in American non-met- 
ropolitan areas was mixed. While women in met- 
ropolitan areas were more likely to be labor force 
members than were non-metropolitan women, the 
difference in metropolitan and non-metropolitan la- 
bor force participation rates narrowed during the 
period. For women between the ages of 35 and 44 
there was almost no residential difference by 1970. 
Existing differences in labor force activity were not 
associated with commuting. In non-metropolitan 
counties women became an important labor re- 
source, accounting for 89% of the job growth be- 
tween 1960 and 1970, as compared to just 58% of 
the metropolitan job growth. Although non-met- 
ropolitan women were not forced into traditional 
tural pursuits, they were more likely to hold low- 
wage clerical, operative, and service jobs. These 
lower status jobs accounted for most of the employ- 
ment gains for non-metropolitan women in the 
1970's. The decentralization of employment to non- 
metropolitan areas has created jobs for both black 
and white women where few existed before, yet the 
lower status of most non-metropolitan employment 
implies lesser social, economic, and personal re- 
wards for non-metropolitan women workers. (SB)

To provide current demographic and needs as- 
sessment information for public and private agen- 
cies serving migrants, a survey was conducted 
among farmers and the migrant workers they em- 
ployed. Of 228 migrant labor camps in western and 
central New York, 57 were selected for study by a 
stratified random sampling procedure which as- 
sured adequate representation of all ethnic groups. 
Interviews were obtained in 44 of the 57 camps 
(77%); 36 farmer interviews and 176 migrant inter- 
views were conducted. The farmer questionnaire 
dealt primarily with the history of the farm, crop- 
related changes, and recent and foreseeable changes 
in the use of migrant workers. The migrant ques- 
tionnaire obtained extensive demographic data, 
work history (including experience with crew lead- 
ers), and information about contact with the agen- 
cies intended to serve migrants in New York State. 
Findings showed ethnic differences in choice of 
crop, time spend in New York, family situation, and 
income. With the exception of food stamps and 
child care and health programs, no federal, state, or 
local aid programs were heavily used. Agencies 
providing services need to consider effective ways 
of coordinating services and publicizing their pro- 
grams among migrants. (JH)

In 1969 the Texas Migrant Council Mobile Head 
Start began a program of year-round day care/head 
start services that would follow migrant children 
from their South Texas winter home to certain 
northern states during the summer. Services in- 
cluded educational, medical and nutritional help. 
Prime grantee for the project was initially the 
Colorado Migrant Council with the United Mi- 
grants for Opportunity becoming the successor-in- 
interest in 1970. The 1969-70 portion of the project 
faced many problems involved in setting up a new 
program (locating the migrants in their northern 
destinations, securing facilities, establishing local 
credit), but 233 children were served during this 
primary phase. Later operations became much 
smoother. During the summer of 1970 seven centers 
in Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Wyoming, Ohio and Wisconsin served 803 chil- 
dren; eleven South Texas centers enrolled 937 chil- 
dren during the winter of 1971. The educational 
component of the program involved five major 
areas: English, visual lessons, ideas and concepts, 
motor, and independent activity lessons. This docu- 
ment describes the operation of the project under 
both the Colorado Migrant Council and the United 
Migrants for Opportunity. A section on the Texas 
Migrant Council discusses its present and future op- 
erations, particularly the head start program.

Widespread concern over the use of calculators by 

young children prompted a broad year-long study of 

the impact of calculators on elementary school 
mathematics learning. Two teachers from each of 
grades 2-6 from five midwestern states participated 

in the study, which was designed to approximate a 

“first use” level of calculators in schools. Pupils con- 

tinued to study from their regular mathematics text- 

books and teachers were encouraged to select 
calculator activities from reference materials made 
available by the study. The experimenters made no 
attempt to prescribe calculator activities or a spe- 
cific frequency of calculator use. The following con- 
clusions seem warranted: (1) there are no 
measurable detrimental effects for the first-year use 
of calculators for teaching mathematics in grades 

2-6; (2) children have a high, positive attitude to- 

ward using calculators in mathematics; and (3) chil- 

dren learn to use calculators for computation with 

30 minutes of instruction and can perform computa- 

tions much more successfully than children not us- 

ing calculators. Informal observations by site 

directors and teachers suggest that curriculum im- 

plications for calculators in the elementary school 

could be dramatic. The authors recommend further 
research on the effects of longer and more intensive 
calculator use.

The handbook defines skills which are critical to 

elementary school students in acquiring and proc- 
essing information related to social studies. It also 
suggests teaching strategies for use by elementary 
school teachers as they develop social studies and-

because of its comprehensive explanations of deve- 
lopmental background of various skills. Three broad

Lesson objectives are 
grouped in sets of three according to appropriate- 
ness for various grade levels. Activities involve chil- 
dren in map and globe skills, grouping objects, and 
describing concepts (grades K-3); discussing infor- 
mation gleaned from stories and writing statements 
about testing various hypotheses (grades 4-5); and 
generating hypotheses from information presented 
and creating newspaper stories about suggested top- 
ics (grades 5-6). A bibliography of resources related 
to skill development and social studies concludes 
the document.

The booklet lists and analyzes documents related 

to citizenship education from four sectors of society: 

business and industry, education, labor, and the 
voluntary sector. They were selected on the basis of 
their utility in providing an understanding of citizen 
education, and their influence on existing programs. 
Citizenship education is defined as those programs 
and processes that can provide the knowledge, 
skills, values, and experiences people need for re- 
sponsible citizenship. The booklet is divided into 
five sections. Section I discusses general literature, 
focusing on mainstream histories, pluralistic per- 
spectives, and revisionist analyses. Section II exam- 
ines changing attitudes toward citizenship 
education in the schools, listing documents about 
early guidelines and curriculum patterns, later influ- 
ences, and goal-oriented approaches. Section III 
notes information emanating from the business 
world. Section IV discusses labor education sources 
and their publications, such as union-conducted 
programs, university based programs, and com- 
munity service involvement. Section V examines 
general volunteer organizations, community organi- 
zations, and foundations. Conclusions show that 
each sector of society emphasizes one or two of the 
learning areas (knowledge, skills, attitudes, and par- 
ticipation). For a national effort in citizen educa- 
tion, recommendations are that each sector be 
assigned responsibility for one or two skills, or all 
sectors redesign their programs to include all four 
skills. Appendices include annotated readings in the 
ERIC system and an extensive index. (CK) 
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The report examines law-related education 
materials and programs in the United States and 
evaluates roles played by various agencies and insti- 
tutions in law-related education. The document 
consists of an introductory summary and six subse- 
quent chapters. Chapter I defines the purpose of the 
Study Group on Law-Related Education as summa- 
rizing the condition of law-related education and 
proposing options for the United States Office of 
Education (OE) in the field. Chapter II character- 
izes law-related education as education to promote 
knowledge and understanding of the law, legal pro- 
cesses, and the legal system, and to enable people to 
be more informed and effective citizens. Chapter III 
presents an overview of law-related education as a 
separate course of study and as an integral part of 
civics, social studies, history, horme economics, and 
business education. Chapter IV reviews federal sup- 
port of law-related education. The final chapter pre- 
sents recommendations for OE including that it 
should fund law-related education activities such as 





teacher preparation, educational conferences, re- 
search and evaluation, limited curriculum develop- 
ment, and coordination with other agencies. 
Appendices, which conclude the document, include 
summaries of national law-related education pro- 
jects.

The paper discusses developments in technical 

education in the British West Indies from 1940- 
1960 emphasizing the relation between education 
and economic development. The objective is to ana- 
lyze the economic basis of progress in technical edu- 
cation. The document is presented in four chapters. 
Chapter I summarizes historical background prior 
to 1940, noting causes of frustration in efforts to 
develop technical education such as the economic 
weakness of the area and a tendency to value classi- 
cal education more than technical education. Chap- 
ter II views growth in the economy and education 
during World War II, discussing British and Ameri- 
can contributions to technical education, effects of 
wartime economy on industrial growth and unem- 
ployment, and the impact of that growth on techni- 
cal education. Chapter III outlines post-war trends 
and developments, including the establishment of 
institutes of technology and technical high schools, 
the impact of rapid urbanization and industrializa- 
tion on the need for technical education, its accom- 
panying growth in status, improvement of 
apprenticeship conditions and training, increased 
involvement by industrial companies, and mounting 
demand for skills education. Conclusions in Chapter 
IV reemphasize the influence of economic factors 
on education, changing attitudes toward technical 
education, and efforts made to relate education to 
the needs of the islanders. Recommendations in- 
clude offering more trade training, short courses, 
and scholarships for teacher training, establishing 
technical education centers in the smaller islands, 
and developing regional technical education cen- 
ters. (CK) 
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Identifiers—Ethnic Heritage Studies Program Act 
This collection of essays was prepared to promote 

an appreciation of ethnic pluralism as part of the 

curriculum for professional social work. It is pre- 

sented in seven chapters. Chapter I reviews the past 

and present status of the sociocultural factors in 

American social work and social work education, 

presents a theoretical framework of ethnicity, and 

gives a rationale for introducing ethnicity into social 


work education. Chapters II through VI offer teach- 
ing modules which emphasize the importance of 
ethnic awareness in the following curricular areas:

fare policy and research, and social work research. 
Chapter VII examines the concept of identity as the 
basis for understanding ethnicity and offers models 
for potential guidelines in integrating ethnicity into 
the curriculum. Content of the seven chapters ap- 
plies to all subgroups in society having unique eth- 
nic characteristics, but most of the examples refer to 
groups from Eastern and Southern Europe. (Au-

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During the Progressive Era (late 19th and early 
20th Centuries), the theories of educational psy- 
chologists G. Stanley Hall and Edward L. Thorn- 
dike provided a basis for educational policy 
formation. It is hypothesized that their educational 
policies led to separate and unequal educational 
programs for women. Review of their writing indi- 
cates that they believed women by nature were un- 
suited to rigorous intellectual endeavor and should 
be educated for homemaking, childrearing, or for 
nurturing and noncompetitive professions. Hall 
(1844-1924) felt that educational reform could 
solve the problems of a rising divorce rate, declining 
birth rate, and the appearance of mannish women 
and feminized men. He believed that women were 
mysterious, fragile, and completely dominated by 
the biological necessities of reproduction. His ideal 
school would impose a curriculum pointing toward 
motherhood rather than mental development. 
Thorndike (1874-1949) advocated the theory of 
variability, which maintained that the intelligence of 
men varies five to ten percent more from the mean 
than that of women. He supported this view with 
data showing that most famous and influential peo- 
ple of the past had been men. He also viewed men 
as instinctive aggressors and women as instinctive 
nurses. Critical attacks on the theories went un- 
heard because the two men were prominent, opera- 
ted within the widely accepted framework of Social 
Darwinism and within the mainstream of Progres- 
sive educational reform. (Author/KC) 
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The study examines the learning and personal ex- 

periences of college students in three geography 

courses. A major objective is to ascertain the per- 
sonal meaning of the course, as denoted by the way 
students define the course experience, their learn- 
ing, and its relation to later experiences. An addi- 
tional objective is to develop a model for measuring 
idiosyncratic differences, such as self-image, values, 
interests, purposes, and experiences. Date were col- 
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lected from participant-observation of the course, 
written pre- and posttests, professor interviews, and 
interviews with present and former students. Stu- 
dent interviews were the only data analyzed. A 
model was designed to measure psychological, so- 
cial, and intellectual dimensions of the learning ex- 
perience prior to, during, and after the course. 
Variables included subjective characteristics, prior 
experience, course content, learning gained, and ef- 
fects on later experience. Conclusions show that the 
model provided interpretative clues on what the stu- 
dents experienced and its meaning, that there is a 
wide variation in the perception of each couise and 
its meaning, and that later effects depended on the 
acquisition of a few basic concepts and problem- 
solving techniques. The model is recommended for 
teachers to use in planning and evaluating a course, 
and communicating with students. Research sugges- 
tions include a study of the typologies’ general va- 
lidity and utility, the effects of different teaching 
activities on personal meaning, and creation of a 
written questionnaire. Appendices describe the 
three course materials, the pre- and posttests, and 
bibliographies.

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The paper explores origins of and behavioral 

science influences on three educational slogans: (1) 
structure, (2) learning by discovery, and (3) any 
subject can be taught. These slogans can be traced 
through four stages. Stage I consisted of practical 
reform projects of the early 1950s. These projects 
were marked by a wish to strengthen content and 
maximize development of the student learning proc- 
ess. Concepts were defined descriptively and 
stipulatively and were oriented toward subject mat- 
ter. Reports from the Woods Hole Curriculum Con- 
ference in 1959, which formed the basis of Stage II, 
attempted to analyze and evaluate major curriculum 
projects and ascertain implications for curriculum 
development. This stage showed an emphasis on 
psychology, little emphasis on content, and the 
emergence of structure and learning by discovery. 
Stage III, which is exemplified by “The Process of 
Education,” Jerome Bruner 1960, concentrated on 
programmatic definitions, urged research, and sug- 
gested that any subject can be taught. Stage IV com- 
prised attempts to develop programs based on 
simplified interpretations of Bruner’s research. Dur- 
ing this stage, Bruner’s definitions and concepts 
became reduced to slogans. Findings from analysis 
of these four stages indicates that educational dis- 
course and curriculum changed concurrently, mov- 
ing from an emphasis on the logical and 
psychological aspects of education to an emphasis 
on psychological aspects only. It is concluded that 
when these definitions became simplified, they 
emerged as educational slogans. (CK)

Political science and its subfields cannot ignore 
the work being done in two areas of the life sciences: 

Current theories of 
political socialization which suggest that society 
molds the child will be increasingly affected by soci- 
obiological theory which posits that children oper- 
ate as independent actors in the socialization 
process. However, both the social sciences and soci- 
obiology may have to be emended in the light of the 
emerging field of neurobiology. Leading neuro- 
scientists not only indirectly support the sociobio- 
logical contention that children may play an active 
role in the socialization process, but also they tend 
to see the brain in emergent, dualistic, and mentalist 
terms. That is, the mind exists as a separate entity 
from the physical brain and is not reducible to it. 
Thus, three implications of neurobiological theory 
that apply even beyond children and politics to all 
humans and all behavior must be considered: (1) 
children are independent actors in the socialization 
process; (2) self-consciousness, as the child matures, 
may play an increasingly independently important 
role in the behavior of the child; and (3) the role of 
children in the socialization process and of self-con- 
sciousness in human (political) behavior must be 
considered in the light of genetic variability.

The work- 
shop provided participants with law-related materi- 
als and instructional techniques for standard social 
studies curricula at various grade levels. Classroom 
sets of data covered five subject areas: fifth grade 
United States History, seventh grade Texas Studies, 
eighth grade American History I, ninth through 
11th grade American History II, and 12th grade 
Civics. Control groups were comprised of classes 
with teachers who neither attended the workshop 
nor received law-focused materials. Instruments for 
both teachers and students contained affective and 
cognitive items.

However, the effect of the individual 
teacher is more pronounced in the upper grades.

The average gain 
is 1.5 years for each year of work in the program. 
Students weak in mathematics are counseled to take 
either “Basic Math” or “Survival Math Skills.” 
Materials for both classes are largely teacher- 
developed with a strong emphasis on relating prob- 
lem solving to real life experiences. Students tend to 
gain one year’s skill with one year’s work. Evalua- 
tions reveal that HSC students do at least as well 
cognitively as those in traditional schools and do 
significantly better than other students on tests in 
the affective domain.

Divided into five chapters, the document 
examines the aspirations and limitations of evalua- 
tions, methodology, evaluation in the legislative and 
executive branch, anc considers the need for con- 
tinuous assessment. The authors point out that data 
for describing the nature and extent of social prob- 
lems provide only rough approximations; although 
methodologies are sophisticated mathematically 
and statistically, results are not relevant. Also, fed- 
eral evaluation efforts suffer from being conducted 
in an institutional climate that abounds with ad- 
ministrative barriers and which perpetuates service 
to political interests. Although the General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO), the investigative arm of 


Congress, has maintained its reputation for in- 
dependence, their studies offer little constructive 
commentary on what is feasible social policy. The 
Congressional Research Service (CRS) relies upon 
secondary sources for their evaluations. Finally, the 
reality of the world in which social policies are for- 
mulated and implemented is the most serious limita- 
tion of the usefulness of social program evaluations.

This procedure, 
known as Product Analysis, is a self-regulation tech- 
nique based on the assumption that teachers who 
are able to monitor the effects of their teaching 
behavior on student achievement will alter that 
behavior appropriately to maximize positive effects. 
Two groups of prospective teachers were used as 
subjects to test this hypothesis. One group received 
training in using the Product Analysis technique, 
the other did not. Subsequent test results of the two 
groups indicated significant behavior change in the 
training group and substantially high pupil achieve- 
ment.

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A test was made to determine the impact of posi- 
tive or negative expectations on individuals con- 
ducting formal observation of teachers in the 
classroom for the purpose of evaluation. Two groups 
of graduate students who were receiving training in 
classroom observation viewed a video tape of a 
teacher instructing her class. Group one was given 
the impression that she had been a fine education 
student in college; group two was told casually that 
she had not been outstanding in college. A review 
of the evaluation ratings by the two groups revealed 
that their responses to the teacher’s classroom 
behavior was colored by the prefatory remarks they 
had heard, and that they were inclined to judge her 
with some positive or negative bias. (JD) 
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Administrator Relationship 
The opinion is set forth that intense competition 
for individual promotion in higher education institu- 
tions is counter-productive to the achievement of 
educational excellence. It is proposed that in- 
dividual development as well as the development of 
successful college programs are better served by 
mutual support, cooperation, and intelligent com- 
promise. A framework is presented outlining foci of 
possible compromise and areas of functioning in 
which cooperation obtains desired results. (JD) 
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The direction teacher education will take depends 

upon careful examination of the processes and ac- 

tivities that affect teacher behavior and on meticu- 

lous re-definition of the skills, attitudes, and 

knowledge that contribute to teaching effectiveness. 

The restrictions of educational bureaucracy and the 

perpetually changing demands of educational re- 

search have led to general criticism of the teacher’s 

role, function, and value in society. Teachers, 

teacher critics, and educational researchers must 

persevere in the examination of the research being 

conducted in teacher effectiveness, and must oper- 

ate with full knowledge of the intrinsic vagueness 

and inconsistency involved in attempting to com- 

pose formal and universally applicable teaching 

strategies.

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One of the priorities of the 70’s will be the preemi- 

nence of professional development for teachers al- 
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ready in the field. Both fiscal realities and personnel 
practices demand that the focus of teacher training 
be on inservice education. This paper considers the 
vital question of governance of the inservice enter- 
prise, looking at position papers presented by a 
number of highly diverse groups. Consideration of 
other issues such as substantive areas and the deliv- 
ery mode look to organizations and individuals who 
have developed a base of research to address such 
questions. Finally, the impetus engendered by fed- 
eral and state legislation for planning and coopera- 
tive development of reality based inservice 
programs is followed by a proposal for collaborative 
leadership from educational institutions and organi- 
zations at all levels.

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Before teacher evaluation forms can have any sig- 
nificance for educational research their validity and 
reliability must be established. This study concerns 
itself with defining the suitability of the criteria- 
establishing items that may be contained on teacher 
evaluations. The areas of inquiry are: the rater

to which each rater discriminates between good and 
poor items; and the establishment of internal and 
external consistency in rating.

The study was based on three activi- 
ties: (1) test selection; (2) content validation; and (3) 
analysis of test results. Published tests were exam- 
ined, using a set of predetermined specifications to 
evaluate each one. Criterion referenced tests pub- 
lished by Science Research Associates (SRA) were 
selected. To determine content validity, all county, 
area, and district superintendents were asked to 
evaluate the tests to determine if: the test objectives 
were consistent with curriculum content, repre- 
sented essential learning, and represented desirable 
learning. Both parallel forms and internal consist- 
ency reliability were measured. In analyzing the test 
results, it was found that student achievement in 


grade 3 was higher than in grade 6, which was 
higher than students’ achievement in grade 8. (Ta- 
bles and graphs constitute the major portion of the 
document. Checklists used to rate the tests and ana- 
lyses of item difficulty are also appended.) (MH) 
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Although vocabulary tests have not been well 
suited to subdivisions that yield scores for different 
attributes, they have often been used in this manner. 
The question of whether such subscores can be justi- 
fied from a measurement standpoint was studied. 
Items of a vocabulary test were classifed into three 
categories; the words were presented in isolation, in 
phrase context, or in passage context. Subscores 
based on these three kinds of tasks were obtained 
from samples of approximately 3,000 students in 
each of grades 3 through 9.

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This study involved the manipulation of question- 

asking in a learning task. The hypothesis that learn- 

ers should ask the most questions when their 
knowledge was well-matched to the level of presen- 
tation was tested, using two levels of background 
knowledge and two levels of difficulty of material to 
be learned. The more simple instructional materials 
present concrete examples first, followed by more 
abstract explanations. The more difficult learner’s 
manual presented the abstract concepts first, fol- 
lowed by detailed specifications. The results showed 
that at least some aspects of complex learning were 
accessible through the measures of question-asking, 
and that any theory of question asking in learning 
could not simply predict that gaps in a person’s 
knowledge would be the source of questions. 

Specifically, novice learners tended to ask more 

questions on the easier material than learners with 

some training. Trained learners asked more ques- 
tions, and more complex questions, than novices on 
the more difficult materials. Apparently, the novices 

did not ask questions about the more difficult 

material because it was too far beyond their present

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The measurement of change in quasi-experimen- 
tal educational research was discussed. Problems 
reiated to measuring change exist to varying degrees 
in all research designs; these issues are less trou- 
blesome in experimental studies because the inves- 
tigator can manipulate the interest variables and 
observe their effects on other variables. Measuring 
change is more difficult in quasi-experimental stu- 
dies because the investigator lacks the freedom to 
manipulate the variables. This study focused on is- 
sues of change associated with the latter design.

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This study was the first in a series of investigations 
designed to examine techniques purporting to en- 
hance the effectiveness of human memory. The 
utility of a simple pegword mnemonic for Army 
enlisted personnel, representing three levels of gen- 
eral technical ability, was examined. Half of each 
ability group was instructed in use of a rhyme peg- 
word mnemonic and half served as a control group. 
Response items were rated in terms of their poten- 
tial for evoking memory images. It was found that 
initial acquisition was a function of the imagery 
level of the response items, as well as a positive 
function of the general technical ability level of the 
personnel. It was also found that only the high gen- 
eral technical ability group was able to employ the 
mnemonic to advantage. The final recall test in- 
dicated a precipitous lose of information across lists 
for all conditions.

tion. Resultant row sums of squares of factor ma- 
trices from principal component analyses of real 
data sets had a relatively low correlation with simi- 
lar matrices from the most widely used common 
factor methods. A slight generalization of Whittle’s 
method of common factor analysis was shown to 
provide a number of distinctive advantages over 
component analyses and Joreskog’s likelihood 
methods. Finally, guidelines were provided to assist 
prospective factor analytic users in deciding when 
their problems might best be apProached by com- 
mon factor methods, and when other multivariate 
structural methods might be more effective or at 
least complementary. A Bayesian approach to these 
problems was advocated in this final section. (Au- 
thor/CP) 
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Identifiers—*Strong Campbell Interest Inventory, 
Strong Vocational Interest Blank 
The revised and renamed Strong Campbell Inter- 
est Inventory (SCII) is examined to determine if the 
occupational and sex biases present in the older 
Strong Vocational Interest Blank (SVIB) were elimi- 
nated. It is concluded that an occupational bias (fa- 
voring professional rather than blue-collar 
occupations) still exists in the SCII, although there 
is a better representation of careers. Occupations 
are clustered around office occupations, education, 
and health occupations, while industrial production, 
transportation, social science, and agricultural occu- 
pations are underrepresented. Construction, and 
mechanical and repair jobs are not included. Sepa- 
rate male and female forms are merged into a single 
version in the SCII. However, certain occupations 
are designated as either male or female. Test scores 
can be deceiving if the counselor considers only the 
resulting graphs, rather than whether male, female, 
or both norms were used in graphing the results. 
Standard scores for all occupational scales are prov- 
ided, although they are not plotted. It is concluded 
that these biases do not render the SCII useless; 
however, test users are advised to be aware of the 
drawbacks, and to use the SCII judiciously along 
with other interest and value inventories. A classifi- 
cation of the occupational clusters represented in 
male and female forms of the scales, as well as a 
sample one-page summary of results, are appended. 
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Identifiers—Scholastic Aptitude Test 
The author presents his view that the public has 
not been well informed about the limitations of col- 
lege entrance examinations. Several educational 
trends are discussed: (1) since World War II, college 
admissions testing has underscored the classic Am- 
erican tension between egalitarianism and meritoc- 
racy; (2) more students have aspired to attend 
high-quality postsecondary educational institutions; 
and (3) the score obtained on a college entrance 
examination, such as the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT), has become increasingly important as a crit- 
erion for student selection. It is also noted that, as 
a result of this emphasis on test scores, those se- 
lected for college admission tend to be white, mid- 
dle-to-upper-class students from well-educated 
families. Increased emphasis on high school grade 
point average as an admission criterion would result 
in increased selection of minority and low-socioeco- 
nomic status students. Several studies are reviewed 
which confirm that these test scores only predict 
success in the first year of college. Alternative crit- 
eria which are suggested for selecting students in- 
clude portfolios, descriptions of experiential 
learning, and evidence of motivation and interest. 
The author expresses optimism that claims about 
what can be measured, as well as the influence of 
testing, will be more modest. (GDC) 
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Identifiers—Canada 
Age differences in recognition and recall of com- 
mon nouns were studied using three groups of fifty 
students, with mean ages of 6.7, 11.4, and 16.9. 
Subjects were randomly placed in either an inciden- 
tal or intentional learning condition. All subjects 
were questioned about the physical, phonemic, and 
semantic aspects of the same words, in the same 
sequence. Physical recall for 6-year olds was less 
than that of 17-year olds, but more than that of 
ll-year olds. The 11- and 17-year olds had pho- 
nemic and semantic recall scores superior to those 
of 6-years old, but at no level did their scores differ 
significantly from one another. Physical recognition 
was greater at age 17 than at ages 11 and 6; pho- 
nemic recognition was greater at ages 17 and 11 
than at age 6. There were no age differences in 
semantic recognition. The fact that 11- and 17-year 
olds had similar recall at deeper levels of analysis 
and that all age groups were able to recognize words 
equally well following semantic processing, underl- 
ies the potency of processing depth as a factor af- 


fecting retention over and above increasing age. 
(CP) 
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Empirical research is reviewed in the area of cog- 
nitive psychology pertaining to models of human 
memory. Research evidence and theoretical consid- 
erations are combined to develop guidelines for fu- 
ture theory development related to the human 
memory. The following theoretical constructs and 
variables are discussed: (1) storage versus process 
models-retention of the encoded trace in a memory 
store and retrieval of the trace; (2) stages of memo- 
ry-perceptual, short-term, and long-term memory; 
(3) semantic versus episodic memory-situation- 
general, meaning-related knowledge, versus learn- 
ing specifically related to an episode or series of 
episodes; (4) meaningfulness—verbal associations 
related to a word; (5) imagery-an internal layout 
which contributes to interpretation of the stimulus; 
(6) concreteness-the direct relationship between a 
stimulus and a sensory experience; (7) theme- 
association with the central idea of a passage; (8) 
surface from versus meaning-sentence structure 
versus semantics; (9) integration; and (10) cluster- 
ing, categorization, and hierarchies—methods of or- 
ganization which subjects impost on materials. A 
chart summarizing the research reported in this re- 
view and a bibliography are included. (MH) 
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Memory of incidentally learned material was in- 
vestigated across three developmental levels in im- 
mediate and 24-hour delay conditions. First grade, 
sixth grade, and college students were assigned ran- 
domly within developmental level to one of four 
experimental conditions: Type I immediate, Type I 
delay, Type II immediate, or Type II delay. In the 
Type I paradigm, subjects looked at pictures but 
were given no explicit instruction to remember, and 
in the Type II paradigm, subjects were instructed to 
remember specific pictures when shown all stimuli. 
A four way fixed-factor analysis of variance yielded 
significant main effects for developmental level, in- 
cidental paradigm, and recall condition. Paradigm 
interacted with recall condition, and significant 
amounts of incidental learning proved durable for 
sixth graders and college students. Incidental learn- 
ing increased with age in both paradigms, suggesting 
that previously reported divergent developmental 
trends may not be the result of the type of paradigm,

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Identifiers—*Parent Educator Program, *Project 
Follow Through 
A prior national evaluation suggested that chil- 

dren enrolled in the Parent Education Follow 

Through Program performed equal to or better than 

non-Follow Through children on several achieve- 

ment subtests. The present study involved mul- 
tivariate analysis of first through third grade 
achievement data in three Parent Follow Through 
communities. The three communities were a large 
southwestern urban area, a large southern urban 
area, and a small midwestern city. Two groups of 
children were included from each community: Par- 
ent Education children and comparison, or Non- 
Parent-Education children. The evaluation findings 
supported and elaborated the results of prior exter- 
nal evaluations of the programs. For the most part, 
the Parent Education groups performed equal to or 
better than the comparison groups on measures of 
reading and mathematics achievement. In the 
smaller midwestern community, difference did fa- 
vor the comparison group, but it could be demon- 
strated that this was due to the unavailability of an 
appropriate comparison group. In addition, there 
was some indication that achievement test scores of 
program children in this community converged on 
those of the more advantaged comparison children 

by third grade. The authors concluded with a 

suggestion that multiple evaluation techniques be 

utilized to accurately assess such program out- 
comes. (Author/RD) 
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Identifiers—*Test Anxiety 
Students’ reported reasons for academic success 

or failure (categorized as ability, effort, task dif- 
ficulty, or luck) were studied simultaneously in over 
1,000 students in grades 4, 8, and 11. Differences 
between 16 attributional groups (4 success x 4 fail- 
ure) were reported by discriminant analysis, accord- 
ing to grade, sex, and ethnic group—Oriental, 
American Indian, Black, Hispanic, Caucasian, and 
other. Variables traditionally associated with effort 
(continuing achievement motivation, family back- 
ground, homework, and extra-curricular reading 
habits and resources) and variables associated with 
ability (including test comfort or low test anxiety) 
were intercorrelated and examined for age, sex, and 
ethnic differences. (CP) 
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A procedure was developed within hypothesis- 
testing logic that allows researchers to support a 
hypothesis that has traditionally been the statistical 
or null hypothesis. Four activities involved in attain- 
ment of this goal were discussed: (1) development 
of statistical logic needed to define the sampling 
distribution associated with the hypothesis to be 
supported; (2) examination of the role of Type I and 
II errors and power; (3) definition of effect size; and 
(4) generation of critical values on noncentral sam- 
pling distributions of a test statistic. Differences be- 
tween the traditional procedure of rejecting the null 
hypothesis and the new procedure allowing support 
of hypotheses were discussed. Specifically, the new 
procedure specifies that the researcher must choose 
a trivial effect size; that the level of significance the 
experimenter controls for is the Type II (not Type 
I) error rate; and that a noncentral sampling distri- 
bution is defined by the index of effect size and the 
degrees of freedom upon which the critical region is 
located. (Author/RD) 
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The effects of using different data analysis meth- 
ods on estimates of treatment effects of educational 
programs were investigated. Various regression 
models, such as those recommended for Title I pro- 
gram evaluations, were studied. The first effect stud- 
ied was the amount of bias that might be expected 
to occur in the various settings. Results indicated 
that bias was rarely a problem. What did appear to 
be a problem was the efficiency of the estimates. 
That is to say that while the estimates were not 
consistently off of the expected true value (bias), 
there was considerable inaccuracy in the results 
(inefficiency). Several recommendations were made 
with respect to selecting and placing into treatment 
and control groups. Furthermore, some concern was 
expressed over the use of the regression model to 
evaluate educational programs at all. (JKS) 
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Identifiers—* Aptitude 
Canada 
Since research on the effect of questions adjunct 

to written materials has usually ignored learner apti- 

tudes, this study was designed to explore the in- 
teraction of a verbal aptitude measure (vocabulary 

ability) with two types of questions following a 

prose selection on logical implications. Two hun- 

dred fifty-two tenth-grade students were randomly 
assigned to one of four treatments: text with applied 
questions, text with verbatim questions, text with no 
questions, and control text. Regression analysis 
yielded an ordinal interaction, suggesting that ap- 
plied questions were more effective than no ques- 
tions for students with low aptitude scores, while 
not differentially affecting students with high apti- 
tude scores. In addition, a disordinal interaction was 


Treatment Interaction, 


identified which suggested that students with low 
aptitude scores learned more from verbatim ques- 
tions, while students with high aptitude scores 
learned more with no questions. (Author/RD) 
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This study determined whether item forms ( rules 

for constructing items related to a domain or set of 

tasks) would enable naive item writers to generate 
multiple-choice items at three taxonomic levels— 
knowledge, comprehension, and application. Stu- 
dents wrote 120 multiple-choice items from 20 item 
forms, corresponding to educational objectives 
related to diabetes mellitus and renal disease. The 
items were then administered to 20 graduate-level 
dietetic interns. Results were analyzed by a two-way 
mixed effects factorial design with one observation 
per cell. No significant differences between test 

items were reported for nine of the 20 forms. A 

comparison of a chi-square index of item 

homogeneity with the analysis of variance indicated 

agreement between the procedures in 18 of the 20 

item forms. Homogeneous items shared the follow- 

ing characteristics: short item stems, distractors, 
and correct responses; an average of 10 replacement 
set structures within item forms; and high average 
item difficulty indices. Results did not support the 
use of item forms in generating homogeneous items. 

(A history of norm-referenced, criterion- 

referenced, and domain referenced testing; the item 

forms; and the diabetes and renal disease tests are 
included.) (Author/CP) 
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Development Effectiveness Assessment 
Multiple group discriminant analysis was used to 

determine if college students’ evaluations of instruc- 
tion were influenced by the course, the instructor, 
both, or neither. A measure of students’ course-ori- 
ented attitudes, the Adjective Rating Scale (ARS), 
and a rating of instruction form, the Instructional 
Development and Effectiveness Assessment Survey 
(IDEA), were administered to 1,664 college stu- 
dents. It was concluded that students did make dis- 
tinctions between courses and course instructors, 
but the distinctions were not clear cut. It was also 
found that student ratings of teaching behavior 
overlapped with their ratings of course characteris- 
tics, and students’ course-oriented attitudes over- 
lapped with their ratings of certain teacher 
behaviors. Implications of the study were limited by 
instrumentation and environmental factors, includ- 
ing sampling. (MH) 
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An examination of the current status of minimum 

competency testing is presented in a series of short 

essays, which discuss case studies of individual 
school systems and state approaches. Sections are 
also included on the viewpoints of critics and sup- 
porters, teachers and teacher organizations, princi- 
pals and students, and the federal government. 

Minimum competency testing programs in Gary, 

Indiana; Chicago, Illinois; Denver, Colorado; 

Omaha, Nebraska; St. Paul, Minnesota; Oregon, 

and Bakersfield, California are discussed. State laws 

and regulations for Florida, North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, New York, Arizona, Nevada, Tennessee, and 

Kentucky, are explained. General conclusions are 

reached: (1) the major strength of minimum compe- 

tency testing programs is the identification of spe- 
cific learning objectives, especially in the 
elementary grades; (2) the effect of high school 
graduation tests is unclear; (3) the full impact of the 
programs is uncertain; and (4) the effect of empha- 
sizing basic skills upon below-average students and 
high-achieving students is as yet unanswered. (MH) 
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The contribution of heredity to scores on a digit 
span intelligence test, Jensen’s Memory for Num- 
bers, was estimated with a standard heritability for- 
mula. The test measures level I mental ability-the 
capacity to store and recall, but not ability to elabo- 
rate or manipulate stimuli. Subjects were 35 
monozygotic (MZ) twins and 35 same-sex dizygotic 
(DZ) twins, ages 11-18 who were raised together. 
Twin intraclass correlations derived from the anal- 
ysis of covariance of the test scores were .716 (MZ) 
and .497 (DZ). The broad heritability was .437 or 
.52 when corrected for unreliability. Height and 
weight measurements were also applied to the heri- 
tability formula, to compare results of these known 
traits to a little known trait-memory span; heritabil- 
ity values were .958 (height) and .730 (weight), 
which supported previous research. Analysis of ab- 
stract reasoning or level II ability, as measured by 
Raven’s Standard Progressive Matrices Test, re- 
sulted in a heritability value of .897. This was a high 
value for mental test data. The MZ data showed no 
evidence of a first-order genotype by environment 
interaction. (Author/CP)

Identifiers—Project PLAN, *Project TALENT 

The Project Talent longitudinal survey of 400,000 
students (grades 9-12) identified deficiencies in the 
nation’s schools, particularly in reading comprehen- 
sion and career planning. The Program for Learning 
in Accordance with Needs, PLAN, represented one 
response to Project TALENT findings. PLAN pro- 
ducts included a list of educational objectives with 
accompanying learning guides and test items; 
materials to assist students in formulating long-term 
goals, and in taking the responsibility for planning 
and completing an educational program to achieve 
these goals; and teacher guides. PLAN focused on 
mastery of skills such as reading, writing, and arith- 
metic. A broader program, Planning Career Goals 
(PGG), focused on life goals. PCG consisted of 
three parts: (1) a set of instruments for identifying 
student values, career interests and awareness; and 
abilities known to discriminate among people in 
various careers; (2) information on the background, 
on-the-job activities, and working conditions of peo- 
ple in the most common career fields; and (3) a 
report form comparing the student with the 12 
homogeneous career groups defined by Project 
TALENT data. Both programs emphasized clear 
objectives, knowledge of results, and student re- 
sponsibility. (CP) 
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Identifiers—* Administrator Professional Leader- 
ship Scale 
The Administrator Professional Leadership Scale 
(APLS) was developed to measure the professional 
leaaership quality of a school principal, and to pro- 
vide principals with anonymous feedback on teach- 
ers’ perceptions of their leadership. Further 
i1efinement was carried out to increase its reliability; 
to discover categories of administrator behavior 
considered by teachers when evaluating leadership; 
and to improve the evaluation of principals accord- 
ing to these dimensions of leadership. Efforts to 
improve reliability reduced the scale from 24 to 18 
items, and increased the number of principals rated. 
Three factors of effective leadership were indicated 
by the responses of 1,478 teachers who completed 
the APLS: (1) instructional leadership; (2) personal 
warmth; and (3) managerial effectiveness. A refined 
scoring procedure was implemented to improve the 
meaningfulness of principal evaluations. Respond- 
ents rated three principals (current principal, best 
ever known, and worst ever known) on a seven- 
point scale ranging from never to always. (The 24 
items from the original APLS, and the 18-item re- 
vised APLS are appended). (GDC) 
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Variability in diagnostic procedures and a lack of 
valid and reliable measures led to the development 
of a comprehensive battery, which incorporated an 
operational definition of learning disabilities. The 
battery consisted of forms for observing these func- 
tions: intelligence, academic achievement, gross 
and fine motor control, visual perception, visual- 
motor coordination, auditory and verbal function- 
ing, attention, and developmental history. It called 
for the administration of eleven standardized tests 
which measure these functions. Outdated norms, 
frequently for a limited age range, and questionable 
face validity indicated the need for restandardizing 
norms. Norms were obtained on 21 widely-used 
psychological tests from 540 children, ages 6.0 to 
11.11, with controls for IQ, socioeconomic status, 
and sex. The data supported an expected relation- 
ship between visual and auditory-verbal cognitive 
functions, as well as between memory and attention 
span. Few sex differences were noted on the various 
subtests. Certain tests did not discriminate ade- 
quately at specific age levels because of limited 
range or wide variability of scores. Socioeconomic 
level was confirmed as an important variable, par- 
ticularly when assessing auditory-verbal functions. 
Factor analysis was employed because of the large 
number of significant correlations among the tests. 
Three main factors indicating learning disability 
emerged: reasoning, auditory sequencing, and 
sound blending. (Author/CP) 
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Identifiers—Classical Test Theory 
A classical model for achievement test develop- 

ment was influenced by: the educational tradition of 

selecting a sample of questions appropriate to a sub- 
ject and counting the proportion of acceptable re- 
sponses; the emphasis on obtaining a large and 
homogeneous sample of questions to insure reliabil- 
ity; and the tradition in psychological testing of scal- 
ing performance to meaningful reference groups. 
The steps in developing tests are: planning; item 
writing/review; item tryout; final assembly; and 
norming/scaling. The classical model offers sugges- 
tions for selecting tests and evaluating programs for 
disadvantaged or minority students. Evaluation 
should extend over two or three years and measure 
the impact of anticipated achievement gains on self 
concept and school attitudes. Evidence from the 
literature or from experts familiar with the local 
context should indicate that the test is appropriate 
for program participants, and that it has been 
screened for bias. To avoid discouraging slow learn- 
ers or boring high achievers, ont-of-level testing is 
appropriate, but a careful check on ihe scaling 
procedure is crucial. To solve the problem of com- 
parable norms, existing long-term data for a school 
should be used. Standardized test results should not 
be ignored if they fail to meet expectations; the data 
require the more difficult task of interpretations.

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Identifiers—Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills, 

*Floor Effects, Out of Level Testing 

When a program evaluation is conducted on the 
basis of gains made in standardized achievement 
test scores between a pretest and a posttest, serious 
bias can result where a floor effect exists on one or 
both of the test levels. Based upon the expanded 
standard scores on the Comprehensive Tests of 
Basic Skills from three successive regular spring test 
administrations and a special mid-period out-of- 
level test administration, this study examined score 
distributions for schools in a large city school sys- 
tem to determine if their compensatory program 
evaluations were biased by a floor effect. The distri- 
butions were examined for changes in location, 
variation, and skewness as students moved across 
time, taking different levels of the test at different 
times. The pattern of distributional characteristics 
for both reading and mathematics over the four test- 
ing periods indicated that a floor effect was quite 
unlikely to bias group comparisons in the upper ele- 
mentary grades under study (grades 5 and 6). (Au- 
thor/CP)

achievement. Judgments by peers, supervisors, or 
teachers are hampered by low interjudge reliability, 
halo effects, and low discriminant validity. The lat- 
ter problem is due to an inability to distinguish 
creativity from other constructs such as intelligence 





or achievement; or the inability to discriminate 
among dimensions of creativity, such as fluency, 
flexibility and inventiveness. Tests and inventories 
are best described as correlates of real life creative 
behavior; they explain something about the behav- 
ior, but are not acceptable for selection. The most 
serious measurement problem is a lack of conver- 
gent validity among all these methods—correlations 
between methods are low. A simple and straightfor- 
ward inventory of creative achievement appears to 
be the best measure because it is direct, observable, 
and validated in research as the best predictor of 
future creative behavior.

Measur- 
ing the development of separate skills rather than an 
aggregate is recommended, as well as constructing 
tests related to classroom instruction that are de- 
signed to measure specific skills as they develop 
over the years.

It was found that assessing proficiency in 
English and the home language, including fre- 
quency and patterns of usage in each language and 
language achievement, helped to overcome some of 
the weakensses in the identification procedures.

The problem, 

as minimum competency advocates implicitly de- 

fine it, is that the community, especially teachers, 

has not supported the standards embodied in the 

tests.

Both advocates and critics of minimum 
competency testing are struggling with the problem 
of academic faulure. Research suggests that the cli- 
ent-therapist relationship is critical to success or 
failure in psychotherapy, not the method.

The ultimate de- 
mise of the project after 11 years was due to a num- 
ber of factors including: (1) the lack of money; (2) 
the loss of community enthusiasm; (3) the resent- 
ment of the D.C. school personnel; and (4) the loss 
of a constituency.

and State policies designed to provide equal educa- 
tional opportunity and quality education.

school and college level enrollment statistics for 
male, female, white, black, and Hispanic students 
are presented in this paper.
